I. very well it will be objected, that there 
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is but little Occaſion for giving myſelf the Trou- 

ble of writing Arguments and Perſuaſions to in- 

duce People to take up their Reſidence with mein 
the infernal World; I know too that the innate Pro- 
perties and Inclinations of human Nature are ſuch, as 
will effectually ſecure them a Manſion in my King- 
dom, altho* I ſhould take little or no Pains to ſollicit 
them to purſue the /audable Courſes that will bring 
them to it. Nor is it leſs true that I have by my 
moſt indefatigable Induſtry and Application, pre- 
vailed on the far greateſt Part of Mankind to become 
my Homagers and Voraries, by throwing Objects of 
Incitement in their Way, which, co-inciding with 
their natural Propenſities, they have been led, as it 
were, inſenſibly to thoſe Abodes which I had pre- 
pared for them. But tho' my Labours and Strata- 
gems have been attended with abundant Succeſs, 

| and tho* moſt Men are ready and willing to aſſiſt 
me in my benevolent Deſigns which I undertake for 

their Sakes alone: Yet I conſider that my GRAN D 
| | ADVERSARY the Sow oF Gop, in order to render 
| fruitleſs and abortive all my Enterpriſes and At- 
S> chievements, has endeavoured to prepoſſeſs the 
. World with ſtrange Notions of my inveterate Ma- 
lice to Mankind, and that the eternal Ruin of their 
Souls is my ſole and certain Intention, To which 
Purpoſe he has expoſed many of my Wiles and Stra- 
tagems, abuſed my moſt zealous Votaries, and has 
uſed all the Powers of Rhetorick to prevail on my 
Subjects to withdraw their Allegiance from me their 
acknowledged Sovereign; and in order to ſecure 
their Homage to Himſelf, has promiſed inviſible 
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Glories and fancied Crowns in the higheſt Heavens, 
to which, he tells you, he has made the Road plain 
and eaſy; but that in this World you muſt expect all 
Manner of Troubles, Afflictions, Want, Poverty, 
nay, that you muſt not flinch from Death itſelf, if 
his Honour is in Queſtion. 

Since this is the Caſe, and I am fo vigorouſly 
oppoſed in all my Deſigns and Undertakings, ſince 
my Dominions have already ſuffer'd irreparable Da- 
mages from my potent Adverſary, who is conſtantly 
inveigling my Subjects from their Allegiances by 
Promiſes of future Happineſs, or frightening them 
from it by denouncing eternal Woes and Miſery to 


thoſe who ſhall perſevere in a dutiful Obedience to 


me and my Government: I ſay, ſince this is notori- 
ouſly the Caſe, does it not behove me to beſtir my- 
ſelf, and endeavour to ſecure what little remains of 
thoſe vaſt Territories I was once in Poſſeſſion of ? I 


could once boaſt myſelf a Rival to my omnipotent 


Foe in the Worſhip and Adoration paid me even by 
his own People. They wiſely caſt off the heavy 
Yoke with which he had long burthen'd their Necks; 
they were quite tired of the almoſt innumerable Ce- 
remonies that He impoſed upon them, and were 
weary of a Service that required ſuch a daily Havock 
to be made among their Cattle for Sacrifices and Of- 
ferings, and the Precepts of his Law were ſo nume- 
rous, and at the ſame Time ſo ſtrict and ſevere, that 
it's no Wonder they rejected them, and gave the 
Preference to the Rules and Orders which I enjoin'd 
them, which were perfectly adapted to their own 
Taſte and Way of thinking, and I took Care to ſea- 
ſon my Worſhip with all the Pleaſures that were 
agreeable to human Senſe, nor mixed it with any of 
thoſe Auſterities which were practiſed in the oppo- 
ſite Religion. I gave my Votaries a full Swing to 
their Pleaſures, and an unlimited Indulgence in the 
Enjoyment of their ſenſual Appetites ; I indulged 


them 
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them in their Luſts of every Kind; nay, the very 
Rites I enjoin'd in the Solemnities of my Worſhip 
were ſo. many Gratifications ſuited to their Genius 
and Inclinations. For this I had Altars raiſed to my 
Name, Priefts were habited to officiate, Sacrifices 
were offered, and all imaginable Honours paid me. 
Theſe were glorious Times indeed! and Multitudes 
became my faithful Servants and Followers, who are 
now enjoying the full Rewards of their unalterable 
Attachments to my Intereſts, 

It would be too tedious to relate the prodigious ' 
Number of my Votaries, the Ardour of their Zeal, 
and the Fervency of their Devotion with which in 
all Ages, and in all Nations, as well Chriſtian as 
Pagan; I have been reverenced and adored, The 
greateſt Heroes have ever made their Conqueſts ſub- 
ſervient to my Intereſts, and the Men of Renown 
rais'd themſelves to the higheſt Pitch of Fame by the 
Acquilitions which they made to my Kingdom. 
Pleaſures, Riches and Honours are at my Diſpoſal, 
and I freely beſtow them on thoſe who moſt diſtin- 
guiſh themſelves in my Service, In this World, 
my Children are weil known by their Grandeur and 
great Eſtates, or by the Voluptuouſneſs of their 
Lives, and a thouſand other Signatures which are ſo 
viſibly engrav'd on their Forcheads, that there is no 
Poſſibility of miſtaking them for the Subjects of my 
Adverſary ; and in the World to come, they ſhall 
find their Enterrainment ſuited to their Capacities, 
and to the Zeal they have profeſſed for my Intereſts 
here ; for I proportion my Rewards to the Merits of 
my Servants, and the Degrees of their Services. 

-\ Theſe Matters I have ſet forth, not merely as In- 
citements to encourage my dear Children and Pupils in 
the Proſecution of their various Pleaſures and Pur- 
ſuits; but to ſhew them the Neceſſity I was under 
of publiſhing this Treatiſe. It is eaſy to ſee how my 
Realms have been diminiſh'd, my Subjects ſeduced, 

and 
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and my Authority inſulted, ſince the Promulgation 
of the Chriſtian Religion, that Bane to all Pleaſures, 
that Enemy profeſs'd to all the Delights of the Senſes, 
and that Object of my eternal Hatred. *Tis true, 
I have a very large Party among its Profeſſors, yet 
even theſe are often ſo terrified with that Bugbear 
Conſcience, which wy grand Adverſary has placed 
in their Breaſts, on Purpoſe to frighten them out of 
my Service, that I am often at my Wits End to 
keep them ſtedfaſt and reſolute in the Courſes I have 
mark' d out for them. 

I beſeech you therefore, my precious Souls, to 
pay no Regard to this Scarecrow Conſcience : Be- 
lieve me, it will poiſon all your Pleaſures, it will 
curb your Ambition, it will prevent your getting 
Money by the ſureſt Methods, it will obſtruct you 
in the Way to Preferment and Honour, it will be a 
continual Clog upon your Diverſions and Amuſe- 
ments, and a conſtant dead Weight upon all your 
Enjoyments, You will always be in Fear, even in 
the Midſt of your Delights, leſt you ſhould be guilty 
of ſome Exceſs; you mult have a perpetual Guard 
over your Words, nay, even your Thoughts, that 
you incur not the Diſpleaſure of Him who aſſumes 
this Authority over you. And is not this a miſerable 
Slavery? He, indeed, aſſures you that his Service is 
perfect Freedom; but I appeal to your own Senſes, 
whether a Man, who is under a conſtant Reſtraint 
can be truly ſaid to be free? Or whether it is com- 
parable to that unbounded Liberty in which I indulge 
my Pupils? I allow them the Gratification of all their 
Senſes in the fulleſt Extent; I put no Reſtraint on 
their Appetites; and am beſt pleas'd when they g 
the fulleſt Swing to their Luſts of every Kind; an 


they may depend upon my Veracity when I afſuret em, 
that when Death takes them from hence, I will ad- 
vance them to the moſt ſplendid Dignities and Ho- \ 
nours that are at my Diſpoſal, in the infernal Regions, ½ 

which they ſhall certainly enjoy for ever and ever. 
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Inſtructions to PARENTS in the Education , 
their Children. 


S on the Education of Children depends very 

much the Obedience which I am to expect 
from them afterwards ; and as my grand Antagonilt 
has been careful and circumſpect in his Cautions and 
Advice to Parents on. this Head, it behoves me to 
be as vigilant and aſſiduous to preſerve and ſecure 
them firm and ſtedfaſt to my Intereſts, by inſtructing 
them in what Manner to give a Turn and Bias to 
the Minds, Paſſions, and Inclinations of their Chil- 
dren, while they are yet pliable and capable of any 
Influence, 

But before I begin my Inſtructions to you in 
what Manner I would have you bring up your 
Children, it may not be amiſs to hint to you, that 
it is my Deſire that your Embraces be preceded by 
a Debauch, or at a Time when you have ſome foul 
and infectious Diſtemper upon you, which will be 
a Means of intailing it on your Children; thus their 
Bodies will be, as I would have them, ſickly and 
weak, which gradually will bring them to be of 
an ill. natur'd and fretful Temper. * When they are 


| Infants, you muſt be careful to wrap them up in 


abundance of Cloaths, for fear of their taking Cold ; 
feed them as frequently as poſſible, and with as 
much as you can force into their Mouths, and if 
they throw it up again, you need not mind that, 
but give em more ſtill; for you can't imagine 
what Pleaſure it gives me, to ſee the little Creature 
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ſo loaded with Victuals within, and Cloaths with. 
out, heave and pant for Breath, and even ſtruggle 
for Life; beſides, by thus over-loading the Stomach 
with a Superfluity of Victuals, it has another happy 
Effect, that is, it creates in the Child abundance 
of groſs Humours, which, afterwards, I have fre- 
quent Opportunities of acting upon with admirable 
Succeſs. 

You need not give yourſelf much Trouble in 
chuſing a proper Perſon to take Care of your Child; 
they are moſt of them under my Directions. Sup- 
Poſe the Child, by the Careleſneſs or Villainy of the 
Servant, ſhould get a lame Leg, a ſquinting Eye, 
a Hump-back, c. Sc. why, it was only a mere 
accidental Thing, and will only ſubject him to the 
Scorn and Contempt of every Body, which, as he 
grows up, will make him motoſe and ill. natur'd, 
and out of Humour with every Body. I once had 
a Wench in my Pay (and I paid her well for her 
Service) who having the Care of a Child, in play- 
ing with it, toſs'd it up and down fo often, that 
it Joſt its Breath and dy'd in her Hands. All 
or any of theſe Methods tend mightily to promote 


my Scheme, and I ſhall be very chary of thoſe who 
practiſe them. Perhaps ſome of. my Friends and 


Well wiſhers among you, may be of the ſame 
Opinion with a young ſhallow-pated Demon, who 
peeping over my Shoulders, and ſeeing what I had 
writ above, very officiouſly offer'd his Advice: If 
« my Opinion, ſaid he, could have any Weight 
« with my Prince, I humbly conceive, that your 
„ End would be anſwer'd better, if Parents were 
* Ggirected to rear their Children in a Manner that 
„ would render their Bodies hale and robuſt, which 
„will make them capable of doing more Miſ- 
« Chief in the World.“ But I know better; and 


by long Experience J am aſſured, that a * 
1» 


. 


diſtemper'd or miſhapen Body, more eaſily receives 
and cultivates the Seeds of Envy, Hatred, Malice, 
and other favourite Vices which I ſow in the Mind, 
than a Body which is perfectly free from any of 
theſe Diſorders, I could give many Inſtances to 
prove this Aﬀertion, What a deform'd Vreich , 
was your Richard III. of England! and how cmi— 
nently did he diſtinguiſh himſelf in my Service! 
Perverſeneſs was the diſtinguiſhable Character of 
his Youth, as was Cruelty of his more advanced 
Age. 

Pride, Malice, Hatred and Revenge are the fa- 
vourite Vices I would have you Parents encourage 
in your Children, for they are uſeful to my Deſigns, 
and are the Bane of Society, and the more they are 
promoted in Infancy, the ſtronger they will be in 
more ripen'd Years, Thus, if the Child happens 
to fall down and hurt itſelf, you mult be ſure to 
beat the Thing upon or againſt which it fell, till it 
be pacified, nay, you muſt make it give you a 
Blow to beat it; if by any Accident it happens to 
be hurt by a Brother, Siſter, or Play-fellow, let the 
Child beat them till they cry, or feign ſo to do; 
by this Means it will acquire a revengeful Habit, 
and learn to return an Injury Seven fold, Ir is a 
Cuſtom with ſome Mothers and Nurſes, when their 
Children have fallen out with their Play-fellows, 
and had their Revenge on them, of ſaying to them, 
Come, you muſt kiſs and be Friends, But this Way | 
don't approve, for it teaches them to ſubdue their 
Paſſions; which is far from my Intention; and 1 
ſhall be much better pleaſed to fee you encourage 
them to be implacable, by exciting their Relent- 
ment, againſt every Thing or Perſon from whom 
it ever received any Hurt before, You will oblerve, 
as your Children grow up, their Paſſions will be 
ſtronger, and they will be continually teazing you 

B ior 
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for almoſt every pretty Thing they ſee ; you muſt 
not ſcruple to gratify them in all their Wants; thus 
by letting them have their Will, they will become 
abſolute, and imperious to Servants, Sometimes, it's 
probable, they will deſire Things that are not pro- 
per for them, you need not humour them in it im- 
mediately, but let them cry, rage and rave for a 
while, and at laſt let them have it; thus they will 
learn to be ſtubborn and perverſe, for you may be 
ſure they will always behave in the ſame Manner 
upon the like Occaſions, and will never yield, be- 
cauſe they know if they perſiſt they ſhall be 
Maſters. Nathing delights me more than to ſee 
theſe Humours prevalent in Children, and the 
ſooner they are initiated in them the better ; for 
they are excellent Foundations to build other vicious 
Habits upon. 

When once you have ſuffer'd the dear little 
Rogue to gain a Conqueſt over you, his Parents, 
you may depend upon it, he will never ſubmit to 
the Will of any other; in Conſequence of which, 
if any Body about him happens to affront him, he 
throws Knives, Forks, Stones, any Thing that lies 
in his Way to revenge himſelf. This Temper will 
occaſion abundance of Diſturbance and Confuſion in 
your Family as he grows bigger, and will be the 
Source of much greater Calamities in Towns, Coun- 


tries or Kingdoms, as the future Station of his Life 


may give him Opportunity. Ir's very likely he may 
want ſomething of you, which is not in your Power 
to grant; in which Caſe you may endeavour to 
pacify him, by promiſing him all the fine Things 
you can think of, as Plum-cake, Ginger-bread, a 
Hobby horſe, or any Thing he may fancy ; this 
will anſwer my Purpoſe as well as if you gave him 
an abſolute Denial. If you ſhould find it abſolutely 
neceſſary ſometimes to reprove him for doing _ 

(tho? 
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(tho? indeed I don't deſire you ſhould) you muſt 
not tell him that if he does this or that he 
ſhall loſe your Favour ; no, no, for that will in- 
timate to him that by obliging you, and ſtudying to 
gain your Applauſe, ought to be the principal View, 
as well as the Reward, of all he does. You muſt 
rather tell him, that if he diſpleaſes you by doing 
what you forbid him, you will take away his new 
Hat, Ribbon, Sc. or that you will give his Brother, 
or Siſter the Plumbs, Tarts, Cheeſe-cakes, Sc. which 
you intended for him. Thus he will gradually 
place his whole Happinels in fine Cloaths and gra- 
tifying his Appetites. If you would qualify him 
for my Service, and thereby entitle him to the Re- 
wards which I have to give, and will certainly 
beſtow upon every faithful Servant of mine, teach 
him betimes the Arts of Diſſimulation, Equivoca- 
tion, and Lying ; for which Purpoſe your own Ex- 
amples will be the beſt Incitement; or you ma 
inſtruct the Nurſe or Servant, who has the Care of 
him, to put little cunning Evaſions into his Mouth, 
or pretty Excuſes when he is catch'd in a Fault. 
If you hear him telling any notorious Falſities to his 
Companions, you need only laugh, and ſay to a 
Stander-by, Don't you think my Son is an arch Lad? 
It by Chance he ſhould break a China Cup or Sau- 
cer, and then denies it, you muſt not reprove him 
for the Lie, but whip him ſoundly for the Mil- 
chance, This will effectually eradicate from his 
Mind whatever Reverence and Love he had for 
you, and in its room will ſettle a Dread and Fear of 
you; it will likewiſe perfect him in the Practice of 
Lying, ſince he don't ſce any Hurt come of it, and 
as it may, ſome other Time, ſave him from the 
Laſh, Let it always be your Rule to beat him in 
your Paſſion; this will poſſeſs him with a fullen 
Stubborneſs, which I love to ſee in Children, and 
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at the ſame Time ſhew him an Example, which 
you need not fear but he will imitate, whenever he 
has Occaſion in the little Circle of his Acquaintance, 
You need not be very ſolicitous in the Choice of his 
Companions ; you need only countenance a vicious 
Turn of Mind in him, and he will ſoon chuſe for Com- 
panions thoſe that are as bad or worſe than himſelf, 
who will contribute their Aſſiſtance, without your 
Help or mine, to ſettle in him the worſt Habits. 
Yet farther: If he learn of his Play-fellows naugh- 
ty Words, as they are called, you are not to reprove 
him for it, but rather ſhew your Approbation, by 
laying in his Hearing, Is not mine a brave forward 
Boy of his Age? When he is diverting himſelf by 
tormenting and killing Birds, Flies, Sc. and pul- 
ling and tearing them Limb from Limb, you may 
laugh at his pretty Actions; nay, you may tell 
him, you are pleas'd to ſee he can amuſe himſelf fo 
greeably, and at the ſame Time fo innocently, ſince 
every brute Creature upon the Face of the Earth, 
either by its Life or Death, was made for the Uſe 
or Pleaſure of Mankind. This will inure him to 
Cruelty and Hard-heartedneſs, which he will prac- 
tiſe all his Liſe afterwards ; the Hardſhips and Se- 
verities, which brute Animals ſuffer from their 
lordly Malters, will give him no Pain and Concern, 
and by this Means he habituates himſelf to treat un- 
mercifully all of them that are in his Power; nor 
will his Pity or Corapaſſion be the leaſt moved at 
the moſt afflicting Scenes which are but too fre- 
quently ſeen among the human Species. I have no 
Patience when I ſee the Practice of ſome Parents, 
who, in order to inſinuate into their Children a 
merciful Diſpoſition, make uſe of their Hands to 
beſtow their Charity on the Poor, either at the 
Door, or privately in the Neighbourhood, by ſend- 
ing their Benefactions by them. But from you I 
| _ 
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expect a different Behaviour. When poor Crea- 
tures are begging at your Door, ſend your Son to 
abuſe and hunt them away, and to tel] them that if 
they don't go that Inſtant, they will be forced with 
a Horſe-whip at their Backs; you may tell them too 
that thoſe Wretches are the Caterpillars of the Earth, 
who live only by devouring the Fruits of Induſtry, 
and eating the Bread of honeſt People, Pride may 
be inſtill'd into him, by making Compariſons be- 
twixt him and others, as, how much finer he is than 
Mr. Such-a-one's Son; thus he will gradually learn 
to deſpiſe all Youths who are not ſo well dreis*d as 
himſelf ; you may likewiſe promiſe him, if he will 
ſtand quietly to be comb'd, waſh'd or dreſs'd, or 
the like, you will give him a lac'd Hat, a fine 
Waiſtcoat, c. 

I now ſuppoſe your Son of Age to be ſent to 
School; in your Directions to the Maſter how to be- 
have to him, you muſt charge him to uſe the Boy 
very gently ; that tho' he ſhould not learn his Leſ- 
ſon, he muſt not be corrected; by which Means he 
will acquire ſuch a Habit of Idleneſs and Indolence, 
that he will never afterwards apply himſelf in Ear- 
neſt to any laudable Exerciſe. However, it's very 
probable Complaints will be made to you of his Per- 
verſeneſs, IIl- nature and Quarrels among his School- 
fellows, that he plays the Truant, and is guilty of 
many other Irregularities; no Doubt it will be ex- 
pected you ſhould reprove him for it, which you 
may do, tho' very mildly, and fo he will think there 
is not much Harm in what he has done, In fine; 
let this be your conſtant Rule thro? the whole Courſe 
of his Education, never to give him the leaſt Check 
in the Purſuit of his Pleaſures of every Kind, nor 
reſtrain him in the Gratification cf all his Appetites, 
however prejudicial to his Health, or the Peace of 
your Family, p 


How- 
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However, if notwithſtanding all this, and con- 
trary to my Deſire, the Boy diſcovers an amiable 
Diſpoſition, a happy Genius, and an Inclination to 
oblige you and improve his Mind, you muſt do all 
in your Power to pervert theſe good Qualities, To 
this End you muſt ſend him to a School, where he 
will paſs three or {our Years in learning the firſt Ru- 
diments of the Latin Tongue, which it it ſhould not 
ſuit with the ſprightly Turn of his Genius, will give 
him ſuch a Diſtaſte, that, when the tedious School- 
time 1s over, he will immediately take to any Diver- 
ſion, or join any of his School-fellows in the moſt 
miſchievous Exploits. Pitch upon a Maſter for him 
who will uſe him with the molt tyrannical Severity; 
this will be a certain Way to break his Spirit, ſour 
his Temper, and give him a Diſguſt for Learning in 
general, Be cautious of ſending him to thoſe Nur- 
ſeries of Youth where his Genius will be conſulted, 
and where he will be taught the Liberal Sciences by 
the moſt gentle and eaſy Methods, and be inſtructed 
in the Rudiments of Hiſtory, Geography, Philo- 
ſophy, Aſtronomy, Navigation, Sc. Sc. which no 
doubt he would learn with Pleaſure, as ſuch Kind of 
Studies are generally agreeable to Youth; and he 
would be ready to employ all his leifure Hours in 
getting a farther Inſight into them, which is far from 
my Intention, for I had much rather he would keep 
Company with thoſe who would teach him bad 
Words and wicked Courſes. Nothing vexes me 
more than when I ſee Youths ſent to ſuch Schools 
where they learn Piety towards God, and Benevolence 
to all Mankind; where their Morals are daily and care- 
fully inſpected, and their Conduct govern'd by ſuch 


Rules and Directions as will procure them the Eſteem 


of good Men; where they are made acquainted with 
Mankind, and Cautions given them to avoid the E- 
vils and Errors which others have fallen into; where 

they 
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they learn, both from Precept and Example, a gen- 
tee] Deportment, an agreeable Addreſs, Freedom of 
Thought, and an Elegance both in Dreſs and Beha- 
viour; where they are inſtructed, that PRuDENCE 
is the great Procurer of Happineſs in this Life, and 
that VI R Tu will be their ſure and infallible Guide to 
Happineſs hereafter; in ſhort, where they will be 
perfectly qualified to ſupport the Character of a 
FINE GENTLEMAN, in whatever Station of Life 
they may happen to fill. A Character, of all others, 
I the moſt abhor, as it ſo nearly imitates that of the 
AngelicqOrder, 

I ſhall now addreſs myſelf to thoſe Parents who 
make ado about what they call Religion ; moſt of 
whom, have, indeed, the Form of Godlineſs, but, 
to my great Pleaſure, are Strangers to its real Na- 
ture, and deſire not to be acquainted with the Pow- 
er thereof, — I will allow you to make your Child 
ſay his Prayers, Night and Morning, as ſoon as he 
can ſpeak, nay, before he can utter his Words 
piainly, or can poſſibly have any rational Notions of 
what he is about, — But rake this along with you, 
that my Meaning is not that you ſhould learn him 
to pray, according to the true Import of the Word, 
which is, 1% bleſs his Maker and gracious Benefattor 
for all the Mercies he enjoys, humbly petitioning him to 
Supply all his Wants, with a perfett Reſignation to his 
good Pleaſure : This is far from my Intention; it 
will be ſufficient if you teach him only to huddle 
over a ſet Form of Words as faſt as he can; thus 
you may ſatisfy yourſelf that you have done your 
Duty by him, and will induce him to think as he 
grows up, either that there is very little or nothing 
in Religion, or that only performing the Ceremo- 
nies of it, and an outſide She and Profeſſion is all 
that is required of him : This is the ready Way to 
make him a mere Formaliſt and a zealous Hypocrite, 
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and I ſhall have but little Trouble to ſecure him in 
my Clutches afterwards. As he grows up, I adviſe 
you to make him learn long Chapters, Pſalms, and 
Stories out of the Bible by Heart; no Matter whe- 
ther he has a Memory or not; do you ſet him the 
Taſk, and if he does not perform it in the Time you 
appoint him, correct him ſeverely for his Idleneſs, 
or at leaſt abuſe him with ill Words, and call him 
ſtupid Blockhead, a dull Aſs, and the like; this will 
give him ſuch a Diſtaſte to the Bible, that he will 
hate it heartily ever afterwards, Of a Sunday, I ſhall 
like it very well if you make him read, or read yourſelf, 
fome old, dull, heavy, religious Book, for an Hour 
or two at a Time, *till he is quite tired and begins to 
yawn ; you will ſee how rejoic'd he will be when it 
is over, and how impatient to get among his Play- 
fellows. In your Reading, make uſe of a peculiar, 
whining Tone, different from that in common Con- 
verſation, or in reading other Books, ſo he will 
think that a great deal of Religion lies in that Tone, 
It would contribute not a little to my Deſign, if the 
Parſon you carry him to hear of a Sunday, had like- 
wiſe the ſame Tone in his Prayers and Preaching ; 
this will make ſuch an Impreſſion on his Spirits, 
that he will think himſelf wonderfully devour, 
whereas, in Truth, it is quite otherwiſe. But laſt- 
ly, and as a Thing which 1 ſhall principally recom- 
mend to your Care, is, that you ſet him an Exam- 
ple of Hypocriſy, by letting him ſee, that whatever 
Regard you profeſs for Religion, it has no Manner 
of Influence on your Life and Converſation z that it 
does not at all make you more conformable to the 
Will of God, a better Maſter in your Family, more 
charitable to your Neighbours, or a more uſeful Mem- 
ber of Society, than others. You may aſſure your- 
ſelf J ſhall be always ready to give you all the Aſſiſt- 


ance in my Power, and that my Advice and oe 
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ſhall never be wanting in the Furtherance of a De- 
ſign, the Succeſs of which I have fo much at Heart, 

You may obſerve, that in the Courſe of theſe Di- 
rections, I have ſuppoſed your Child to be a Son 
they need but little Variation, if apply'd to a Daugh- 
ter. *Tis true, I can't expect a great deal of Ser- 
vice from their Activity, ſo long as they are of a 
tender Age ; yet if their Minds are properly cultiva- 
ted, they may prove very ſerviceable in propagating 
my Intereſts, Let Envy, Pride and Vanity (Vices 
to which the Fair Sex in general are ſubject) be ear- 
ly implanted in your Daughter's Mind, Then, as 
to the Management of her Body, in order to give 
her a genreel and fine Shape, you muſt give Direc- 
tions to have her Stays narrow and to be lac'd on 
tight, which will pinch in her Waiſt; this will con- 
tribute greatly to ſpoil her Completion, taint her 
Breath, raiſe her Shoulders, and make her always 
uneaſy, and conſequently peeviih, fretful, and per- 
haps unhappy all her Life after. Let all her Enqui- 
ries be about Modes and Faſhions, and her whole 
Concern and Employment be Dreſs and Pleaſure. If 
ſhe has a pretty Face and Features, you mult ſet off 
her Perſon with all the Finery the Milliner can in- 
vent, or your Ability purchaſe, as if ſhe was born 
only to be admir'd; and ſhew yourſelf pleas'd when 
you hear any call her a ſwee! Creature, a little Angel, 
Princeſs, &c. but little do they think what Gall and 
Bitterneſs are lniking in her Heart. She mutt like- 
wiſe be inſtructed to keep Company only with her 
Mamma and the Ladies who viſit her; that it is be- 
neath her to be familiar with Servants, which would 
teach her to be free and altable to all about her, which 
would wholly contravene my Deſign in the Method 
I propoſe for her Education, which is, that ſhe may 
have ſuch conceited Notions of her own Superiority, 
as to abule and inſult thoſe whom the has been taught 
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are her Inferiors, and to conſider them only as her 
Slaves, and exiſting for no other End but to be at 
her Command, I have nothing to obje& to your 
ſending her to a Boarding-School ; theſe Nurſeries 
here in England, generally produce me as fine Pupils 
as the Nunneries do abroad: There ſhe will learn 
the moſt faſhionable Licentiouſneſs as well in Words 
as Actions, and the genteeleſt Ways of ſhewing her 
Pride and Affectation. You muſt furniſh her with 
all Manner of Trinkets and Baubles, that by em- 
ploying her whole Time in them, ſhe may have 
none to ſpare for any nobler Purſuits. It makes me 
angry, when I ſee Parents giving their Daughters 
what they call a complete Education, by initiating 
them in the Principles of polite Literature and the 
molt uſeful Sciences; inſtructing them that a modeſt 
and decent Behaviour will render them acceptable and 
agreeable to all; teaching them the moſt neceſſary 
Branches of good Houſewifry which may be of moſt 
Uſe to them in future Life; and teaching them as 
much Prudence and Diſcretion as their tender Minds 
are capable of: This Method, I ſay, does not at 
all ſuit my Purpoſe; and for that Reaſon I muſt have 


them act quite the Reverſe, To this End, it is my 


ſpecial Charge, that you give an unreſtrained Li- 
berty to all the Flights of their wanton Youth. Let 
not your Daughter do any fine Needle-work, for 
that may ſpoil her Eyes, nor any Thing elle for fear 
of ſoiling her white Hands. Check not her Hu- 
mour or Fancy in the Curiouſneſs of her Cloaths 
however expenſive they may be, but let her be as 
fine, or finer than her Superiors. Thus you will 
make her a pretty Idol, a mere Inſignificant, and fit 
for nothing but to gaze at, whatever Station of Life 
(he may afterwards come into; or elſe be a mere 
Tatler, a Goſlip, a Flutterer, or Scandal-Broker. 
You may likewiſe, at a proper Age, ſend her to a 
Dancing- 
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Dancing-School, a Place which is often of ſpecial 
Service to me, by corrupting the Morals of young 
Ladies who go there, Burt I ſhall here add no more, 
but leave them to the Care of an induſtrious Demon, 
whoſe Inſtructions you will find hereafter,

F the Inſtructions I have given in the preceding 
Diſcourſe have been exactly or pretty nearly ob- 
ſerved in thy Education, I may aſſure myſelf, my 
dear Pupil, thou art ſufficiently qualified to enter in- 
to my Service; I muſt therefore deſire thy Attention 
while I conduct thee thro? the ſecret Paths of Malice, 
Envy, Ingratitude, and Treachery; I will alſo be 
your Guide, if you do but follow 'me, along the 
High-ways and more open Roads of Pride, Prophane- 
neſs, Debauchery, Violence, Faction and Rebellion. 

But all my Ad vice and Inſtructions will be to lit- 
tle Purpoſe, if thou do'ſt not diligently attend to 
and reſolve to put in Practice the Precepts that I en- 
join thee; and this Caution is the more neceſſary, 
as I know thou wilt have ſet before thee the pre- 
tended Beauties of Virtue, and perhaps be every now 
and then diſturbed by the fancied Compunctions of 
thy own Conſcience, - 

I now ſuppoſe thee to be about twelve or thirteen 
Years of Age, and conſequently top old to be any 
longer under the Controul of thy Parents, eſpecially 
if they pretend to lay thee under any Reſtraint in the 
Purfuit of thy Pleaſures; for ſhould you mind what 
they fay, it's poſſible they may in Time diſſuade 
you off from thoſe Courſes, and conſequently to 
renounce the Service of me, thy infernal Father, and 
C 2 | _— 
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ſo deprive thy ſelf of thoſe great Things which I have 
in Store for thee; and deſign for thy Reward, when 
thou ſhalt have filPd up the Meaſure of thy Services 
in this Life, My Advice therefore is, that you pay 
no Manner of Regard to any of their Perſuaſions or 
Remonſtrances, bur rather follow the Bias of thy 
own Inclinations, and the Dictates of thy own cor- 
rupted Heart. The Rewards which I promiſe thee 
are the moſt delectable thou canſt imagine; nothing 
leſs. than a Life of Gaiety and Pleaſure, and a full 
Gratification of all the ſenſual Paſſions and Appetites 
never trouble yourſelf about a FuTuriTy, leave 
that for the Meditation of gloomy Spirits, eat up 
with the Spleen and melancholy Vapours, O! what 
Pleaſure it would give me to ſee thee following my 
Inſtructions, devoting thyſelf wholly to Pleaſure, 
and running the Courſe of thy Life, regardleſs of an 

Thing but the Fruition of thy Luſts; that ſo when 
thou comeſt to cloſe the laſt Scene thereof m Death, 
I may put thee in full Poſſeſſion of thoſe exquiſite 
Enjoyments I have reſerved for thee in my King- 
dom: *Tis, true theſe Enjoyments ſome have repre- 
ſented as no better than weeping and watling and 
gnaſhing of Teeth ; liſten not to ſuch terrifying, Sug- 
geſtions, thrown out by my grand Adverſary mere- 
ly to frighten you from my Service; or if you find 
them making more than ordinary Impreſſion upon 
thy Mind, inſtantly baniſh ſuch unwelcome Thoughts 
by reflecting, that thou haſt yet a great many Years to 
come, and therefore ncedſt not fear to take thy full 
Swing, and enjoy all that thy Heart can wiſh, or 
thy Eyes delight in; it will be Time enough to re- 
nounce thy Pleaſures when thou can'ſt no longer en- 
joy them, and to repent of Sin, when old Age and 
Infirmities may teach thee more ſober Reflections. 
Canſt thou find in thy Heart, when ſo many gay 
Pleaſures are inviting thee wto the World, to ſhut 
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thyſelf up in thy Cloſet, and employ thy ſprightly 
Mind in a dull, heavy Round of religious Duties? 
This indeed may ſuit well enough with the gloomy 
Thoughts of a melancholy Conſtitution, to place 
Happineſs in the Pleaſure which flows from the Con- 
ſcioutneſs of an upright Mind, Canft thou imagine 
that thy Creator {hould place in thee Paſſions and 
Appetites, and give thee all Things richly to enjoy, 
and at the ſame Time reſtrain thee from the En- 
joyment of them? Or, can it be truely ſaid that 
thou enjoyeſt them, when thou art limited by the 
preciſe Rules of Reaſon and Religion? Leave ſuch 
multy Leſſons to thoſe humble joyleſs Mortals, who 
have no Taſte for the Splendors and Gaieties of this 
World, whoſe Ambition carries them no higher, 
than to the Proſpe& of a future State; ſuch indeed 
may well enough content themielves to live within 
the narrow Bounds of Sobriety, Temperance, 
Chaſtity, &c. Virtue is not fit for the Practice of 
thy juvenile Years; thy active Spirit ſcorns ſuch 
weak Reſtraints, and can eaſily o'er-leap thoſe nar- 
row Limits ; it ſuits thee much better, like the Bee, 


to ſuck the Sweet of every Flower while it is in its 


Bloom, range thro* the enchanting Scene, indulge 
thyſelf at large, and never rack thy Thoughts about 
an imaginary Futurity, | 

- Hitherto my Inſtructions have been in general 
Terms; I ſhall now give thee certain Rules how 
thou art to behave 1n particular Caſes. When thou 
art ſent to School, be ſure to play the Truant as 
often as thou haſt Opportunity, and herd with idle, 
raſcally, black guard Boys, wherever thou canſt 
find any at Play, When thou art at School, let 
more of thy Time be employ'd in doing Miſchief 
than in learning thy Book z exerciſe thy Pride and 
I- nature upon all Occaſions ; contemn aud deſpiſe 
all thoſe of thy School-fellows who are inferior to 
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thee in Rank or Fortune, and look with an evil 
Eye on thoſe who are thy Superiors in theſe or any 
other Reſpects; hate thoſe whoſe Talents are con- 
feſſedly ſuperior to thine, and whoſe Induſtry in the 
Purſuit of Learning has procured them the Favour 
of the Maſter, and whoſe Affability and courteous 
Behaviour has gain'd them the Love and Eſteem of 
all their Companions; let ſuch be the Objects of 
thy Malice, and endeavour by all the little miſ- 
chievous Tricks you can invent, to ruin them in the 
good Opinion of their Friends ; tell falſe Stories of 
them behind their Backs; turn every Thing you 
hear or know of them to their Prejudice, by put- 
ting wrong Conſtructions upon their Actions. Be 
active in ſtirring up Quarrels and Contentions in the 
School, by irritating the Lads one againſt another. 
Nor let the Maſter eſcape thy Malice, but be con- 
tinually doing ſomething to diſturb him; and if he 
ſhould correct thee for thy Miſdemeanours, watch 
every Opportunity to be revenged on him; thus 
wilt thou be my dear Child, and my moſt lively 
Image. Whenever thou art among thy Compa- 
nions at Play, cheat them by all the little Tricks 
you can think of ; make no Scruple of faying any 
Thing true or falſe that makes for thy Advantage; 
and if thy Veracity is doubted, you may add an 


Oath or two to confirm it; and if any one offends 


thee, be it ever fo ſlightly, load him with all the 
Curſes thy Tongue can utter ; thus ſhalt thou be 
rank'd among my moſt accompliſh'd Reprobates ; 
a Character, I aſſure thee, very much in Requeſt 
among the Youths of this Age. If any one ſhould 
do thee a friendly Office, give thyſelf no Trouble to 
make a Retahation, but forget it as foon as you 
can, and inſtead of returning Kindnefs with Kind- 
neſs, repay it with ſome Injury; but, if it ſhould 
happen, that thou art obliged, tho* for the fake 
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of thy own Intereſt or Reputation, to do a bene- 
ficial Act to another, be ſure negle& no Oppor- 
tunity of upbraiding him with it ever after. 

If a Neighbour officioully complain to thy Pa- 
rents or Maſter of any Miſchief thou haſt done him, 
for which thou ſuffereſt the Laſh, this I know will 
provoke thy Reſentment ; and you muſt ftudy Day 
and Night till thou canſt think of ſome Method to 
be revenged on him to the full; to which End, let 
thy Spite and Malice never reſt, but be continually 
doing him ſome Miſchief or other. Follow my 
Example, whoſe Delight 1s to deſtroy and con- 
found all Order, Beauty and Elegance; let it be thy 
utmoſt Endeavour to ruin and deſolate whatever 
carries the leaſt Reſemblance of any of theſe, Pur- 
ſuant to this diabolical Diſpoſition, if thou art in 
the Country, get among the Corn and Clover, 
trample it to the Ground; the more Miſchief theu 
do'lt, the better Sport; and get as many Com- 
panions as thou canſt in ſuch Exploits, and glory in 
being their Head and Leader on ſuch Occaſions, 
And for thy Encouragement aſſure thyſelf, that 
thoſe Heroes who have been celebrated in Story, 
render'd themſelves famous by Atchievements that 
did the greateſt Miſchief to Mankind. Imitate 
their heroic Examples. If thoſe whom thou haſt 
injured by ſuch Practices, ſhould reſent it in any 
Manner, don't confeſs the Fault, and aſk Pardon, 
or promiſe to forbear doing the like for the future, 
much leſs ſhalt thou make any Reparation for the 
Injury done; rather aggravate the Offence by a- 
buſive Language, and Repetition of the ſame Crime; 
never think of leſſening, but rather of increaſing the 
Grounds of Complaint. Deſtroy whatever is of uſe 
to Mankind that thou canſt lay thy Hands on. 
Thou canſt not do me a greater Pleaſure than to ſee 
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deſtroying Gardens, demoliſhing Flower - Beds: 
breaking off the Boughs of old valuable Trees, or 
cutting the Barks of thoſe newly planted, or of 
choice Fruit-trees that they may wither away and 
die; poiſon Fiſh-ponds ; choak up open Wells and 
Fountains with Dirt and Rubbiſh; let it be thy 
greateſt Pleaſure to do all the Miſchief thou canſt to 
thy Neighbours. Deface or pollute every Thing 
thou ſeeſt others take Delight in. If any Nobleman 
or Gentleman in your Neighbourhood has em- 
belliſh'd , his Parks or Gardens with curious Sculp- 
tures, omit no Opportunity to mutilate or impair them. 
But if thou ſeeſt any Thing among them remarkably 


beautiful, and peculiarly valued by the Owner, let 


that be the principal Mark to aim thy Miſchief at, 
that it may no longer afford the Spectator the 
harmleſs Pleaſure of beholding it, and that he to 
whom it belongs may be provoked to Rage 
and Paſſion; and to curſe and hate his whole 
Species. 

If thou liveſt in any large Town or City, thou 
wilt find Opportunities enough of diſplaying the 
Marks of thy deſtructive Temper, on the publick 
Buildings and beautiful Edifices that are in or near 
it; theſe thou may'ſt deface by breaking off the 
Corner Stones or other Decorations, whereby their 
Beauty may be blemiſhed; for I have a particular 
Spite againſt every Thing that is grateful and mag- 
nificent, as it gives too great a Taſte of Happineſs ; 
and I hope I ſhall find the ſame Temper in thee, 
If thou findeſt any curious Painting, foul it all over 
with Dirt; or ſee'ſt a Front of a Houſe newly de- 
corated, Palliſadoes finely wrought, Doors or Win- 
dows freſh-painted, Jet not a Night paſs without a 
Viſit from thy ruinous Hands. It gives me a valt 
deal of Pleaſure to ſee ſo many Inſtances of truly 
deviliſh Diſpoſitions in this great Metropolis ; _ 
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if thou wilt purſue the ſame laudable Methods, thou 
wilt gain my peculiar Favour. | 

Thou art now, I ſuppoſe, arrived to the Age of 
about Fifteen or Sixteen, I will ſuppoſe too that 
thou art the Son of ſome Nobleman or Gentleman; 
therefore, very probably, wilt be ſent to one of the 
Univerſities, the choiceſt Nurſeries of my molt hope- 
ful Pupils, many of whoſe Governors are notoriouſ- 
ly my Servants, tho' they are diſguiſed in the Li- 
very of my Adverſary, How many have been ſent 
there by their Parents and Friends, with the full View 
of improving the Minds of the Youths in every 
uſeful Science, and in all Parts of polite Literature, 
and of eſtabliſhing their Virtue by enlarging their 
Knowledge? But my conſtant Care has been to diſ- 
appoint their Deſigns, by employing my faithful A- 
gents whom I conſtantly keep in Pay there, who are 
perpetually ſeducing them to the Practice of almoſt 
every Vice; ſuch as Gluttony, Drunkenneſs, W hore- 
dom, Prophaneſs, Swearing, and all other Debau- 
cheries. If any come there with diſſolute and de- 
bauched Characters, I never let them go away better 


than they came, but take the moſt effectual Methods 


to confirm them in their wicked Habits; ſo that 
when they return to their Friends, they diſcover 
themſelves ten Times more the Children of Darkneſs 
than they were before, Perhaps thou do'ſt imagine 
that the College is a Place of the ſtricteſt Diſci- 
pline, and that thou muſt be daily perplexing thy 
Brains with ſuch Exerciſes as are deſigned to improve 
thy Knowledge. But thou needeſt not be over ſoli— 
citous about this; if thou haſt but an ingenious Ser- 
vitor, he will take the fatiguing Part upon himſelf, 
at the ſame Time thou haſt the Reputation of it; 
beſides, it is beneath a Gentleman, born to a hand- 
ſome Fortune, to puzzle his Head with the Lan- 
guages, Logick, Mathematicks, Philoſophy, Sc. 
egregious Nonſenſe! fir only for Pedants, or ſuch as 
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intend to make a Market of their Learning. Do thou 
ſpend thy Time more agreeably to thy own Incli- 
nations, and in the Evening ſummon thy Fellow- 
Rates to thy own Apartment, or elſe go to theirs, 
where thou may *ſt be as merry as thou pleaſeſt over 
thy Bottle or a Bowl of Punch; toaſt the Health of 
thy Miſtreſs, get drunk, curſe the King, drink Suc- 
cels to the Pretender, and about three or four o 
Clock in the Morning, when thou canſt guzzle no 
longer, ſtagger to thy Chamber, and tumble into 
Bed; and if the Bell rings to Prayers before thou art 
up in the Morning, thou haſt nothing more to do 
than juſt to ſlip on thy Gown and Slippers, and go to 
Chapel, and when Service is over, away to Bed 
again; thy Servitor will mind thy other Affairs, and 
guard thy Reputation from any Blemiſh, By way of 
Diverſion, thou may'ſt ſomerimes take thy Compa- 
nions out in an Evening, and range the Streets in 
Diſguiſe, knock down Men, abuſe Women, and 
breed Mobs and Riots wherever you come; accom- 
pany with looſe Women, who, it's very probable, will 
give you the foul Diſtemper, which, for want of 
proper Remedies, or the Ignorance of ſome Empi- 
rick in applying them, may pack thee off into the 
other World; but give thyſelf no Trouble about that; 
I ſhall only have thy Company a few Years the 
ſooner : For, ſhould'ſt thou be ſo lucky as to eſcape 
this faſhionable Diſeaſe, yet the conſtant Irregularities 
of thy Life will ſoon end thy Days, ſo that ſooner 
or later I am pretty ſure of thy Company in my in- 
fernal Manſions. But be that as it will, if thou doſt 
but head the Path I have juſt mark'd out for thee 
in thy Youth, I need be under no great Appre- 
henſions of loſing thee tho* thy Life ſhould be 
prolonged to a very advanced Age ; for as thy Days 
increaſe, ſo will thy vicious Habits be the more 
confirmed, and in all Likelihood wilt induce others 

to 
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to follow thy Example thus wilt thou raviſh my very 
Heart, and I will prepare for thee a peculiar Manſion 
in Hell, where thy Reward ſhall be proportion'd to 
the Merits of thy Services. 

When thou comeſt to the Univerlity, it's not un- 
likely but thou may*ſt be a ſober modeſt Youth ; if 
this ſhou'd be the Caſe, I muit uſe other Methods 
to bring thee on gradually into the broad Way, This 
I ſhall do by introducing thee inta ſuch Company, 
and ſhewing thee ſuch Examples, as will ſoon obli- 
terate thoſe good Seeds of Virtue which had been 
ſown in thy Heart. At firſt indeed thou wilt be ſur- 
priz'd and ſhock'd to ſee a Place, fam'd for Learn- 
ing and Piety, abound with all manner of Impieties 
and Prophaneſs ; but as thou becomeſt familiar with 
the Perſons there, thy Horror will inſenſibly decreaſe ; 
and thou wilt find ſome of my Inſtruments there ſo 
very good-natur'd, that thou canſt not find in thy 
Heart to give them a Denial, tho* a Compliance 
with their Requeſt ſhould lead thee into all manner 
of Debaucheries, 'till thou haſt renounced every good 


Principle both of Morality and Religion; and will 


never heave thee ſo long as thou haſt a Shilling in 
thy Pocket, or any Credit among thy Friends ; and 
when both Money and Credit are gone, and they 
ſee thee conſiderably in Debt, they will then abandon 
thee to thy own ill Fortune, and thou may'ſt ſtarve 
in a Jail, rob on the Highway, or hang thyſelf, it's 
all a Caſe to them, and they now leave thee to 
curſe thy own Folly. 

But it will be ſaid, tho* the Youth in a College are 
ſo debauched in their Manners, and give themlelves 
up to all Manner of Exceſſes; yet that the Seniors 
of it are Men of Gravity, Sobriety, Temperance, 
Frugality, and are exact Patterns of all the moral and 
chriſtian Virtues : But *tis all Diſguiſe, Hypocrily 
and Grimace, and there's ſcarce one in ten of chem 
D 2 but 
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but is as firmly attach'd to my Intereſt, as if he had 
took an Oath of Allegiance to my Supremacy, To 
convince thee of this, let me tell thee a merry Story 
of a venerable Fellow of a College in one of the 
Univerſities, who was remarkable for two Things, a 
great Stock of WMit and as great a Stomach, There was 
not a Collegein Town cou'd have a Feaſt but he was 
certainly there to furniſh the Table with Mirth, and 
ſhew the Keenneſs of his Appetite as well as that of his 
Wit; for his Capacity of devouring was equal to his 
Talent of Humour; and as he ſpoke more than fix, 
ſo he eat more than fix that ſat near him. At one 
of the publick Entertainments, he was obſerv'd after 
half an Hour's Facetiouſneſs and Gluttony, juſt as the 
laſt Courſe was going to be removed, to ſeem very 
much concerned, and look with an unuſual Melan- 
choly ; every one about him wonder'd at the Doctor's 
Gloomineſs ; at laſt the Dean of the College, who 
ſat oppoſite to him, aſked him the Reaſon, * Sir, 
* anſwered he, I am very ill; I am exceedingly out 
of Order.“ Dear Doctor, anſwer'd the Dean, you 
* look well and roſy, your Colour is freſh, and you 
don't {ezm to have loſt your Stomach ! Mr Dean, 
* reply'd cur reverend 'Trencher- man, however 
* well my Looks may be, my Caſe is deſperate, I'm 
© not long a Man of this World : The Proof is 
too plain; for when I had my Health, I never 
© Gin*d in this Hall, but before the laſt Courſe was 
© removed, my Circingle fairly touch*d the Margin of 
* the Table; you fee, notwichitanding my beſt En- 
< deavours at the Veniſon Paſty, I am now diſtant 
full three Inches; it is no Toucher, my Stomach 
© fails, and I'm a gone Man.“ Is that the Caſe, 
cry'd the Dean? Courage, Doctor, tho' you have 
© not reach'd to a Teacher; for you muſt know we 
c we have had the Table remov'd {ix Inches farther 
© from the Bench you ſit upon, and therefore inſtead 
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of loſing three Inches, you have gain'd three in that 
< prodigious Rotundity of Fleſh. O ho, is that 
the Buſineſs, it's well enough then,“ anſwer'd the 
Doctor, with a Smile upon his Countenance, and 
immediately reſum'd his Gaiety, drank his 27 Bot- 
tles, and roll'd home to his Chambers with the ut- 
moſt Satisfaction and Complacency of Mind. 

Well then, I think I may now reaſonably ſuppoſe, 
that from ſuch Companions, and ſuch Examples as I 
have furniſh'd thee with, thou haſt, by the Time 
thou quitteſt the Univerſity ſubdued and quite wore 
out all thoſe fooliſh Notions of Virtue and Goodnels 
which thou broughteit there with thee, and that when 
thou leaveſt that Place, thou art a compleat and 
finiſh'd Rake. Full of Spirit and Vigour thou comeſt 
into the World, which lies open before thee for the full 
Gratification of all thy Senſes ; never trouble thyſelf 
about Conſequences, but take thy full Swing in all 
the Pleaſures and Enjoyments that thy Heart can 
wiſh ; be ſure to make one at all Horſe- races and 
Cock-fightings ; frequent Taverns, Play-houſes, Balls, 
Operas and Maſquerades ; here Vice and Folly are 
in their proper Element; here thou may'ſt ſafely 
hunt in all the Purlicus of Wickedneſs ; here thou 
wilt find Game of all Sorts, and may'ſt pick and 
chuſe thy Companions in any Exploit or Enterprize 
thou halt a Fancy to undertake. I know Beauty will 
be the chief Object of thy Purſuits, but herein thou 
wilt need a little of my Advice; I would not have 
thee confine thy Embraces to the common Proſtitutes 
of the Town, for they are already mine, and thou 
canſt not make them worſe than they are; but if 
thou wilt render me true Service, ule all thy Rhe- 
torick to ſeduce young Virgins, and -waen by fair 
Words, Oaths, Vows, the moſt dreadful Impreca- 
tions of Vengeance on thy own Head if you ſhould 
break them, leave the filly deluded Wretches to their 
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own Fortune and the Miſery thou haſt brought them 
to; give not thyſelf a Moment's Uneaſineſs on hear- 
ing their Cries and Remonſtrances ; but when thou haſt 
rifled one Flower, like the Bee, proceed to the next, 
and fo on, *till thou haſt &en glutted thy Appetite 
with the Numbers of innocent Creatures thou haſt 
ruin'd ; which, among thy Companions, thou may'ſt 
boaſt of as a Matter of molt glorious Triumph. If you 
are aſſiduous in your Applications, you will rarely fail 
of Succeſs; tho indeed I have known ſome Inſtances 
where Girls have been fo obſtinately bigotted to their 
whimſical Notions of Virtue, that all the battering 
Engines I could raiſe could make no Inpreſſion on 
their impregnable Fortreſs. I will give you a ſhort 
Narrative of one ſuch Example, which I ſhall relate in 
the Words of the Lady herſelf, who made ſuch 
a notable Defence againſt the moſt vigorous Attacks 
of her Lover. Ina Letter to a Friend ſhe gives the 
following Account of the whole Tranaction, 


My dear Friend, 

I ſhall begin with telling you, what may ſurprize 
ou, that what you once recommended to me as the 
only Method to true Happineſs, has made me un- 
happy—a Love of Virtuc—To explain this Riddle. — 
I have for ſome Time been addreſs'd by a young 
Gentleman, in whom all Charms ſeem'd to meet for 
my undoing. His Converſation was gentce] and en- 
gaging; his Perſon form'd to pleaſe, but his Sou! 
fill'd with Treachery and Hypocrify.—Such was the 
Man, who after frequent Viſits and conſtant Preten- 
ſions to honourable Love, won ſo far upon my Af- 
fections, as to make me confeſs the Eſteem I had ior 
him, Scarce had he gain'd this Confeſſion from me, 
but this artful treacherous Creature chang'd the Scene. 
At the next Viſit he began a Converſation which ſur- 
priz*d me, for he ridicul'd Marriage as the Invention 
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true Love required no ſuch Tz7es, 1 Ft. with 
great deal of Gravity he would nave porlvaded me 
to have yielded up my Honour eee ee e, my 
Friend, this unexpected Propolai truck nz wi. {9 
much Horror, that I could not immediately make 
him any Anſwer , but when I had a little recover'd 
myſelf, I ſhew'd ſuch a Deteſtation to his Diſcourſe, 
and urg'd ſuch Reaſons againſt him, that he aſked 
Pardon in the moſt ſubmiſſive Manner, and own'd 


' himſelf convinc'd of his Error. Pleaſcd with the 


imaginary Conqueſt, I readily forgave him, Several 
Days paſs'd, and nothing but the moſt folemn Pro- 
teſtations of Virtuous Love and Eſteem were utter'd 
by him, till being alone with him one Evening, he 
endeavour'd to poſſeſs that by Force that he could 
not gain by falſe Votes and falſe Arguments; but 

was again Conqueror, and Foo! enough again 
to forgive him. It che moſt modeſt Behaviour and 
tendereſt Expreſſions were a Sign of real Love, 
he for ſome Time ſhew'd it; but it was only to 
introduce another Artifice, in a Manner he hop'd to 
ſucceed. He own'd he thought Marriage the only 
ſolid Happineſs, and deſir'd I would give my Con- 
ſent to have him. My Heart would not let me deny 
what I ſo much wiſh'd for; I conſented immediately, 
and he fix d the Day. We zoin'd Hands to make the 
Engagement more ſacred, But as he graſp'd mine, 
looking eagerly on me, he cry*d, in a tender Tone 
of Voice. Now, now, my Dear, we are in the 
Sight of Heaven af#ually Man and Wife; you bave 
now nothing to fear on Account of your Virtue ; for 
what before would bave been accounted your Diſhonour 
is now become your Duty. Deny me no longer thoſe 
Pleaſures which now I have a juſt Claim to, and 


_ which I will ever repay with mutual Love and mutual 


Conftancy, or may Heaven pour on me all the Curſes, 
Here 
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32 
Here I interrupted him and bid him not call for Ven- 
geance on his Head; 7 ſee, Sir, ſaid I, your Deſign, 
and that you are not ſhock'd to defire Heaven 
to be a Wiineſs to your Falſbood; you deſign not 
to marry me, for wou'd you think me worthy to be your 


Wife, when you had found me wicked enough to be 
your 


What I cannot name to you No, Sir, you 
are baſe enough to be bent on my Ruin, but at leaſt it 


ſhall be innocent. I have been weak enough to confeſs 


I lov'd you, I do ſo; but unleſs you intend to perform 


your Promiſe, never ſee me more; 1 ſhall bear the Pain 


of lofing the Man I eſteem, but never can the Loſs of 
my Virtue. On this he proteſted his Pretenſions 
were ſtill honourable, and that I ſhould ſoon be con- 
vinced they were ſo, We parted, I in Hopes of 
being happy, he with a Deſign never to ſee me more, 
for the next Morning he ſent me the following Billet. 


Madam, 

Your Notion of Virtue and mine don't at all a- 
gree; nor do your Sentiments about Marriage; in 
Compliance I gave up the Argument ; but here I 
ſhall take the Liberty to tell you I never intend to 
Marry, therefore you'll be troubled with no more 
Occaſions to ſhew your Virtue to (once) 


Yours, Luciano, 


This was a precious Youth, and as I found him 


ſo forward in my Service, I made him ample Amends 


for this Diſappointment, and gave him Succeſs with 
ſeveral other young Tits afterwards, whom he ſe- 
duc'd to his Arms and brought to my Service, who 

rov'd of excellent Uſe in ruining many a heed- 
leſs Youth, in Revenge for the Injury that had been 
done to themſelves. This Method I have purſued 


with vaſt Succeſs, and by playing the younger 


Part 
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Part of one Sex againſt the other, I have ſecured a 
very great Intereſt in both. It's true, I meet with 
many a Rub in my Dealings with Mankind, and 
am often flung out of the Saddle wher I have thought 
myſelf the moſt ſecurely mounted; and hnce ] am 
ot into a Vein of Story-telling, I Will relate one 
which will give a pretty true Picture both of Virtue 
and Vice, and ſhew how I was once foil'd when m 
Expectations were rais'd to the higheit Pitch, and 
while I was endeavouring to puniſh one for an ob- 
ſtinate Perſeverance in Virtue, I loſt a molt zealous 
and uſeful Servant, who turn'd Proſelite to her In- 
tereſts at the very Inſtant I thought to have had him 
in my Clutches, But to my Story, 
4 Amanda was the Daughter of Sir Jaſper Trafic a 
* Merchant of London, whom Fortune and Induſtry 
had from ſmall Beginnings made rich. She was a 
Lady rather of a ledate than gay Diſpoſition, and 
rather agreeable than a complete Beauty. Her 
good Humour and her great Fortune were ſufficient 
Charms to recommend her to any one for a Wife, 
tho* her Perſon might not be ſo engaging, as to 
5 procure her many Lovers for the ſake of Love. 
7 Among ſeveral Gallants who made their Addreſſes to 
| her, Mr. Rover, whoſe Father was very intimate 
with Sir Faſper, was the beſt receiv'd. The old 
Gentlemen ſoon agreed on the Terms, and the 
Nuptials were conſummated, Amanda bringing her 
Huſband 20,000 J. and he ſetling an equivalent 
Jointure upon her. As this Marriage was a kind of 
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3K Smithfield Bargain, rather than a Union of two 
L Perſons who were the moſt dear to one another, it 
3 is not to be wonder'd if there was a great Difference 
in their Temper. Rover was all Gaiety, Looſeneſs 


and Extravagance, ſhe all Gravity, Prudence and 
parſimonious. Nor did ſhe obey her Father only 
in accepting him as a Huſband, but taught her 
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Heart to love him with a perfect Tenderneſs. Her 
Huſband, on the contrary, look'd on the Match as 
a Neceſſity not Choice; therefore as he had no Love 
before Marriage, he could ſcarce force himſelf to 
the Rules of common Civility after it, Within a 
few Months after they were married, the Fathers 
of Rover and Amanda both died, and left their Chil- 
dren to behave to one another as they thought 
proper, without any father Controul over their Ac- 
tions and Conduct. Here was the Beginning of 
Amanda's hard Trials, which her Huſband's foregoing 
Indifference gave her but too much Reafon to 
expect, He now plung'd headlong into all the 
faſhionable Vices and Extravagancies of the Age ; 
his Life was one continued Scene of Revels and 
Riots. He was ſeldom ſober, and as ſeldom re— 
frain'd from Gaming, He was a Cully to all the 
Sharpers about Town, and when he had loſt his 
Money avroad, he conſtantly came to take his Re- 
venge at Home. His Wife was generally thought 
the moſt proper Object, and he conſequently us'd 
her with all the Inbumanity that his brutal Temper 
could inſpire him with. Amanda bore it with Pa- 
tience, and never return'd him an ill- natur'd Word, 
nor complain'd to her Relations who viſited her ; 
but on the contrary ſhe diſguis'd his Faults, and 
gave him that good Character which ſhe thought 
he would deſerve, Gaming and Drinking were not 
Vices expenſive enough, but he muſt run into that 
polite one of Keeping, From the moſt infamous 
Part of the Town he ſele&ts a Miſtreſs, whom he 
maintained in the molt publick and genteel Manner. 
She appear'd like a Lady of the firſt Quality, and 
ſhone at the Play and Opera in Jewels once Amanda's. 
By her Nature this Creature was inſolent, proud and 
wanton, ſhe was falle to him, yet he was fond of her ; 


ſhe 
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ſhe quarrell'd with him only to make him buy his 
Peace with ſome extraordinary Preſent or other; 
for ſo bewitch'd was he to this Profligate, that he 
cou'd not forſake her, he wou'd have facrificed 
every Thing that was dear to him to her W ill. 
Whatever Regret, whatever Sorrows Amanda might 
know, ſhe never troubled her Huſband with her 
Reproaches, nor contradicted his Humour in its ut- 
molt Extravagance. When he came Home, ſhe 
receiv'd him with open Arms, and with the utmoſt 
Gentleneſs repaid his Brutality. | 

By this extravagant Courſe of Life, his Eſtate 
was mortgag'd and encumber'd; Debts were every 
Day contracted, *till they grew ſo numerous, and 
his Means of diſcharging them ſo ſmall, that his 
Goods were ſeiz'd, himſelf arreſted and flung into 
Priſon. Amanda's Relations would have taken her 
Home to them, but ſhe could not deſert her 
Huſband. She made herſelf a voluntary Priſoner, 
cheriſh*d him with kind endearing Expreſſions, and 
ſtrove to pacify his Rage at his preſent Misfortunes. 
The Priſon, and Deſpair of ever being freed from 
it, threw him into a violent Fit of Sickneſs, in 
which ſhe attended him with indefatigable Diligence, 
and ſhew'd the ſame Concern as if it had been for 
the moſt endearing of Huſbands. She wept over 
him, graſp'd his Hand, and wiſh'd with the ut— 
molt Fervency he might recover; tho? it would be 
only to give new Proofs of his Hatred and Diſlike to 
her. This indeed made him ſomewhat relent ; he 
own'd his Indiſcretions in his Conduct to her, but 
at the ſame Time own'd he was convinc'd of his 
Folly when *twas too late. The Phyſicians told 
Amanda his Life might be ſav'd, but it muſt be by 
moving him into the Air, otherwiſe he would in- 
evitably die. This was enough for the Love of 
Amanda to work upon; ſhe immediately caus'd his 
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Debts to be enquired into, and found that if ſhe 
cou'd part with her Jointure it wou'd entirely pay 
them off, and leave *em about 30 J. a Year to live 
upon. She takes no Notice of any Thing to her 
Huſband, but diſpoſes of her Jointure, and ſets him 
at Liberty, Immediately he is remov*d into the 
Country, attended with his Wife and only one 
Maid-Servant, in order to recover his Health. It 
was now that he reflected on the Falſhood of his 
Friends and Miſtreſſes, and the Conſtancy and Af— 
fection of his Wife, who, notwithſtanding all his 
Barbarities, retain'd her Kndcarmeits and good Na- 
ture; who nurs'd him and ſupported him in Priſon, 
who preferr'd a Dungeon and Obſcurity with him, 
to Pomp and Plenty with her Relations, Convinc'd 
with theſe Reflections, he tenderly embrac'd his 
Wife; aſſur'd her he was by her Conduct made a 
perfect Convert, and all the Proof he could give of 
his Sincerity was, to make their narrow Circum- 
ſtances as eaſy as poſſible. I am well repaid, my 
dear Rover, reply'd Amanda, for all that's paſt by 
this tender Kindneſs ; by what I've done I ſhall not 
ſuffer at all, if it can only make you think that I 
am worthy of your Love. Then embracing, from 
that Moment their mutual Happineſs begun; he 
had Gratitude to love her as the beſt of Wives, ſhe 
had good Nature enough to eſteem him the beſt of 
Huſbands. Heaven was not long before. it reward- 
ed ſuch a Reformation in him, and fo much Virtue 
in her. Rover within the Year had an Eſtate of 
20001. a Year left him by a Relation, who was 
charni'd at his new Manner of Life, and a Son 
about the ſame Time given him to inherit it. By 
this unexpected Acquiſition of ſo ſplendid a Fortune, 
he ſhew'd his Gratitude to Amanda, by ſettling a 
much larger Jointure on her than ſhe had diſpos'd 
of to relicve him, Thus they now live in perfect 
Unity 
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Unity and Concord; he an Example of Gratitude 
to the Men, ſhe a ſtrong Recommendation of Pa- 
tience and good Humour to the Women, 

Thus you ſee what Rebuffs I ſometimes meet 
with in the Courſe of my Practice; however, as I 
have many Strings to my Bow, I put them all to 
the Trial, before 1 entirely quit the Purſuit of my 
Game; and it's great Odds but ſome or other of 
them have the deſired Effect, as you may plainly 
ſee by the following Narrative. 

To trace the Birth and Original of the Misfortunes 
of the once celebrated Subject of this Story, I 
muſt carry you back as far as Edinburgh, for there 
Sally was born. As to her Father and Mother, it's 
not very material to our Purpoſe to tell you who 
they were; it's ſufficient you know that they were 
People of ſome Faſhion, but reduced by an unhap- 
py Attachment to the Houle of Stuart in the Year 
1715, and died without any Means to ſupport their 
Children, who were obliged to be canton'd for their 
Subſiſtence on ſuch of their Relations as would bear 
the Charge of their Maintenance and Education. 

It happen'd to be the unhappy Lot of Sally, their 
eldeſt Girl, to be quarter'd upon an Aunt of hers, 
who kept the moſt noted Tavern in the City, known 
by the Sign of the Croſ5- Keys : This Aunt took a 
great Liking to her young Kinſwoman, who had a 
very promiiing Face and Perſon, and gave her a 
very liberal Education, She ſoon grew up to be 
taken Notice of for her Beauty, and many of the 
young Nobility who frequented the Houſe, were 
laying Plots to debauch her; but her Aunt kept her 
out of the Way of all Temptations, and had a 
very ſtrict Eye over her, not, as the Sequel ſhews, 
out of any very virtuous Principles, or any Averſion 
ſhe had to the good old Cauſe, but leſt the young 
Thing ſhould bring her Wares to Market in a rainy 
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Day, and prevent her from making a beneficial 
Bargain of ſo marketable a Commodity, However, 
ſhe actually preached Chaſtity and Decorum to ſuch 
Purpoſe to the young Girl, that ſhe founded her 
in Principles, which gave her great Trouble to de- 
ſtroy, when ſhe found it her Intereſt to read her 
Prayers backwards, For when Sally was juſt turned 
of Sixteen, a certain Duke, the firſt in Scotland, 
who lodged frequently at that Houſe, took a great 
Liking to her, and propoſed ſome Terms to her 
Aunt; which obliged the good Woman to prefer 
him to other Cuſtomers, who would have dealt with 
her for the ſame Goods; and conſequently Miſs had 
Directions to behave civilly to the Duke, and con- 
trary to uſual Cuſtom, was ſent on ſeveral Errands 
to his Appartment. She complied at firſt, as far as 
ſhe thought, or had learned, that the Term Civili- 
ty would extend ; but when his Grace went beyond 
her Notion of thoſe Bounds, ſhe treated him pretty 
pertly, ſhe refuſed peremptorily to go near his 
Room. This netled her Aunt, who did not think, 
that the Pains ſhe had taken to perſuade her to 
guard her Honour, would make her ſuch a Fool, as 
to withſtand the Temptation of refigning it to ſo 
great a Man, and one whoſe Perſon and Addreſs 
were ſo acceptable to Women of much greater Rank 
and Experience, She hoped that a Star and Ribbon 
would have ſo dazzled her Eyes, that ſhe would 
have winked at the Loſs of ſuch a Toy, and allow- 
ed herſelf to be wheedled into noble Infamy, with- 
out being obliged to oppoſe her actual Authority. 
But ſhe was miltaken, the Duke could not prevail, 
and all their Stratagems failed of giving him any 
Advantages over her; at laſt the virtuous Aunt was 
obliged to throw off the hypocritical Maik, and to 
ute Arguments with her, to ſubmit to her great Fate. 
She repreſented Honour, Grandeur, and Riches, a 
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the Conſequence of her Fall; and to ſtrengthen her 
Reſolution, pointed out many right noble Examples 
of the great Advantages of illuſtrious Proſtitution. 
But Sally retorted the old Lectures ſhe had former- 
ly learned her, about Honeſty, Virtue, Chaſtity, 
Religion, and all that, which put my good Agent 
greatly to a ſtand how to behave ; but at laſt the 
was obliged to deſiſt, and pretend that all ſhe had 
ſaid was only to try her, for Saliy told her perempto— 
rily, that ſhe would complain to her Kinſman, one 
of the righteous Magiſtrates, who would have made 
an ugly Spot of Work of it, had her tampering 
come to his Ears. Th's obliged them to change 
their Meaſures, and give over perſecuting her any 
more at her Aunt's Houſe ; but in about a Fort- 
night after, when Sally believed all was forgot, her 
Aunt deſired her to go down to the Duke's Lodg- 
ings in the Abbey, in order to receive Payment of 
a Bill from his Grace's Steward. 

The poor Girl complied without any Reluctance, 
and was rather glad of an Opportunity of ſeeing the 
Appartments, becauſe {he thought the Duke was 
out of Town, as he had not been at their Houſe 
for a Week paſs'd. When the Steward ſaw her, 
he had his Orders how to behave, and deſired her 
to follow him into the next Room, and he would 
pay her the Money : But how great was her Aſto- 
niſkment, when ſhe ſaw the Duke himſelf, and that 
the Moment the entered, the Steward went out and 
locked the Door after him! An univerſal Tremor 
ſeized her, and ſhe was ready to ſink upon the 
Floor, unable to utter a Word ; when the Duke 
catch'd her in his Arms, and ſaid and did all that 


Man could do, to bring a Woman to herſelf, and 


perſuade her out of her Virtue at the ſame Time: 
She ſtood her Ground with great Courage for an 
Hour or two, but growing faint with ſpeaking and 
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ſtruggling, his Grace prevailed on her to drink a 
Glaſs of very ſtrong Cordial, which ſhe ſays in- 
toxicated her, and made her future Reſiſtance more 
languid ; in the long Run, ſhe ſubmitted and was 
undone ; and from that Time complied willingly 
how and where he pleaſed, till ſhe was brought to 
Bed of a fine Boy, which died ſoon after: It was im- 
poſſible to keep it any longer a Secret, and ſo Miſs's 
Character was blaſted, and ſhe was denied all modeſt 
Company, and went by the Name of the Dutcheſs 
of H———Tho' the Aunt had made very hand- 
ſomely by her Connivance at, and Contrivance of her 
Ruin, yet when the Duke grew weary of her, ſhe 
was the firſt who upbraided her with her Mis- 
fortunes, and withdrew her Countenance and Sup- 
port, which reduced Sally to the loweſt Straits for a 
Subſiſtence; at laſt, Neceſſity drove her to marry 
a young Fellow who was Drawer to her Aunt, 
which the fooliſh Woman thought ſuch a Diſgrace, 
that ſhe never left off perſecuting him *till ſhe had 
ruin'd him. She even found Means to have him 
charg'd with Theft, whipt thro* the City, and 
baniſh'd the Town. The poor Fellow, who was 
actually innocent, and found guilty only on pre- 
ſumptive Evidence, and by the Force of a Party in 
the Town Council, broke his Heart and died, and 
Sally, grown deſperate, commenc'd Whore ; but 
knowing that her pious Aunt would ſoon find Means 
of tranſporting her, for the Exerciſe of a Trade 
which ſhe herſelf had taught her, remov'd her 
Quarters to London; where ſhe commenc'd Orange- 
Wench in the Play-houſe, with the other Parts of that 
Branch of Commerce, and made a pretty good Fi- 
gure for ſome Time; and was taken from thence 
into Keeping by a Gentleman belonging to the 
Law, who had known her when Mliſtreſs to the a- 
foreſaid Duke ; but ſhe had not been with him above 
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a Year before ſhe tipp'd him a very warm Favour, 
and was ſet a drift in the rand; where ſhe liv'd a 
Winter or two, and then married a Coachman, who 
had ſaved two or three hundred Pounds at Service 
but Sally helped the honeſt Man to dnve himſelf, in 
a little Time, out of all he had, and when they were 
juſt at the laſt Extremity, ſhe commodioully for 
him, drunk herſelf into a Dropſy, and ſtept fairly 
into the other World, there to enjoy the Rewards 
which I have in Store for all thoſe who continue 
faithful ro my Service to their Lives End, 

Thus, my dear Boy, you ſce I am ſometimes put 
to my Trumps, notwithſtanding my long Expe- 
rience and well-known Sagacity, in carrying my 
Schemes into Execution. Thou ſee*ſt likewiſe the 
infinite Pains I take, and the Means I uſe to inveigle 
unwary Youth into my Service; but obſerve too 
what Pleaſures and Delights I provide for them in 
the Courſes of their Debauches, ſuch, I aſſure thee, 
as are not to be found in the Practice of the ſevereſt 
Virtue, What if thou haſt, or ſhalt ruin many 1n- 
nocent Creatures, ſo much greater will be the Re- 
ward which thou mayeſt depend upon receiving at 
my Hands, as ſoon as thou arriveſt in my King- 
doms. But ſuppoſe the worſt, and that thou art 
ſuddenly taken off by Death in the Midſt of thy 
Debaucheries, which I muſt acknowledge is no un- 
common Caſe: I ſay, ſuppoſe this ſhould be thy 
Lot, the Thoughts of which may very probably 
give thee a ſevere Check, in thy ſober Moments, and 
vehemently perſuade thee to take better Courſes; Yet 
reflect, that tho* thou may'ſt have ſeen many In- 
ſtances of this Kind, yet if thou lookeſt about thee, 
thou wilt ſee many who are grown old in Iniquity, and 
have, as it were worn themſelves out in my Service, 
yet their Zeal for my Intereſts is ſtill the fame. Now 
tho* thou mayꝰſt poſſibly die in thy Youth, yet there 
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is an equal Poſſibility that thou haſt yet many Years 
to come. In the mean Time, fear nothing, but 
fatter thy Hopes of many pleaſavt Days, and a 
thouſand Scenes of Pleaſure and Jollity which will 
court thy Enjoyment z enjoy Life while it is preſent, 
and never trouble thyſeit about Futurity ; let the 
Misfortunes and Affictious of others be thy Di- 
verſion, and the Cries and Oppreſſions of the Poor 
and Helpleſs the Subject of thy Sport and Ridicule ; 
let thy Servanis hear the Marks of thy Cruelty, and 
thy Tenants feel the Weight of thy racking Hand; 
let the Groans and Laments of thoſe in Diſtreſs 
make no Impreſſion upon thee ; let Pity be a 
Stranger to thy Breaſt ; if thou haſt any Purpoſe to 
ſerve, make no Scruple of ſacrificing thy Friend to 
thy Intereſt ; nor of betraying the moſt ſacred Truſt, 
if thou canſt be a Gainer by it; and laſtly, let Re- 
ligion be the conſtant Subject of thy Jeſts and Buf- 
foonery, and the Profeſſors of it the Butt of thy Re- 
dicule ; uſe all Means to bring the Rules and Doc- 


.trines of it into Diſgrace, and blaſpheme that Being 


the very Thoughts of whom make me tremble ; and 
when thou canſt do all this without the leaſt Reluc- 
tance or Check of Conſcience, then I am ſure of thee. 
It's true, on thy Death-bed, ſome gloomy Terrors 


may poſſeſs thy Mind, and give thee dreadful Ap- 


prehenſions of thoſe endleſs Sufferings thou art juſt 
entering upon; but why ſhould*ſt thou foreſtal thine 
own Miſery by making thyſelf uneaſy with the 
Thoughts of that which may be a great Way off? 
Let not the bare Imagination of ſuch Things, in- 
terrupt thy preſent Courſe of Pleaſures ; Heaven is 
a great Way off, and who can tell what the Hap- 


pineſs is that is there enjoyed? Beſides, it is quite 


out of the Mode to be anxious about thy Condition 
in a future State, Let it ſuffice, that when thou 
art dead, thy ſurviving Friends will be careful to 

have 
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have it inſerted in the public News-papers, that on 
ſuch a Day, thy Body was carried out of Town, 
and buried in GREAT FUnERAL Pome AND So- 
LEMNITY, And as a farther Encouragement, for 
the prevailing Conſideration of five Shillings, 
thou may*ſt have an Eulogium beſtowed on thee, 
fill'd with all the fineſt Qualities thou could'ſt deſire, 
or the beſt of Men deſerve, After a Life ſpent in 
the Manner I have here deſcribed, and thou per. 
ceiveſt thyſelf to be drawing near thy Diſſolution, 
if there be any Remains of thy Eſtate yet unſpent, 
or if by griping the Poor, or other oppreſſive Means, 
thou haſt heaped up Abundance of Riches, in diſ- 
poſing of them by thy Will, thou art not to regard the 
Ties of Blood and Conſanguinity, nor to mind the 
Obligations of Friendſhip, or the particular Services 
that have been done thee in the Courſe of thy Lite, 
nor trouble thyſelf about relieving the Neceſſities of 
thy poor Relations and Acquaintance; no, no, this 
is not the Way to have thy Name remember'd with 
Reſpect after thy Deceaſe ; but thou mult leave all 
thou haſt to ſome Lying-in Hoſpital, or for the 
Maintainance and Support of Foundlings and 
Baſtards; for which thou wilt have thy Name 
ſhine in Golden Capitals hung upon the Wall of a 
large Room, and have the Praiſe of sETTING 
AN EXAMPLE WORTHY OF IMITATION. 

Having brought my young Gentleman thus far 
in his Journey, I ſhall now leave him to his own 
Conduct, and take a Step back, to give a few In- 
ſtructions to my Pupils of an inferior Claſs. Per- 
haps, my good Lad, thou art bound Apprentice 
to ſome Trade, When thou cameſt to thy Maſter 
it's very poſſible thou waſt a ſober honeſt Youth, 
not ſtrictly virtuous, nor much inclin'd to any 
Vice. At the Entrance of thy Apprenticeſhip, to 
be ſure thy Father gave thee many wholeſome In- 
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ſtructions and Admonitions for thy Conduct and 
Behaviour in thy Apprenticeſhip, ſuch as, To be 
diligent and, careful in thy Buſineſs , to be as much con- 
cerned for the Welfare and Proſperity of thy Maſter as 
for thy oon; not to be gadding abroad on every fri- 
volous Occaſion ; to ſubmit patiently to all the Humours 
and Frailties of thy Maſter, making it thy daily Study 
and chief worldly Concern to pleaſe him; to ſpend thy 
Evenings, after thy Work is done, in a Manner tbat 
may be agreeable to thy Maſter, and advantagious to 
thyſelf, and never to aſſociate thyſelf with bad Com- 
panions ; in whatever Company thou art, never to 
mention the Tranſattions of thy Maſter's Houſe, or 
his Buſineſs, no, not even to thy moſt intimate Com- 
panion, becauſe any Hints of this Kind may be attended 
with Conſequences greatly to his Prejudice; not to ex- 
poſe, but rather conceal bis Foibles and Fraillies; 
ne ver to neglect going to Church on Sundays, nor ſuffer 
thyſelf to be enticed to take thy Pleaſure on that Day ; 
never to wrong thy Maſter in the ſmalleſt Affair or of 
the moſt trifling Value; in ſhort, to keep ſuch a ſtriłi 
Guard on all thy Words and Actions as not to give the 
leaſt Offence, and to be watchful againſt the Snares 
and Temptations laid to entrap unwary Youth : As 
theſe Maxims have a direct Tendency to deſtroy 
my Intereſt and Scheme, I muſt give thee ſuch In- 
ſtructions as may render them wholly ineffectual, 
and gradually draw thee into the Practice of quite 
their Contraries. 

Thou may'ſt indeed liſten to what thy Father 
ſays, and ſeem to pay ſome Regard to it, but it 
need not make any Imprefſion on thy Mind; rather 
fatter thyſelf, that as thou haſt lived a ſober Life 
hitherto, and none can charge thee with any groſs 
Sin, there can't be much Danger of thy falling off 
now, and conſequently that all theſe Cautions and 
Admonitions are quite unneceſſary, I mal oo 
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think it needful at firſt to lay many Temptations in 

thy Way, that ſo by lulling thee into a fancied 
Security, I may draw thee on inſenſibly into the 

| firſt Steps of a looſe and diforderly Life. In order 
5 to which 1 will ſend ſome of thy Acquaintance, 
N who ſhall aſk thee to go and ſpend an Hour with 
him, for which thou muſt aſk thy Maſter's Leave; 

| as thy Friend is a good honeſt Heart, you cannot 
3 part till the Time is doubled that was allotted for 
; thy Stay, and on thy Return, thou may'ſt alledge 
in thy Excuſe, that he was an old Acquaintance 

whom you had not ſeen of a long Time, and that 

you could not get away from him ſooner, When 

he calls again, perhaps thy Maſter may be gone 

out ; he will aſk thee to go and take a Pint or a 

Glaſs with him, which you may diſpatch ſoon 


8 enough before your Maſter comes home. To be 
< ſure thou wilt remonſtrate againſt this, and ſhew 
1 thy Unwillingneſs to incur thy Maſter's Anger; 
but he ſhall ſoon ſtop thy Mouth with the Argu- 


ments which I will put into his Head; ſuch as 
theſe, Sure you are ſtrangely confin'd that you can't 
Y tir out one Quarter of an Hour with a Friend; J 
don't want you above two or three Minutes, Why, 
| your Shop is a perfect Priſon, and you are as much a 
3 Priſoner as if you was chain d down to the Floor. 
Well, I would not be ſo miſerably confined for never 
a Maſter in the World. With ſuch pernicious No- 
tions as theſe ſhall he poſſeſs thy Mind, and inveigle - 
thee from thy Shop, whenever he has a Mind to 
have thy Company ; thus wilt thou be led into an 
Imagination that hitherto thou haſt been a mere 
Drudge, and unreaſonably denied the common 
Pleaſures of Life. When by little and little thou 
art brought off from thy Guard, and prevail'd on 
without much Reluctance to comply with his Solici- 
tations, I will ſoon bring thee acquainted with other

Companions as good as himſelf, all of them my 
Pupils, idle, vain, looſe and lewd Fellows; with 
theſe thou wilt be induc'd to ſpend an Evening for 
the Sake of making merry together; this at firſt 
Hall have the Appearance of an innocent Amuſe- 
ment, but that it ſhall not long continue ſhall be my 
Care; for when once they become warm'd with 
Liquor, and their Spirits elevated, they won't ſtop 
till they are quite intoxicated, and if thou wouldeſt 
be reckon'd a good Companion, thou muſt run into 
the ſame Exceſs; and in this Condition wilt thou 
come home, and perhaps undergo the Chaſtiſement 
of thy Maſter for it, which thou muſt reſent ſo 
highly as to take the firſt Opportunity to repeat the 
ſame Offence. Theſe boon Companions of thine, 
when they have proceeded thus far, will not ſtop 
here, but their next Exploit will be to carry thee to 
a lewd Houſe; this they will pretend is a mere 
Frolick; to this thou wilt at firſt ſhew ſome Re- 
Juctance, but when they have prevaiPd upon thee 
once, they will ſoon banter thee into a Repetition 
of it; and then the fond Careſſes of thoſe infernal 
Creatures who inhabit there, will ſoon be too hard 
for all the Oppoſition thou canſt make, thou wilt 
loſe thy Innocence, and quickly become fond of 
theſe Kind of Pleaſures, The Tranſition from 
Drunkenneſs to Prophaneneſs, Curſing and Swear- 
ing, is ſo eaſy, that if thou canſt be prevail'd upon 
by thy Compauions to be guilty of the former, thou 
wilt be apt enough to learn the Jatter, Thus when 
thou art in a Paſſion, canſt thou ſhew the Exceſs of 
it better than by pouring out Curſes and Imprecations 
on the Cauſe of it? Or, when thou aſſerteſt any 
Thing for a Truth (eſpecially if it be ſomething 
ſtrange and ſurprizing) can'ſt thou gain the Credit 
of the Hearers better than by confirming it with an 
Oath? And then, to rap out an Oath ſometimes, 
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is ſo genteel, and ſo uch in Taſte, and adds ſuch a 
Grace to Converſation, that thou wilt find it a very 
neceſſary Recommendation among thy Acquaintance. 
Beſides, it will make thee look ſo much like a Man! 
which I know thou art very ambitious of being 
thought. This it is that induces thee to imitate 
every Thing thou ſeeſt in the moſt Profligate of 
thy grown up Companions, When they make 
Parties of Pleaſure on a Sunday, thou mult be ſure 
to be one among them; for which thou wilt eaſil 
furniſh thyſelf with a Reaſon, namely, that as thou 
art kept cloſe to Buſineſs all the Week, thou may'ſt 
certainly have one Day to thyſelf, When thou 
haſt once got a Habit of ſtaying away from Church, 
and neglecting thy Bible, thou wilt then loſe the 
very Means of Repentance, and I ſhall put thee in 
the Liſt of my own Children, In following the 
Courſe I have here preſcribed thee, thy Expences 
will run high, perhaps higher than thy Pocket Al- 
lowance can well bear; to remedy which, thou muſt 
ſet thy Wits to work to raiſe Supplies for thy Ex- 
travagancies, And thus muſt it be; thou muſt 
make free with thy Maſter's Money, or ſecrete his 
Goods and turn them into Money; this is the on] 
Way that I can recommend to thy Practice, and 
which will be a conſtant Supply for all thy preſſing 
Occaſions, and it ſhall be my Care to keep thee 
from reforming or retrenching thy Expences. But 
farther, if thy Maſter has at any Time ſuſpected thy 
wronging him, before he had Reaſon ſo to do; if 
ſo, this will be a pretty cobweb Excuſe for acting 
thus: For, thou may'ſt fay within thyſelf, fince 
my Maſter has ſuſpected my Honeſty without any 
Grounds, I am reſolv'd to give him Reaſon for it, 
for I may as well do the Thing and reap the Benefit 
of it, as to be thought guilty without Cauſe. When 
thou haſt thus recruited thy Pockets, thou may'ſt 


revel, 
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revel, rake, game and drink till thou haſt ſpent all, 
and then uſe the ſame Method of getting a freſh 
Supply. 

* Here I can't forbear making a Pauſe, to con- 
* gratulate myſelf, and to admire my own diaboli- 
cal Art in enticing wretched Mortals ſo eaſily to 
the Practice of thoſe Things, which are diametri- 
* cally oppoſite to their real Intereſt and Happineſs, | 
and ſo manifeſtly, that, with the leaſt Reflection 
© they might ſee it themſelves. What little ado 
have I to prevail on this and innumerable other 
© Youths to run headlong into everlaſting Perdi- 
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tion, and for the Sake of a little tranſient Plea- 

ſure, to deſtroy all their temporal Intereſts and Fe- 5 

licity, ſhorten their Days, and ruin their precious 

and immortal Souls for ever! What Pleaſure does 

this my infernal Cunning give me! I account it 

my peculiar Glory, and triumph in the Thought, 

that my Dominion over Mankind is ſo large and 

extenſive.” But to return to my Charge. 

It's very probable, my dear Child, that theſe =

Terms, but your Reply muſt be croſs and ſurly; | 
which will urge him to talk more ſharply to you,

I will be ſtill at thy Elbow, and never fail to ſuggeſt 9 
ſuch Lies as may be beſt fitted for the Occaſion; | 
*tis true, this will aggravate thy Crimes and make ; 

_ them more heinous ; yet it by this Means thou F 
canſt face down thy Maſter and bring thyſelf off, | 
it's enough. But perhaps thy Maſter, finding thee ' 
incorrigible, will complain to thy Father, who, it's 
likely, will employ ſome grave and reverend Miniſter 
to talk to thee, which perhaps he will do in theſe 
or the like Terms: Young Man, the Reſpef? I have 
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for your Father will not ſuffer me to be filent, when 
1 fee his Son ſo regardleſs of his 07077 [{2ppineſs, as to 
leave the Paths of Virtue, Honcfly and Integrity, 
merely for the Sake of gratifying his vicious Tnclina- 
tions, How comes it that you have ſo ſoon baniſb'd 
from your Mind the Remembrance of your bather*s 
good Example, and the wholeſome Iuſtructions he gave 
you? Tell over in your own Mind the Pleaſures you 
enjoy, and compare them with thoſe which naturally 
flew from a good Conſcience and a Rectitude of Han- 
ners, and then impartially judge which of them bas 
the beſt Title to thy Choice, Mill the Former give thee 
a ſufficient Recompence fer the Loſs of the Favour and 
Protection of thy beſs Friends and moſt worthy Ac- 
quaintance? Which of all thy rakiſo Companions can 
ſupply the Loſs of one real Friend. Are net you ſenſible 
of the bad Conſequences of Debauches? Have not you 
your ſelf felt, or at leaſt beard your Companions com- 
plain of their Nauſeatings and diſracted Brains ? Nhat 
can induce you to prefer them to that Serenity of Mind 
and true Satisfaction, which reſuls from the Conſciouſ- 
neſs of having done your Duty 60ih io God and Man? 
Js it not the ſtrangeſt Infatuation that can be imagined, 
to prefer Pains, Diſeaſes, à broken Conſtitution, and 
per haps a ſhameful and ſcandalous Death, which are 
the uſual Conſequences of a debauched Life, to Health, 
Eaſe, long Life and a good Name, which are generally 
the Concomitants of Temperance and à moderate Uſe of 
Pleaſure. Is the empiy ſenſeleſs Rettle of noily Kakes 
and ſcandalous Nomen, preferable to the Converſation 
of Men known for iheir MWiſdam, Prudence and Ex- 
Perience? Let me add, that it exceediagly ſurprizes 
me, that you can take any Delight in prophaning the 
Name of that tremendous Being by whom you was 


formed, who is your greateſt Benefaftor, aud from 


tobom you receive yeur daily Subſitence. Would it not 
better become you to love, honour and ſerve him, to the 
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utmoſt of your Power, for his unmerited Favours to 
you? Is there 0 Reverence nor Fear due to that 
Omnipotent Being, who is not only able, but moſt cer- 
tainly will puniſh you for your Offences againſt him, 
unleſs you prevent it by a limely Repentance and Refor- 
mation, No longer deceive yourſelf with vain Hopes 
and a falſe Security; no longer ſhut your Eyes againſt 
Conviftion ; behold the horrible Gulph that opens wide 
to devour you, if you proceed in the Courſe you are now 
in; part with your wicked Companions now while it is 
in your Power; avoid as you would a Plague the 
Doors of lewd Houſes ; reverence the Name of God; 
keep cloſe to and be induftrious in your Buſineſs, which 
will be the beſt Means of preſerving you from Mun- 
dance of Snares, ſtrive with all your Might to break 
your preſent Chains; be not diſcourag d at the Dijfi- 
culty of the Taſk, be but reſolute and thou wilt certainly 
overcome, Think how it will rejoice your Father's 
Heart to hear you have forſaken the broad Road to 
Deſtruction which you are now in, and that you are 
reſolutely bent on the Amendment of your Life, 1 
leave you ſerionfly to reflect on theſe things, with 
Hopes you will follow my Advice, 

When he is gone, what ought thy Reflections 
to be upon this grave Lecture?

Theſe and 
ſuch-like will be the Reflections that I will put into 
thy Head, whereby the Effect of ſuch grave Leſſons 
will be entirely fruſtrated, and all Hopes of thy A- 
mendment abſolutely diſappointed, It's poſſible, 
that after ſuch a Reproof, thou wilt have ſame 
Remorſe, and that thy Conſcience will at firſt give 7

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thee ſome Diſturbance, ſo that thou wilt hegin ſome 
Reſolutions to comply with the Advice given chee ; 
however I will take Care that thy Reſojutions be of 


no long Continuance ; for the next Time thou comeſt 


among thy Companions, they ſhall laugh thee out 
of all thy good Reſolves, and that ſo effectually, 
that thou wilt ruſh into all Manner of Vices with 
a greater Guſt than ever, ſpending thy Money at 
any Rate, till thou haſt none left, nor any Credit;

AST and worthy Services may you do me 
in the World, if you will but vigorouſly exert 
thoſe helliſn Endowments with which 1 ſee your 
Minds are ſo nobly enrich'd. Such as are poſſeſs'd 
of the above Qualities can never be happy them- 
ſelves, and therefore it muſt be your conſtant Prac- 
tice to make others as miſerable as you can. To 
which End obſerve the Directions following: When- 
ever you fee a ſtrict Union among Brothers and 
Friends, you muſt make it your Buſineſs to break 
the Ties of ſuch Friendſhip, and to ſet them at Va- 
riance.

Can you have Pa- 
tience to ſee a Man and Wife enjoying all the Fe- 
licities of the conjugal State, which ariſe from a 
mutual Tenderneſs in each others Breaſt, without 
doing all in your Power to diſturb their Tran- 
quillity, by fomenting Animoſities and Jealouſies 
between them? When you hear in Company an 
abſent Perſon well ſpoken of, you muſt hint ſome- 
thing to his Diſadvantage, and depreciate thoſe good 
Qualities by Which he has obtain'd a good Cha- 
rafter, by giving a wrong Turn to the general 
Tenour of his Intentions and Actions, aggravating 
every Story which others have rais'd to his Preju- 
dice; and be careful to ſuppreſs every thing that 
may make for him, and by ſignificant Nods and 
Geſtures, and halt Words, inſinuate, that he may 
be guilty of worſe Things than you chuſe to 
mention. By which Means an honeſt fair Trader, 
in the Height of a flouriſhing Buſineſs, may loſe 
his Credit, and yet be ignorant of the Hand that has 
done him the Injury. I remember ſome Years ago 
there was a Trial in one of your Courts of Law 
upon an Action of Scandal, for Words ſpoken by 
the Defendant to the Prejudice of the Plaintiff, The 
Words were only theſe; Mr Such-a-one has ſwal- 
low*d a Spider, Words, one would think, that car- 
ried but little Meaning with them, but being 
ſpoken upon Change, and in the Hearing of ſeveral 
Mcerchanis who bad contiderabie Dealings with the 


Plaintifi. they underſtood them as intimating, that 


the Plaintiff was on the Point of failing in Trade 
upon which they end the reſt of his Creditors, all at 
once, brought their Actions againtt him, and greatly 
diitreis'd him before he had Time to get in his 
Moncy and clear himſelf; which however at length 
he did, paid them all, and had Money to L 45 
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When he had got rid of theſe Embarraſments, he 
enquir'd from what Quarter this Storm aroſe that 
had given him this ſudden Shock; and at laſt found 
that one, who was his Competitor in Trade, had 
ſpoken the Words above-mention'd, upon which the 
Plaintiff brought his Action, and had a Verdict for 
conſiderable Damages. Thus you ſee what Milchief 
a Word ſeaſonably ſpoken may do. 
Your Relations and Friends you muſt uſe in the 
ſame Manner. But you will ſay, what! muſt 1 
treat my Friend ungenerouſly, who has done me 
many good Offices, and 1s ready to ferve me upon 
any Occaſion? To be ſure you mult, You may 
indeed fawn upon him, and, if it be your Intereſt, 
you may make him large Profeſſions of Friendſhip, 
but as to make him any Returns for the Obligations 
you are under, give yourſelf no Trouble about that, 
but rather take every Opportunity to wound his Re- 
putation, yet ſo ſecretly that he ſhall not be able to 
perceive the Hand by which the Dart is thrown 
thus you will put it out of his Power to vindicate 
himſelf, or throw any Blame upon you. You can't 
imagine what ſecret Fleaſure will ariſe from ſeein 


him fretting and teazing himſelf for the Miſchief 


that is done him, and his charging it upon others 
who are wholly innocent of the Fact. This is 
acting like myſelf, and I ſhould the worſt Ingrate if 
I did not acknowledge thoſe for my deareſt Children 
who behave in the ſame Manner. 

Uſe all poſſible Means to diſturb the Peace of the 
Community; for which I will ſuggeſt to you Pre- 
tences enough ; to rail at the King is a popular 
Topick on which you may expatiate with great 
Elocution, and by fly Innuendo's and far-fetch*d 
Suppolitions, you may aſcribe ro him all the bad 
Qualities that ever Man had ; take all Occaſions to 
maniteſt your Averſion to his Government; leave 


no 
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no Stone unturn'd to ſeduce the Affections of the 
People from him to the Pretender to his Throne. 
His Reign would have too much of Peace and Tran- 
quillity, if I did not ſometimes work up ſuch turbu- 
lent unſatisfied Spirits as yours to make him uneaſy 
in his Throne, and the People murmuring and dif- 
contented under his Government, As to his Mt- 
niſters, let no Opportunity flip of inveighing a- 
gainſt them with all the Virulity your Malice can 
ſuggeſt ; nor need you be afraid boldly to affirm, that 
from their ill Management alone proceed all the 
Evils under which the Nation groans. Whenever a 
publick Calamity is complain'd of, either in Time 
of War or Peace, lay it all at their Doors, which 
you may farther aggravate by roundly aſſerting, 
that they did or ſuffer*d this on Purpoſe, with the 
ſole View of ſerving their own private Ends. But 


if it ſhould happen that any notable Benefit ſhould 


accrue to the Nation, you muſt aſcribe it to any 
other Cauſe rather than to their Policy or Intention; 
thus by conſtantly oppoſing and finding Fault with 
every Meaſure taken by the Miniſtry, eſpecially ſuch 
as may be for the publick Benefit, the Wheels of 
Government will be made to run heavily, and ob- 
lige the Miniſters to alter their Meaſures, and take 
ſuch Courſes as may be of infinite Detriment to the 
Kingdom. Juſt ſuch a choice Spirit was my good 
Friend Cataline of old, who, to his immortal Honour, 
rais'd ſuch a Sedition in Rome, and got ſuch a nu- 
merous Party on his Side, by aſperſing the Gover- 
ment under which they liv'd, and by which they 
were protected in the Enjoyment of their Liberties 
and Properties, that had it not been for the Vigilance 
and Eloquence of Cicero, they would certainly have 
overturn*'d the whole State; the Conſequence of 
which would have been, the City would have been 
fill'd with Murders, Rapes, and all Manner of Out- 


rages, 
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tages; Biood would have ran down their Streets; 
all Law at an End, and conſequently Juſtice for ever 
baniſh'd, and all Order loſt in univerſal Confuſion. 
This would indeed have been a noble Feaſt for my 
Eyes, and have glutted my Mahce againſt a People 
who valued themiclves on being more virtuous than 
their Neighbours. 

If thou knoweſt of any Scheme ſet on Foot that 
may be of publick Advantage, whether it be by the 
Government, or by particular Bodies of Men, you 
muſt try all Means to render it uſeleſs and abortive ; 
in order to which one eſfectual Method will be to 
ſpread a Report, that the Perſon or Perſons engaged 
in it, have nothing more in View than to make a 
Jobb of it for themſelves. 

Let each and every one of you in your ſeveral 
Stations of Life employ all your Talents vigorouſly 
in my Cauſe. 

For Inſtance ;, if thou art a GENERAL, thou haſt 
a large Field for the full Exerciſe of every helliſh 
Quality thou art Maſter of, It the Miniſtry have 
diſobliged thee, either by keeping back thy Arrears, 
or giving too narrow Limits to thy Commiſſion, it is 
but thy loſing a Battle, and thou haſt thy full Re- 
venge as well on them as thy Country, which per- 
haps may be ruin'd by it. If any of thy Officers 
have offended thee, *tis but ordering them on ſome 
deſperate Enterprize, where thou art pretty ſure they 
and the Parties under them will be cut to pieces by 
the Enemy. When thou art victorious, uſe thy 
proſtrate Foes with the utmeſt Barbarity ; this will 
provoke thy Enemy to the higheſt Degree, and will 
make them exert themſelves with the utmuſt Reſo- 
lution in the next Engagement; for be aſſured they 
will never be afraid of expoſing thoſe Lives which 
they foreſee they ſhall loſe, or be made miſerable, if 
they have the Misfortune to be overcome, As thy 
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Poſt advances thee to a very high Superiority over 
a large Number of Men, thou art at full Liberty, 
(which Liberty thou canſt not make too great a Uſe 
of,) to treat thy Officers and Soldiers with all ima- 
ginable Pride and Haughtineſs, give no Ear to their 
Repreſentations of the Hardſhips and Diſtreſſes they 
may ſuffer; this will provoke them to hate thee, 
the Conſequence of which will be, they will deſert 
to the Enemy and fight againſt thee, If thou art 
avaricious, thou haſt many Opportunities of grati- 
tying that Paſſion ; thus thou may*ſt licenſe publick 
Stews, petty Ale-houſes and Ginſhops throughout 
the Camp ; which, beſides bringing in conſiderable 
Sums to thyſelf, will ſo debilitate the Men, that they 
will eafily fall before their Enemies. Avarice will 
likewiſe inſtruct thee to deliver up Towns to be 
plunder'd by the Beſiegers; and if the Enemy will 
come down handfomely, thou may'ſt ſend him Intel- 
ligence of the Reſolutions in thy Councils of War, and 
of every Step thou intendeſt to take; and to prevent 
any Suſpicion of ſuch a Correſpondence, thou may'ſt 
loſe now and then two or three thouſand Men in a 
Skirmiſh; ſo many Lives thou wilt conſider as a 
Trifle, when put in Balance with the Riches thou 
acquireſt by ſuch Means. If it ſhould happen that 
thy Commiſſion 1s to extirpate Hereticks, thou haſt 
the fineſt Opportunity in the World to exerciſe all 
Manner of Cruelties; and the more barbarous they are, 
the more thou wilt be honoured and eſteemed by my 
well-beloved Son the Pope, and thoſe faithful Ser- 
vants of mine, his Cardinals and Prieſts. I will give 
thee an Example or two by Way of Encouragement 
if it ſhould be thy Lot to be employed on the like 
Occaſion. 

You muſt know that about three hundred Years 
ago, the Waldenſes, who were profeſſed Hereticks, 
and not to be reclaimed by fair Means, underwent 
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many Perſecutions for the Sake of their Faith, too 
long to be here recited, At length the Pope, 
finding all Means ineffectual to bring them into the 
Boſom of his Church, reſolv'd if poſſibie, to deſtroy 
them all at once. To this End, Innocent VIII. ſent 
Albert de Capitaneis, Arch-deacon of Cremona, into 
Daupbim, where many of theſe People were ſettled. 
Capitaneis deſired the Aſſiſtance of Hugues de la Palm, 
Lieutenant of that Province, who accordingly levied 
Troops for his Service, and marched to the Places 
where the ſaid Albert told him any. of the Walden ſes 
were, Viz. in the Valley of Loyſe, And that the 
Buſineſs might carry the Face of Juſtice and Equity, 
and to give the better Authority to their Proceed- 
ings, the ſaid Lieutenant took along with him a 
Counſellor of the Court, named 7h Rabot, Upon 
their Arrival at the ſaid Valley of Loy/e, they could 
meet with none of the Inhabitants, with whom they 
might ſpeak, for they had all fled into their Ca- 
verns, in the Tops of the Mountains, having car- 
ried with them thither their little Children, and what- 
ever they accounted moſt precious and valuable, and 
proper for their Subſiſtence. The Licutenant can- 
ſed a gteat Quantity of Wood to be placed at the 
Entrance of the Caves and let Fire to it, ſo that 
either the Smoke by ſuffocating, or the Fire by 
burning them, conſtrained a great Number to throw 
themſelves headlong from their Caverns upon the 
Rocks below, and were daſhed in Pieces. An: 
if any preſum'd to ſtir, they were inſtantly ſlain by 
the Soldiers, There were found within the ſaid 
Caverns four hundred little Children ſuffocated in 
their Cradles, or in the Arms of their dead Mathers, 
Above three thouſand Perſons, Men, Women and 
Children periſh*d at that Time, and indeed were 
wholly exterminated, ſo that that Valley was after- 
wards peopled with new Inhabitants, 
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I will give you one Inſtance more, out of Hun- 
dreds that I could produce, of the Inhumanity of 
Generals when employ'd to extirpate Hereticks. 
In the Year 1545, the Preſident Opede, Governor 
of Provence, declared War both at Aix and 
Marſeilles, againſt the Valdenſes reſident in that 
Province; and the Troops being levied, and the 
five Enſigns of the old Bands of Piedmont joined 
with them, the Army marched to Pertuis ; the next 
Day they went to Cadenet, and two Days after they 
began to ſet Fire to the Villages of Chabriers, Pepin, 
la Mothe, and 8t Martin, belonging to the Sieur de 
Sental, then a Child; where the poor Labourers 
were ſlain without any Reſiſtance, their Wives and 
Daughters raviſhed, Women big with Child mur- 
dered, without the leaſt Pity or Compaſſion. Several 
Women had their Breaſts cut off, and after their 
Deaths their poor Children were ſtarved, for Opede 
order'd that none ſhould give them any Relief or 
Succour upon Pain of the Halter, They ranſacked, 
burnt and pillaged every Thing they found in thoſe 
Places, and left none alive, but thoſe whom they 
reſerved for the Galleys. Opede then order*d his 
Troops to burn the Villages of Lormarin, Ville 
Laure and Trezemines, on the other Side of the 
Durance. At his Arrival at Merindol, he found no 
Body there but a young Lad, named Moriſi Blanc, a 
very ignorant and ſimple Man, who had ſurrender'd 
himſelf to a Solder, with a Promiſe of two Crown 
pieces for his Ranſom. Oped? finding no Body to 
_ exerciſe his Rage upon, paid the Soldier ten Shil- 
lings, order'd the young Man to be bound to a 
Tree, and ſhot to Death with Harquebuſſes, and 
commanded the Village, conſiſting of about 200 
Houles, to be pillaged, burnt, and razed, There 
et remained the Town of Chabrias ſurrounded with 
Walis, which they were battering down with 
Calls 
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cannon Shot. The poor People, who were ſhut 
up therein, to the Number of about 60 Peaſants, 
told them, that they need not employ ſo much 
Power and Pains to batter them down, ſince they 
were ready to open the Gates to them, and allo to 
leave both the Place and Country, and to go to 
Geneva, or into Germany, with their Wives and 
Children, leaving all their Goods behind them, only 
deſiring that a ſafe Paſſage might be granted them. 
The Lord Chabriers interceded for them, that their 
Cauſe might be decided by a Courſe of Juſtice, 
without Force or Violence; but Opede getting into 
the Town, commanded the Men to be brought forth 
into a Meadow, where he cauſed them to be hewed to 
Pieces with Swords ; the valiant Exccutioners trying 
their Manhood and Dexterity in cutting off of 
Heads, Arms, and Legs. Ile cauſcd the Women 
to be ſhut up in a Barn full of Straw, and Fire to be 
put to it, where many Women big with Child were 
burnt. Upon which a compaſſionate Soldier having 
made a Place for them to creep out at, they were 
repulſed into the Fire with Pikes and Halberts. 
Others, who were found hidden in Caves, were 
brought into the Caſtle-hall, where they were moſt 
barbarouſly murder'd and maſſacred, in the Preſence 
of Opede. As to the Women and Children that 
were found in the Temple, they were expoſed to the 
Bands and Ruffians of Avignon, who ſlew about 800 
Perſons, without Diſtinction of Age or Sex, In the 
mean Time, the Reſidue of the Inhabitants of Me- 


his Army through the Rocks and Mountains, and 
forced to great Extremities and Diſtreſs. They 
begged him to give them Leave to retire to Geneva, 
with the Remainder of their Wives and Children. 
He replied, that he would ſend them, with their 
Wives and Children, to dwell with all the Devils in

bt! Name of them from the Face of the Earth. This 
il was a Hero according to my own Heart, and he is 
1 now enjoy ing the Rewards of his faithful Services 
lf in the hotteſt Corner of my fiery Kingdom. 
. It thou art a Commander in the Sea- Service, thy 
ll Poſt will give thee Occaſions enough of exerting thy 
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diabolical Talents of Pride, Malice and Revenge. 
Thou art to conſider thyſelf as an abſolute Monarch 
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ul on the watery Element, and that all under thy Com- 

1 mand are no better than thy Slaves, and bound to 4 
| obey thy Will without Reſerve, Thou muſt there- ; 
[i fore think it beneath thee to take the Advice of thy 9 

N inferior Officers, or even to conſult them, any more 1 

| than juſt for Form ſake ; let thy own Intereſt and A 

44 the Gratiſication of thy private Paſſions be always 

bl. principally in thy View, and ſtill prefer'd to the 

Wt | Service of thy Country. If thou haſt a Pique againſt 

any Fellow Commander, or Governor of a 'Town 

or Province, watch the Time of his Diſtreſs, either 

1 from an Enemy, or any other accidental Misfortune, 

| | then diſcover thy. ſecret Reſentment by denying 

| Reuet, and ſuffering him to periſh by the Misfortune 
| that has befallen him: What if, in ſuch Caſes,

j [i a whole Nation ſhould periſh than for thee to abate 7

Wi If thou art a Merchant, thou haſt it very much in

| thy Power to diſtreſs or ruin the Commerce and 
Credit of the Nation; which thou may'ſt accom- 
WW  pliſh by little mean Tricks and Artifices, clan- 
deſtine Dealings, Frauds, and Impoſitions, which 
will bring Britiſh Manufactures into Contempt at 
foreign Markets, and throw a Slur upon the Cha- 
racter of the Nation in general. 
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If thou art a Tradeſman, remember that the very 
End of thy trading is to get rich; to which Pur- 
poſe, thou muſt leave no Stone unturn'd, no Method 
untry'd to accompliſh thy ambitious Views ; let 
Gold be the only Object of thy Worſhip, and in 
doing thou wilt worſhip me. But to be more par- 
ticular in my Inſtructions : As to obtain thy Ends, 
thou muſt neceſſarily be guilty of many baſe Ac- 
tions, thou muſt boggle at nothing, nor let any 
Scruples of Conſcience terrify thee from purſuing 
thy Purpoſe, Let thy Actions, however bale and 
diſingenuous, be ſcreen'd under a Shew of the 
greateſt Integrity and Fairneſs, which will give thee 
a larger Scope for practiſing any Villainies or frau- 
dulent Schemes thou halt hatch'd in thy Brain for 
obtaining thy Ends. Let Smiles fit in thy Counte- 
nance, at the ſame Time that thou haſt Miſchief in 
thy Head; and at the Inſtant thou art going to over- 
reach a Man in a Bargain, let a pleaſant Air appear 
in thy Face. Profeſſions of Friendſhip for a Perſon 
is the ſureſt Method you can take to cheat him out 
of all he has. If thou haſt Commodities which 
others of thy Trade deal in, ſell them as cheap or 
cheaper than they, but for ſuch as are entirely in thy 
own Hands, exact the moſt exorbitant Price, even 
what Price thou pleaſeſt, ſince the Buyer can furniſh 
himſelf no where elſe. If thy Buſineſs is ſuch as re- 
quires a Number of Workmen to be employ'd 
under thee, thou may'ſt ſave a good deal by re- 
ducing their Wages ſo low they can hardly live. 
Suffer none of thy own Trade, at leaſt ſuch as are 
in thy Neighbourhood to carry on their Buſineſs 
peaceably and quietly, but continually diſturb them 
by Quarrels or Conteſts with them thyſelf, or by 
raiſing Difputes and fomenting Diſſenſions betwixt 
them and others; thou muſt never be at reſt when 
thou ſeeſt any of them thrive and flouriſh in their 
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Trade by fair and honourable Dealings; ſuch a 
Sight muſt ſtir all the Envy and Malice within thee 
and provoke thee to do them all the ill Offices in 
thy Power; nor muſt ſuch good Examples prevail 
on thee to act with more Honeſty and Integrity for 
the future, but on the contrary thou mult reſolve to 
double thy Diligence in making thyſelf Maſter of 
all the Arts of Fraud and Impoſition, Make no 
Scruple of wronging thy neareſt Relations and moſt 
intimate Acquaintance; let Father, Mother, Siſter, 
Brother or Friend be of no more Account with thee 
than the greateſt Stranger, Put no Confidence in 
any one, but rather be always in Fear that every 
Body intends to wrong thee; for how canſt thou 
imagine that any will be faithful to thee, when thou 
keepeſt Faith with Nobody? Conſider Money as 
the greateſt Good in this Life, and the ultimate End 
of all thy Wiſhes ; there let all thy Deſires, all thy 
Ambition terminate; let every other Intereſt tem- 
poral or ſpiritual, be ſacrific'd zo that; and if it 
ſhould happen that thou never obtaineſt the ima- 
ginary Good thou ſo eagerly purſueſt, yet give not 
over the Purſuit, but follow the airy Phantom while 
thou haſt Life and Means left, 'till Death ſnatch ther 
away in the Midſt of all thy Hopes and mol: 
ſanguine Expectations, 

I ſhall conclude this Chapter with ſome whole- 
ſome Admonitions to all my Diſciples and loving 
Subjects. Need I adviſe you, who already are ſo 
well inclin'd to give yourſelves full Liberty to 
practiſe every baſe Quality you are poſſeſs'd of? ! 
think not; for I know the Perverſeneſs of your 
Nature is ſuch, that you will want but little of my 
Inſtigation to give yourſelves a boundleſs Licenſe 1n 
all Manner of Villainies ; however, to refreſh your 
Memories, let me remind you of ſome few Things 


which I would not have you by any Means . 
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In the firſt Place, you are to pay no Regard to the 
Ties of Nature, or to the Laws of the Land; for 
by the one you would be too much reſtrain'd to 
the Duties of Love and mutual Affection, and by 
the other too much limited in the Practice of thoſe 
Vices which I love to ſee you exerciſed in, Where- 
ever thou ſee'ſt Order and Harmony ſubſiſting, be 
it thy Care, either openly or by ſecret Intrigucs to 
ſabvert and confound them. Set Parents and Chil- 
dren at mutual Variance between themſelves. Raiſe 
Quarrels and Contentions among thy Neighbours, 
and encourage them to go to Law with one ano- 
ther; and where thou ſec'ſt a ſincere Friendſhip 
ſubſiſting between Perſons, do all thou canſt to in- 
terrupt it; excite Commotions and Riots among the 
People; ridicule Magiſtrates, whereby thou wilt 
leſſen their Authority and the Reſpect that is due to 
it. Let the Miſcries of others be the Subject of 
thy Jeſt and Merriment, and make Sport with thoſe 
who have been undone by thy Perfidiouſneſs. Num- 
berleſs are the Ways thou may'ſt find out to work the 
Ruin of others; ſome thou may'ſt cruſh by Oppreſ- 
ſion, and others thou canſt ruin by raiſing ſlanderous 
Reports, and propagating Lies and Hearſays to the 
Prejudice of their Characters, Perſons and Families; 
others thou mayꝰſt plague with Law-ſuits, and if thou 
canſt not ruin them thereby, wilt at leaſt have the Plea- 
ſure of giving them abundance of Trouble and Vex- 
ation. Thou wilt find no ſmall Delight in making 
others as bad thyſelf, therefore let me adviſe thee to 
uſe every little Art to inveigle young Men into the 
Paths of Vice; and as by aſperſing the Characters 
of young Virgins, thou may'ſt ruin them entirely in 
the Opinion of the ſober Part of Mankind, you muſt 
oOmit no Opportunity of flurring their good Names; 
nor muſt you be leſs aſſiduous in vilifying and abu- 
ſing People advanced in Years, which may be of uſe 
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to me in rendering their grave Leſſons to Vouth in- 
effectual. Take pleaſure in blackening the Cha. 
racters, and abuſing the Perſons of all ſuch as are the 
Objects of thy Hatred, that is, every Body who is 
not one of thy Brothers or Fellows in Iniquity. 
Purſue with implacable Revenge every Injury thou 
receiveſt, whether real or only imaginary; and if 
thou canſt think of no better Method, you may 
ſet Fire to their Houſes, Barns, Stacks of Hay or 
Corn, nay, I give thee my free Licenſe to watch 
for their Lives and aſſaſſinate them in the Dark; ſo 
will thy Wickedneſs be complete, and the Rewards 
which I ſhall give theee hereafter, will be tran- 
ſcendant, Theſe are the uſual Effects of Habits and 
Inclinations implanted in the Minds of Children, 
before they are inſtructed in the Principles of Re- 
ligion and Virtues, and ſuch would ever be the Caſe, 
could Parents be perſuaded to follow the Directions 
I have given them in the firſt Chapter. 

And now, my dear Children, that you may not 
be terrified with the Puniſhments which my grand 
Adverſary threatens to inflict upon you in the next 
Life, depend upon my Protection, and Reſolution 
to defend you, to the utmoſt of my Power, againſt 
his Omnipotence. Tis true, Horror, black D- 
SPAIR, fierce racking Pains, Wo unutterable, and 
Terrors {till preſent and ever yet to come, thou art 
told will be thy miſerable Portion hereafter; but 
give no Heed to ſuch Threats; rather truſt to my 
Word, which you may depend upon; I am always 
punctually exact in the Performance of my Promilcs, 
the Breach of which none ever yet could, or ever 
ſhall juſtly accuſe me of; and I do aſſure you, that 
T will confer upon you the higheſt Honours, the 
brighteſt Dignities in my infernal Kingdom, namely, 
Thrones, Dominions, Principalities, Powers, &c. 
and moreover, to add to your Delights, I will give 
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you a full Proſpect of this earthly World, where 
with Joy you ſhall ſee Millions upon Millions tread- 
ing in your Steps, and following the Courſes which 
you have taken, reſolutely bent to bear you Com- 
pany, and to ſhare the ſame Rewards which I have 
in Reſerve for you. One Thing I mult confeſs (for I 
will conceal nothing from you) Envy will {till haunt 
you, as Spectres do thoſe Mortals who have been 
guilty of Murder, and with Regret you will ſee 
the Youth, who was the Object of your Mirth and 
Deriſion when you were alive, eagerly purſuing his 
real Happineſs and aiming at true Glory, both which 
he takes the moſt proper Steps to arrive at, You 
ſhall ſee him dutiful to his Parents, and affectionately 
kind to his Brothers and Siſters, and in Return they 
all tenderly loving him. You ſhall ſee him retiring 
into his Cloſet, examining the State of his own Mind, 
ſcrutinzing his Actions, ſearching out his Foibles and 
Frailties, and impartially cenſuring and correcting what 
he finds amiſs, reſolutely breaking off thoſe tlabits 
which have the leaſt Tendency to Evil; employing 
his Invention in planning Schemes for doing Good, 
and as intrepid in executing them; and as he giows 
in Years and Experience, taking a larger Scope for 
the Exerciſe of his Beneficence, till at length he 
extends them to the Good of all Mankind, at }-aft 
ſo far as his Power and Influence give him Leave. 
With an Envy, almoſt equal to my Yexation, ſhall 


ye view him rendering ineffectual my molt artful- 


Endeavours to bring him into my Service, and care- 
fully avoiding every Snare to entrap him, every 
Temptation I ſhall throw in his Way to ſeduce him 
to Vice. He makes a true Eſtimate of all temporal 
Things, and judges of them according to their true 
Value; he duely weighs and conſiders the Impor- 
tance of this preſent Life, and when his Eye has 
paſs'd thro* it, he takes an extatic View of the 
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heavenly Kingdom he is haſtening to, and to which 
his whole Aim is directed. He ſuffers not his Eyes 
to be dazlad with Gold, nor is he in the leaſt affected 
with gaudy Titles, ſpendid Honours, or flattering 
Praiſes, an even and ſteady Temper bears him up to 
ſupport with Conſtancy every Misfortune that may 
befal him, and gives him Reſolution and Firmneſg 
to withſtand every battering Engine that I can play 
upon him. With Envy ſhall you behold him wor- 
{hipping his Maker with undiſſembled Piety ; fer- 
vently bleſſing his Name, and gratefully acknow. 
ledging his Benefits, and ſeeking and expecting 
Happineſs only in his Favour ; you (hall fee him, by 
his gentle and affable Behaviour, gaining the Love 
and Eſteem of all his Acquaintance; hear innu— 
merable Poor jointly celebrating his Praiſes, and 
pouring out their Bleſſings. for the Bounties they 
daily receive at his Hands. Like the Sun riſing in 
his Glory, he diffuſes Pleaſure through the whole 
Circle of his Acquaintance whenever he comes 
among them. Again, you ſhall ſee him indefati- 
gably employ'd in increaling his Knowledge, with 
the ſole View of making himſelf uſeful to Mankind; 
all he ſays will be accompanied with the utmoſt 
Sincerity ; his Dealings are upright and honeſt ; his 
Promiſes perform'd with the exacteſt Punctuality; 
ſcrupulouſly conſcientious in giving every one his 
Due ; of a Spirit ſo noble, generous and diſintereſted, 
that all who know him, eſpecially they who have 
any Concerns with him, have him in the higheſt 
Veneration and Eſteem, His Views are not confin'd 
to this World, his Soul is elevated above all ter- 
reſtrial Objects, to that Degree, that he has ſweet 
Foretaſtes of Heaven while upon Earth; and in the 
Hour of Death, ſmiles on the King of Terrors, and 
joy fully reſigns himſelf into the Arms of his great 


Redeemer, Such an Inſtance as this, I muſt needs 
lay, 
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ſay, is enough to exaſperate your Spleen, and make 


even me, Lucifer, envy him, were I not homag'd 
as a Prince among my own.

Instructions for the K —. 


E, that honeſt Heart of thine gives me 
(3 the utmoſt Perplexity. What Ways have I 
not tried to work thee to my purpoſe! But thy 
Integrity is too hard for all my Wiles and Stra- 
tagems; and thy Intentions are too good, too up- 
right, ever to entitle thee to be one of my Favourites. 
What vaſt Satisfaction would it yield me, could I 
perſuade thee to eſpouſe my Intereſt, or to coun- 
tenance my Children in the Proſecution of their De- 
ſigns under thy Government! With what Eaſe 
could I then ſpread a Torrent of Wickedneſs and 
Diſſoluteneſs of Manners over the whole Nation! 
then with Pleaſure ſhould I fee ſcarce a Perſon, 
Man, Woman or Child free from the general In- 
fection. But tho' Thea dolt all in thy Power to 
brow-beat and. diſcourage my faithful Servants in 
the Performance of their Duty to me, yet Thanks 
to my own indefatigable Induſtry, and the unwearied 


Diligence of my Emiſſaries, the preſent Age is 


wrought up to ſuch a Pitch of Luxury, Prophaneneſs 


and Immorality, as no Hiſtory can ſcarcely parallel. 


Could I by any Means bring Thee over to my Party, 
it would rejoice my Heart, and all my infernal Sub- 
jects would reſound thy Praiſe : my Triumph would 
be near compleat, and I ſhould have but little 
more to do here, than juſt to leave a few neceſſar 

Inſtructions with my Janizaries for their Conduct in 


my Abſence, and I would take my Flight to ſome. 
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other Region where my Preſence is more wanted, 
But alas! my utmoſt Endeavours are render'd uſeleſs 
and ineffectual by thy obſtinate Perſeverance in an 
unfaſhionable Integrity, O! that I could but pro- 
miſe mylſelt the Aſſiſtance of thy Miniſters, in per- 
ſuading thee to relinquiſh the Reins of Government, 
to let them guide the Helm of State, and indulge 
thyſelf in Eaſe, I would quickly inſtruct them in 
finding out and inventing a Variety of Diverſions 
and freſh Amuſements for thee every Day, that fo 
being wholly immers'd in thy Pleaſures, and quite 
unattentive to the important Affairs of the Nation, 
they would have the ſole Direction of them, and guide 
them in a Manner as would beſt ſerve their own 
lucrative Purpoſes. They ſhould be perpetually 
ringing in thy Ears, * That Kings are the Images 
« of the Deity ; the Almighty's Vicegerents upon 
Earth; that their Crowns were derived ſolely 
from him, and that to him only they were ac- 
countable z that their Wills were uncontroulable, 
and their Actions uncenſurable; and that their 
Commands (how arbitrary and unjuſt ſoe ver) 
mutt not be oppoſed, under no leſs Penalty to 
the Oppoſer than his eternal Damnation.” To 
what Purpvuie art thou elevated to the higheſt Pitch 
of human Grandeur, if thy Life muſt be continually 
moleſted with a conſtant Series of Cares and Buſineſs? 
Thou haſt indeed, the Praiſes and Bleſſings of thy 
Subjects for the Protection of their Perſons, their 
Trade, und their Eſtates, their Liberties and Pro- 
Pertics, and the Gentleneſs of thy Government; but 
are chte a ſufficient Recompence for the Trouble 
that nccellaruly attends the Inſpection of publick 
Aflaus, end redrefiing national Grievances 2 vet 
b-tuie thee the Examples of the Mogul, and other 
Evitern Monarchs who ſeclude themieives from the 
World, aud ſpend their whole Lives in a Seraglio, 
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conſtantly induging themſelves in all Manner of 
Pleaſures, and leaving the troubleſome Scene of Go- 
vernment to the Management of their Miniſters. 
Such a Courſe of Life would I recommend to thy 
Imitation and Practice ; but I deſpair of prevailing 
with thee; for I know, from a long Experience 
both of thy Sentiments and Conduct, that thou art 
not to be enchanted with Pleaſures, when «cither 
Honour calls thee to exert thy Courage and Mag- 
nanimity, or the Good of thy People ſollicits thy 
Aſſiſtance. I know the Pride of thy Heart is to 
be as inſtrumental as poſſible in procuring all the 
Advantages in thy Power for thy Subjects, and that 
the Satisfaction and Pleaſure thou receivelt from hence 
is an ample Amends for all the Pains thou may'ſt 
take for that Purpoſe ; that thou hadſt rather be 
ſtil'd the Father of thy People than be called the King 
of Great Britain. But let me teach thee Sentiments, 
more conformable to my grand Scheme ; let me 
dazzle thy Eyes with the glorious Example of the 
renowned Nero, whoſe Name and Memory ſhall 
live as long as this World endures, and his memorable 
Actions and Exploits ſtand on Record for the Imi- 
tation of all future Princes. Nero was in ſome 
Senſe God of the Earth, as being Maſter of the 
whole Roman Empire. He gave the moſt un- 
bounded Looſe to all his perverſe Inclinations, and- 
theſe were no leſs than irrefragable Decrees. The 
Burthen of Government no ways incommoded him; 
becauſe fo far was he from bearing the Principality 
on his Shoulders, as the beſt of all Princes did for 
an Example to others, that he put it under his Feet, 
The whole World obey'd the Scepter, and the 
Scepter was a Slave to Appetite. All that he lov'd 
he enjoy'd, and kil*d whom he abhorr'd. Love 
held him Poſſeſſion in one Hand, and Hatred a 
Knife in the other, Neither of the Paſſions could 


have 
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have arrived at a more monſtrous Pitch of Extra. 
vagance; his Cruelty took Delight in the Fire of 
Rome, and his Luſt in the ſcandalous Indignities of 
the other Sex; every Purpoſe of his Heart did this 
licentious Bravo, to the Diſgrace of Mankind, ac- 
compliſh, Now, who can believe that a Prince, to 
whole arbitrary Pleaſure the World was ſubjected, 
did not paſs an agreeable Life? However, I muſt 
not conceal the Truth, that according to Hiſtorians, 
He was ſo far from being happy, that he was con- 
ſtantly poſſeſſed with Fears; and that, not being 
able to fleep a nights, he us'd to walk about in the 
great Hall of his Palace like a Perſon out of his 
Senſes. But be that as it will, I appeal to your own 
Reaſon and Judgment, whether it is conſiſtent with 
Royalty to do Drudgery ? or Whether, in your Opi- 
nion, it is proper that a Sovereign ſhould be the 
Servant of the People he governs ? deteſt from 
my Heart the very Name of Lather! I daily fee, to 
my no ſmall Vexation, theſe Kingdoms enjoy too 
much of the Faiher in Thee; this is manifeit 
enough from thy whole Behaviour; and the Joy 
viſible in thy Countenance when any Thing happens 
Tor their Benefit, and thy tender and affectionate 
Concern for them, when their Religion, Liberties 
or Properties are endanger'd from foreign Invaders 
or domeſtic Enemies, procuims thee ſuch ; how- 
ever, as I have often already done, 1 will again ule 
my utmoſt Endeavours, with the Aſſiſtance of thy 
Miniſters, ſo to bind thy Hands, and cramp thy 
Meaſures, as to render thy Good-will towards thy 
People of little Effect. Give due Attention to the 
following Precepts, and if I can perſuade thee to put 
them. in Practice, [ promile upon my Veracity to 
grant thee, as a Reward for ny Compliance, the 
full G ratification of every Luſt and Appetite. 
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Y As thy Miniſters are to be thy principal Director 
1 and Managers in the Government, make Choice of 
ſuch as are of mean and indifferent Caparitivs, cor= 
rupt Principles, of indigent Fortunes, whole ſole 
Ambition is to enrich themſelves and aggrandize 
their Families. Let thy Favourites be ſuch only as 
will flatter thee, and praiſe and ſct off thy Foibles 
for the brighteſt Virtues. Advance none to the great 
Poſts about the Throne but Men of pliable Diſpoſi- 
tions; and let even the Conditions of thy putting 
them into thoſe high and lucrative Employ ments be, 
that they comply with thy Will and Pleaſure in all 
Things, or rather the Pleaſure of thy Favourite; 
and fuffer no Perſon of a noble, diſintereſted Spirit 
to be countenanced in thy Court, Wink at the En- 
croachments which thy Miniſters may make on the 
Liberties and Propertics of thy Subjects, and be per- 


ſuaded that all Complaints and Murmurs which the 


People may utter under ſuch Opprefſions, proceed 
from a Malevolence to thy Perſon, and with a De- 
ſign to abridge thy Prerogative; by which Means 
5 thou wilt ſoon loſe their Affection, and be frequent- 
ly alarm'd with Plots againſt thy Perſon and Govern- 
ment. I will give thee an Example or two of ſuch 
Miniſters and Favourites as I would recommend to 
thy Choice. 
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In the Reign of Tiberius, a Perſon whoſe Name 
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. was Publius-Suilius, was Queſtor to Germanicus ; 

1 which may be tranſlated Secretary of War, or Pay— 

=_ moſficr of the Army; and he was atterwards a Sort of 
. Prime Miniſter under the Emperor Claudius. 

j In the Infancy of his Fortune, he was accuſed of 

a notorious Breach of Truſt, by taking a Bribe, con- 


trary to the Duty of his Office; and being convicted 
of it, was expeli'd the Senate, and banilh'd 1taly ; 
but T7berias did not think this Puniſhment ſufficient, 


and 
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and therefore order*d him to be in an Iſland ; which 
the Emperor inſiſted upon with ſo much Warmth 
and Earneſtneſs, that he ſwore the Commonwealth 
could not be ſafe without it, This Severity was cen- 
ſured for the preſent, eſpectally by his own Friends 
and Partiſans; but it afterwards turn'd to the Ho- 
nour of his Judges, when Suilius return'd to Rome 
in the next Reign; for, in a ſubſequent Reign, his 
Country beheld him, as Tacitus obſerves, in the 
Height of Power, following the ſame Arts of Cor— 
ruption, long engroſſing the Favour of his Prince, 
and as conſtantly abuſing it. 

To ſuch abandon'd Practices he ow'd his Riſe, as 
well as his Continuance in Power; for tho' he was 
eſteem'd a pretty good Speaker, he was in many 
other Reſpects very deficient ; but thoſe Defects 
were ſupply'd by an inexhauſtible Fund of Impu- 
dence ; inſomuch that as he made no Scruple of 
ſtooping to the moſt infamous Methods of getting 
Money, ſo he did not bluſh to avow it ; ridiculing 
in his Speeches to the Senate all Sentiments of Vir— 
tue and Magnanimity ; imputing the moſt heroic 
Actions of others to intereſted Motives; making a 
Jeſt of Reputation, or the Love of Glory; and in- 
decently boaſting of the Retail of his own Talents for 
Acquiſitions more ſolid and valuable, He was not 
even aſhamed to compare the Proſtitution of his 
Voice in the Senate, to getting a Livelihood by 
War, Trade, Huſbandry, or any other Profeſſion, 

As he had been publickly branded with Corrup- 
tion himſelf, he made no Scruple of ſcreening De- 
linquents in the ſame Way; and, when it ſuited his 
Purpoſes, betray*d thoſe who had brib'd him to de- 
fend their Cauſe, Of this, Samius, an illuſtrious 
Roman Knight, was a melancholy Inſtance ; for 
giving Suilius an exorbitant Fee for that Purpoſe, 


and finding himſelf trick'd, he fell upon his Sword 
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in the Houſe of his perfidious Advocate. Theſe 
corrupt and moſt abominable Gains were ſtiled by 
him the Perquifites of Peace, but Caius Silius, the 
Conſul elect, more juſtly call'd them 7he Wages of 
Proſtitution, and expoſed them to the Senate in ſuch 
glaring Colours, that they were going to paſs a De- 
cree againſt them; but Suilius and his Aſlociates, 
who found the Storm ready to break upon them, 
implored the Emperor's Protection in the meaneſt 
Manner; and as ſoon as they had obrained it, inſulted 
the Senate in that ſhameleſs Speech before-mentioned. 

The ſame vile Principle, which prompted him to 
ſcreen the Guilty from Puniſhment ſpurr'd him on 
to ruin the Innocent, by clandeſtine Intrigues, and 
falſe Informations; for whoever diſappointed his 
Meaſures, or excited his Jealouſy by their ſuperior 
Abilities, were lure to be repreſented at Court as 
diſaffected to the Government; by which Means he 
procured the Diſgrace of the greateſt and worthieſt 
Men in Rome; but by theſe Means he likewiſe be- 
came univerſally odious ; and his deteſtable Projects 
to fill his Maſter's Coffers, as well as to gratify the 
Empreſs in her ambitious Schemes, united the Re- 
ſentment of all People againſt him. 

At length, we find him impeach'd, in the next 
Reign, of accumulated Crimes and Malverfations, 
ſupported by a Multitude of Witneſſes; particularly, 
his making People deſperate by his violent Proceed- 
ings, and procuring the Ruin of many great Perſons. 
He did not pretend to deny the Facts with which he 
was charged, but at firſt attenpted to bully his 
Judges, and reproach'd the great and good Seneca, 
under whoſe Adminiſtration he was brought to Ju- 
ltice, with Envy and perſonal Reſentment againſt 
him for his ſuperior Capacities: From whence it 
likewiſe appears that he was no Friend to Learning 
and Philoſophy, which he uſed to call inſignificant

Studies. But theſe Reproaches upon Seneca, being 
nothing to the Purpoſe, he endeavoured to juſtify 
himſelf, like moſt bad Miniſters, by throwing the ; 
Blame of all upon his Maſter, whoſe Oders in every 
Thing he obey'd. The Falſhood of this Plea being 
detected by the Emperor himſelf, his laſt Recourſe 
was to the Commands of the Empreſs, Meſſalina; 
which was likewiſe rejected as a frivolous Defence; 
and the Senate came to the following wholeſome 
Reſolution; that the Miniſters of bad Meaſures, who 
have received the Reward of their Iniquities, ought 
to be puniſh'd, however they may attempt to father 
their Iniquities upon others. 

By their Decree he was condemn'd to perpetual 
Baniſhment in the Balearic lands, now called Ma- 
Jorca, and Minorca, His Eſtate was forfeited, ex- 
cepting what he had previouſly ſecur'd to his Fa- 
mily, or was ſetled upon them by his Relations. 

The general Indignation againſt the Father had 4 
almoſt proved fatal to his Son Nerulinus ; who, 
during the Heat of the Trial, was accuſed as a 
Sharer in his Rapines; but this Proſecution was 
dropt at the Interceſſion of the Emperor, who 
alledged that publick Juſtice was ſufficiently avenged 
on the Father, | 

As for the old Man himſelf, we are told that he 
brazen'd it out to the laſt, and having ſav'd his Life, 
as well as ſome Part of his Eſtate, he was ſo far 
from having any Remorſe for what he had done 
againſt his Country, that he ſpent the laſt infamous 
Dregs of his Life in a Scene of Voluptuouſneſs and 
Debauchery. 

It is plain from this Narration, that the ruling 
Paſſion of Suilius, was an inordinate Love of Money, 
which put him upon all Ways of getting it, how- 
ever wicked and deteſtable; ſuch as Bribery, Cor- 

ruption,

ruption, falſe Accuſation, Perfidiouſneſs, and Sub- 
ornation of Perjury. 

The Impunity and even Countenance which theſe. 
Practices met with at Court, for ſeveral Years to- 
gether, encouraged others to raiſe themicives by the 
ſame Methods; for Tacitus obſerves, that Mul- 
titudes are ready to follow ſo profligate an Example; 
and that the Emperor having center'd all Power in 
the Crown, open'd an ample Field tor Rapine and 
Depredation. And tho' Suilius was at laſt puniſh'd, 
in a Manner far inferior to his Demerits, the venal 
Principles, which he had ſow'd with ſo laviſh an 
Hand, could not be rooted out of the Minds of the 
People, but ended in the total Subverſion of the 
Roman Empire. 

Since we are got ſo far into the Roman Hiltory, 
give me Leave to take Notice of two or three great 
Favourites, in the Reign of Claudius Cæſar. ; 

Suetonius tells us, in the Life of that Emperor, 
that two of his principal Miniſters, were Narciſſus ab 
Epiftalis, and Pallas à Nationibus; that is, his Se- 
cretary of State, and Chancellor of the Exch:quer, He 
Iikewiſe informs us that, once upon a Time, the 
Emperor complaining of the Emptineſs of his 
Treaſury, an arch Wag jocularly reply*d, Dat he 
would never want Money, if Narciſſus and Pallas 
would be ſo good as to take him in Partner with 
them. 

Narciſſus, a Freeman, raiſed himſelf to ſuch a 
Degree ot Power, that having ſuborn'd a Couple of 
Harlots to accuſe the Emprets Meſſalina, and find- 
ing his Maſter beginning to relent, he order'd her 
to be executed by his own Authority, He after- 
wards made an Attempt upon her Succeſſor Agrip- 
Pina ; but failing in that, ſhe was amply revenged 
upon him in the next Reign, and cauſed him to 
periſh miſerably in a Priſon, 
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Pallas was a Man of the ſame honourable Ex- 
traction, tho* he had the Vanity to boaſt himſelf 
deſcended from the Arcadian Prince of that Name, 
celebrated by Virgil. He long led his Maſter, who 
was not overſtock'd with Wiſdom, by the Noſe, 
and all the Senators in a String. His accumulated 
immenſe Wealth, got his Brothers into conſiderable 
Places of Profit, and baniſh'd whom he pleaſed ; 
but at length was ſtript of all his Power, and put to 
Death by the Emperor's immediate Succeſſor, as a 
Man unworthy to detain ſo much Money from the 
Publick. 

But to return to my Inſtructions : Follow the Ex- 
amples of one of thy royal Predeceſſors, by allowing 
Sports and Paſtimes to be practiſed by the Youth 
on a Sunday, to which they may be encouraged from 
thy own licentious Example ; thus will Irreligion 
and Immorality ſpread their baneful Influence thro? 
all Ranks and Orders of Men, and the polluted 
Stream, taking its Riſe at the Throne, will convey 
itſelf to the Cottage, and the meaneſt Peaſant will 
be as debauched in his Morals as the Lord of the 
Manor under whom he lives; for as the Examples 
of the Great are generally imitated by the Vulgar, 
ſo thine being ſet in a moſt conſpicuous Light, will 
have an extraordinary Effect upon all. In thy Con- 
cerns and Tranſactions with other Powers never 
think thyſelf under any Obligations to keep Faith 
"with them; let the mult ſolemn Treatics, as well as 
private Contracts, be to thee no more than Cobwebs, 
when Intereſt or ſerving ſome Views of thy own 
require thee to break thro* them. When any of the 
civil and military Poſts in the Government are to be 
filled up, give thyſelf no Trouble about the Merits 
of the Candidates, but chuſe thoſe who are recom- 
mended to thee by thy Miniſters and Favourites. 
As to Men of eminent Merit, and ſuch as have 
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gloriouſly diſtinguiſn'd themſelves in the Service of 


| their Country, leave them to be rewarded by their 


own Virtue, and the Solace they receive from a 
Conſciouſneſs of their own worthy Actions; they 
will never hurt thee, however they are neglected ; 
but let thy Regard be turned to thoſe who are, or 
may be thine Enemies; ſecure them by Gratuities, 
or Penſions, or Honours, and when they have got 
from thee all that their Ambition aim'd at, they will 
be the firſt to betray thy Counſels, to diſturb thy 
Government, and render thee contemptible with the 
People. I could wiſh that thou wouldeſt browbear 
and even abuſe thoſe brave Patriots, who have de- 
ſerved well of their Country; *tis true, no ill Uſage 
would force them to renounce their Principles, yet 
it would cool and damp their Zeal, and they would 
not act with that Spirit and Vigour in the publick 
Service, as when they have the royal Countenance 
to bear them out. Maintain the Dignity of thy 
Office, by treating every one who approaches thee with 
Imperiouſneſs and a haughty Diſdain; for to what 
purpoſe art thou advanced above the reſt of Mortals, 
unleſs thou canſt, at thy Pleaſure, uſe them with 
Contempt, or ſpurn from thee with Diſdain, without 
fearing <heir Reſentment? Vain, I am ſenſible, 
would be my Attempt, ſhould I endeavour to in- 
ſpire thee with the noble Views of Ambition; to 
levy Armies; fit out Fleets ; trump up the ſlighteſt 
Pretences for invading thy Neighbour's Territories; 
ravage Countries, pillage Towns, ſuffer none to live 
in Peace, while there is any to oppoſe thy great De- 
ſigns in raiſing thyſelf a Name. Suppoſe, in the 
accompliſhing of thy Purpoſes, thou ſhould*ſt loſe 
forty or fifty Thouſand of the Lives of thy Subjects, 
what 1s that in Compariſon of the Glory of being 
deemed the moſt famous Prince in Europe? and 
who of thy Subjects will be ſo mean-ſpirited as not 
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to prefer the Honour of their Prince before all Other 
earthly Conſiderations? And when thou haſt made 
thyſelf terrible abroad, thou need'ſt not fear to load 
thy Subjects with the heavieſt Taxes and Impoſitions 
to defray the vaſt Expences of thy future Enter- 
prizes; and ſhould thy Parliament refuſe to furniſh 
thee with the neceſſary Supplies, diſſolve it, ſtretch 
thy Prerogative to the utmoſt Pitch, and raiſe them 
thyſelf by the Help of thy Armies; this no Doubt 
will cauſe a general Murmur among the People, and 
infinite will be the Complaints againſt thy Pro- 
ceedings, thou muſt regard nothing of this Kind, 
but let the Slaves know that thou expeCteſt a perfect 
Reſignation to thy abſolute Will. In this Manner do 
I adviſe thee to act, *till nothing but Murmurings, 
Quarrels, Conſpiracies and Inſurrections, are heard 
of throughout the Kingdom, then ſhall this Nation, 
by it's Pride, Luxury, and other reigning Vices, on 
the one Hand, and the Diſcontents, inward Broils, 
and the Contentions of Factions and Parties, on the 
other, become an eaſy Prey to a foreign Enemy; 
an Enemy who is continually watching to diſtreſs, 
ruin, and deſtroy it; then ſhall they come with a 
reſiſtleſs Power, and ſpread Delolation thro* the 
Land, neither ſhalt thou eſcape the general Cata- 
ſtrophe. Then ſhall my Triumph be compleat, and 
my Throne be firmly eſtabliſhed. 
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Inſtructions to MINISTERS of State, 
| 
OU are placed at the Helm of Government, 
and to your Skill and Judgment is truſted the 
Management of the Affairs of this Nation; and con- 


ſequently it is in your Power, by concurring with 
me, 
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me, greatly to advance my Intereſts. My firſt Ad- 
vice then is, to wreſt the Scepter out of the Hands 
of your Sovereign and eaſe him of the Cares, at the 
ſame Time that you leave him the Glitter of a 
Crown. As he ſhall be continually ſurrounded by 
your Party, you mult ſuffer none beſides to ap- 
proach his Preſence or have his Ear ; thus you will 
effectually prevent his being rightly inform'd of the 

ernicious Tendency of thoſe Meaſures which I 
earneſtly deſire you to purſue, If there be any ſo 
bold as to oppoſe your Deſigns, or unravel your 
Schemes, either cruſh *em by your Power or gain 
them over by Bribes; in which you will ſeldom fail, 
for few you will find firm enough to reſiſt the 
Temptation of all-powertul Gold, or a profitable 
Poſt. Don't complain that theſe are expenſive Me- 
thods, you well enough know how to reimburſe 
yourſelves out of the publick Revenue; for which 
you will have a very good Plea, that it was laid out 
for the Service of the Publick. The beſt Means I 
can think of, and which I have often try'd with 
Succeſs, in the like Cafe, even to the utter Ruin 
of the braveſt People in the World, and the Sub- 
verſion of the beſt conſtituted Governments, is to 
encourage Idleneſs, Debauchety and Voluptuouſneſs 
among all Ranks and Degrees of the People, and to 
lay no Reſtraint on their Exceſſes of any Kind; 
thus being wholly immers'd in their Pleaſures, they 
will have no Leiſure to oblerve the Steps you take, 
or the Meaſures you purſue, how deſtructive ſoever 
they may be to their Liberties and the Glory and 
Proſperity of the Nation; you will find ſome fo 
eagerly bent on gratifying their Luſts of every Kind, 
and others ſo entirely indolent in the Enjoyment of 
their Eaſe and trifling Amuſements, that you will find 
but little Difficulty in bringing them into the moſt 
abject Slavery. But farther ; you mult take eſpecial 
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Notice of thoſe Magiſtrates who are vigilant in the 
Suppreſſion of Vice and the Encouragement of 
Virtue ; ſuch muſt be diſplaced to make Room for 
others of my own Stamp. Thoſe Merchants you 
ſee in flouriſhing Circumſtances, increaſing in Wealth, 
and vying with you in Grandeur, it muſt be your 
Care to humble by all the Ways and Means you 
can, either by ruining or cramping their Commerce, 
detaining their Fleets, refuſing or delaying Convoys, 
place ignorant, ambitious or covetous Men in the 
Governments of the Colonies and Plantations, and 
many other Ways you may invent to diſtreſs them, 
Remember likewiſe that Men of Worth, Learning 
and Integrity are your worſt Enemies, becauſe the 
will be always bringing your Actions to the Teſt of 
Reaſon and Juſtice; to ſuch therefore you muſt 
bear an irreconcilable Antipathy ; ſuffer none of 
them to come near you, nor to occupy any Poſts of 
Honour or Profit, for they will not only be Spies 
upon your Actions, but will never heartily give you 
their Aſſiſtance in carrying your Schemes into Ex- 
ecution ; eſpecially if ſuch Schemes have not appa- 
rently the publick Good in View, much leſs if they 
have a manifeſt Tendency to the Prejudice of the 
Nation; and ſo far will they be from lending you 
an helping Hand, that they will be a conſtant Clog 
on all your Endeavours and Deſigns, by taking 
every Opportunity of detecting you, and expoling 
your villainous Projects. But tho' this is my Ad- 
vice with regard to your Conduct in your publick 
Station, yet remember to follow it with the utmoſt 
Caution and Circumſpection, otherwiſe you will ruin 
your own Projects, and inſtead of promoting my 
Service, may do me irreparable Damage. Inſtead 
therefore of appearing in your true Colours, you 
muſt aſſume the Character of true Patriots, ſpeech 
it bravely in the Senate for the Intereſt and *

of the Nation, the Encouragement of Trade and 
Enlargement of Commerce, erecting new Manu- 
factures, and protecting the old ones from Encroach- 
ments and Depredations, a rigorous Diitribution of 
Juſtice, Sc. and ſeem violently eager in every 
Meaſure tending to promote the Happineſs of your 
Fellow Subjects; theſe mult be your Pretences, but 
let them be no more than Pretences, ſp*cious only 
to cover your latent Purpoſes; for your Practice 
muſt be juſt the Reverſe z the Treaſury and Ex- 
chequer will be always open to you, which you may 
plunder with a large Hand; if any Noblemen or 
Gentlemen have render'd themſelves obnoxious to 
the Government, impeach them of High Treaſon, 
of which if they are convicted their Eſtates will be 
forfeited to the Crown; and as you w.ll have the 
fingering of them, you may convert the Profits to 
your own Uſe. By your Agents and Correſpondents 
in foreign Courts, you may by your Intrigues, em- 
broil neighbouring Kingdoms one with another, and 
ſet Princes at Variance; nay, you may go farther, and 
threaten even your Sovereign, that you will ſhake his 
Throne, whenever he offers to controul your Proceed- 
ings, or makes any Attempts to call you to Account 
for your Enormities, or menaces you with the Loſs 
of your Place. Do all in your Power to promote 
Luxury, Licentiouſneſs, Indolence, Intemperance, 
among all Orders; to which Purpoſe nothing will 
more contribute than the introducing and encourag- 
ing the Cuſtoms, Faſhions and Manners of foreign 
Countries ; you know whatever has the Air of No- 
velty catches the Fancy, and is more eagerly em- 
brac'd than any of your home-bred Cuiloms how- 
ever rational and well founded; beſides which you 
mult procure from abroad a Cargo of Singers, 
Dancers, Muſicians, &c. The People mult likewiſe 
be indulged in the Imitation of their Neighbours 
L in 
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in Balls, Maſquerades, Aſſemblies, Entertainments, 
Modes of Dreſs, &c. and when you have doz'd 
them into a State of Lethargy, and they are wholly 
taken up with their Diverſions, you will find but 
little Difficulty in working your Engines for the De- 
ſtruction ot their Rights, Liberties, Privileges, and 
Properties, and of whatever is dear to them, with 
the Spoils of which you will enrich yourſelves, 
Never think of looking back, or amending what 
has been amiſs, but proceed in the ſame Courte, un- 
dermining the State, betraying your Sovereign, and 
oppreſſing the People, 'till tome others, envying 
your Height, and ambitious of attaining the ſame, 
ſhall undermine you, trip up your Heels, and jump 
over your Head, Then you ſhall tumble down 
with much greater Celerity than you made your 
Advancement; and when you are got again into 
your primitive Obſcurity, you may amuſe your- 
ſelves with the pleaſing Refleftion on your paſt 
Glory, and the Name you have rais'd yourſelves ; 
you will likewiſe have the delightful Proſpect which 
you may promiſe yourſelves, from the Smiles and 
Careſſes of the whole Nation, eſpecially of thoſe 
who by your Adminiftration have been actually 
ruin'd, or brought to the Brink of Deſtruction; and 
when you have finiſh'd your Courſe of Glory upon 
Earth, whether upon a Scaffold, as is moſt pro- 
bable, or peaceably in your Bed, which is moſt 
unlikely, I will entertain you with the Heart-chcar- 
ing Hopes of the magnificent Rewards which ſhall 
be heaped upon you without Meaſure on your En— 
trance into my Kingdom, 

But before I conclude this Chapter of Inſtructions 
to Miniſters, which I could enlarge to a Volume, 
give me Leave to illuſtrate what I have already 
adyanc'd by ſome Inſtances and Reaſonings which 
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I have collected from ſome Authors who have 
written pertinently on this Subject, f 

Biſhop Burnet (in his Hiſtory of the Reformation) 
ſpeaking of K. Henry VIII. upon his Acceſſion to 
the Throne tells us, That his diſgracing Empſom 
& and Dudley, who had been the evil Miniſters of 
« his Father's Deſigns in filling his Coffers, his 
e appointing Reſtitution to be made of the Sums 
« that had been unjuſtly exacted of the People, and 
&« his ordering Juſtice to be done on theſe rapacious 
« Miniſters, gave all People Hopes of happy 
& Times, under a Reign which begun with ſuch an 
&« Act of Juſtice; that had indeed, more Mercy 
& jn it than thoſe Acts of Oblivion and Pardon, 
& with which others did uſually begin.“ 

The Truth of this Obſervation (ſays another 
Writer) is fully evinc'd by the whole Courſe of our 
Hiſtory ; which ſhews, that moſt of thoſe Princes, 
who put it in Practice, reign'd ſucceſsſully, at leat, 
if not gloriouſly; whereas thoſe, who took a con- 
trary Method, have generally been both unfortunate 
and inglorious. I ſhall only mention Henn 1. E4- 
ward III. and Henry VIII. of the firſt Sort; and 
Edward II. Richard II. and Charles I. of the latter; 
whoſe different Fates are ſufficient to put this Point 
beyond all Diſpute. 


It ſometimes happens, that a Prince is fo far 


1 aa 
engag d in Meaſures, which he finds to be wrong, 
that he is quite at a Loſs how to extricate himſelf; 
but if he ſhould be providentially work'd out of his 
Difficulties, when he had the leaſt Reaſon to expect 
it, he would certainly take ſuch an Opportunity of 
eſtabliſhing himſelf in the Hearts of his Subjects, 

+ by giving up his evil Counſellors to Juſtice, and 
not run the' Hazard of being in the fame diſho- 
nourable Circumſtance, by truſting the Reins of Go- 
vernment in their Hands again, 
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But as it is natural to ſuppoſe that an odious Mi. 
niſter will leave no Stratagem untry'd to divert his 
Maſter from ſuck a Reſolution, it cannot be im. 
proper to examine the Arguments, that are com. 
monty made uſe of, upon theſe Occaſions, and we 
ſhall find them all to be founded on the Miſappli- 
cation of good Principles, or the Diſguiſe of bad 
ones. 

For Inſtance; as Steadineſs, or Reſolution in the 
Purſuit of right and juſt Meaſures, is certainly a lau- 
dable Quality in a Prince; this is nevertheleſs a never 
failing Topick, in the Mouths of ſuch Men, againſt 
any Alteration of any of his Meaſures, or his Mi- 
niſters, however wrong the former may be, or in- 
famous the latter; and becauſe ſome wile Princes 
have been juſtly celebrated in Hiſtory, for ſupporting 
their Miniſters againſt any Oppoſition, they infer 
that it is always impolitick in a Prince, to regard 
the Complaints of his People, and repreſent it as a 
Mark of Flexibility, beneath the Dignity of a great 
Prince. Thus do they confound Steadineſs with 
Obſtinacy, and a fickle wavering Mind with a 
rational Diſpoſition to correct his Conduct, when- 
ever he finds it erroneous z whereas nothing in Na- 
ture is more oppoſite z nor is there a ſtronger Mark 
of Weakneſs in a Prince, than to prefer the private, 
ſelf-intereſted Whiſpers of a Miniſter, or a Fa 
vourite, to the loud and open Complaints of a 
whole People. | 

Thus when Richerd II. took the Seal from an 
honeſt Chancellor, for refuſing to put it to an 
exorbitant Grant, which one of his Favourites had 
obtain'd, and gave it to another fit for his Purpoſe; 
we are told by Rapin, that this Action was mightily 
cry'd up by his Favourites, as an Inſtance of the 
King's Steadineſs; tho' it was ſo diſpleaſing to all 
the ict of the People, that from thenceforth he 
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entirely loſt their Confidence and Affection. K. 
Charles 1. was flatter'd, no doubt, in the ſame 
Manner for continuing the D. of Buckingham, his 
Father's deteſted Miniſter, againſt the frequent Re- 
monſtrances of Parliament, and the general Cries of 
his People, which created the firſt ill Blood againſt 
that unhappy Prince; and in theſe Days have been 
Perſons weak enough to aſſert, and others as weak 
to believe, that all his ſubſequent Misfortunes were 
owing to a Want of Reſolution in giving up the 
Earl of Strafford ; tho' it's demonſtrable that they 
were occaſion*d by nothing more than his obſtinate 
Support of that perfidious Miniſter, till he was com- 
pelled to yield ; which took away tne whole Merit 
of it. The ſame Perſons have likewiſe been very 
ſevere upon K. Charles II. for ſacrificing ſo faithful 
a Servant, and honeſt a Minifter as the E. of Ca- 
rendon, to popular Reſentments. I ſhall readily 
ſubſcribe to this good Character of my Lord Cla- 
rendon in general, but I am afraid we ſhall not agree 
entirely about Particulars ; for tho' the Sale of Dan- 
kirk, (in which he does not ſeem to be entirely 
clear) with ſeveral Malverſations in his Office, both 
as Chancellor and Prime Miniſter, were the pre- 
tended Reaſons on which the Parliament proczeded 
againſt him; it is well known, at this Time, that 
the ſecret Motive of the King's violent Reſentment, 
which procur'd his Downfal, aroſe from a Diſcovery 
that he had defeated a Project, in the firſt Honey- 
moon of the Reſtoration, for ſetling ſuch a Revenue 
upon Him, during Life, as would have made him 
abſolute Maſter of the Liberties of England. 

In order to confirm a Prince in this falſe Notion 
of Steadineſs, he is told that giving Way ta popular 
Humour, can have no other Effect than to en- 
courage Faction; that, if he ſtcers by ſuch an un- 
certain Compals, he will have nothing elſe to do but 
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to change his Miniſters, as often as the giddy Mul- 
titude take it in their Heads to be diffaticfied. This 
is not only a general Argument in Favour of Mi— 
niſters, good or bad, and whether the People's 
Complaints againſt them are juſt or not; but like- 
wile implics this Contradiction, that a Miniſter will 
be leſs dependant and obſervant of his Maſter's In- 
tereſts, when he holds his Place during good Be- 
haviour, than when he finds himſelf tuperior to all 
Oppolition, and in a Manner «ſtabliſhed for Life, 
Beſides, would it not be more for the Intereſt and 
Honour of a King, to change his Miniſters every 
Year, or oftner, if there ſhould be Occaſion, than 
to live at continual Odds with his People, who will 
always have it in their Power to return him ill Of. 
fices, and make him uneaſy, however powerful he 
may think himſelf, or be in Reality? 

But it is farther ſaid, that a Prince is obliged in 
Honour to protect a Miniſter who is grown ob- 
noxious to his Subjects, and perhaps by obeying his 
Commands. What! is he obliged in Honour to 
protect a Man, who both betray'd his Honour in the 
tendereſt Points that can poſſibly affect a Prince, his 
Reputation in Foreign Courts, and the good Opinion 
of his People at Home ? If a King can do no 
Wrong himſelf, and is bound in Honour to ſupport 
his Miniſter in doing it, what a bleſſed Condition 
muſt the People be in? 

Leſt all theſe Arguments ſhould fail, a Miniſter in 
deſperate Circumſtances will never fail to add, that 
his Oppoſers are Enemies to the King himſclf, 
and endeavour to perſuade him that, whatever they 
may pretend, they mean nothing Jeſs than the Sub- 
verſion of his Government. I malt here again 
mention that unfortunate Prince Richard II. who 
having recall'd his Favouiites, in Defiance of Par- 
laments, Rapin tells us, That it was no hard 
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te Matter for them to perſuede the young King, 
4e that it was for his Sake they ſufler'd; and that 
« the Deſigns of their Enemies aim'd not fo much 


« at the Miniſters, as at the King himſelf. 
cc 


They 
repreſented to him that, by acculing the Coun- 


« ſellors, a Man plainly ſhews he believes the So- 
« yereign incapable of governing; and that the 
cc 


readieſt Way to diſcredit a Prince, is to perſuade 
his Subjects that he makes uſe of ill Miniſters.“ 
By ſuch Arguments as theſe they carried the 
Point againſt the Parliament, and in the End abſo— 
lutely ruin'd their deluded Maſter, by convincing hs 
Subjects that he was really incapable of governing. 
—— Nay, cven ſo wiſe and b:ave a Prince as Henry V. 
was leduc'd, by ſuch Pretences, into the Belick of 
a Sham-Plot, which was trump'd up. againſt the 
Wictliviles, in the Beginning of his Reign, and 
coſt the Lord Cobbam his Life. But he ſoon diſ- 
cover'd the Cheat, and guarded himſelf againſt the 
ſame Deluſions for the future. 

The laſt Topick I ſhall mention, of this Nature, 
is, that it reflects on the Wiſdom of a Prince, to 
ſuppoſe him lets qualified to judge of the Abilities 
or Integrity of his Miniſters than thoſe who cannot 
have the ſame Opportunities of knowing them. This 
is a plauſible Argument and no more; for, of all 
People, a Prince is moſt liable to Deception ia ſuch 
Caſes, However, the Sycophants who make uſe of 
this Argument, have one Advantage in it; for, the 
weaker a Prince is, the ſurer are they of gaining his 
Credit, when they call him wiſe: They know very 
well that No body elſe will dare to contradict them. 
But a Prince of true Wiſdom will never ſuffer himſelf 
to be cajol'd by ſuch groſs Adulation ; and fince the 
Conduct of Q Elizabeth, with relation to Lord 
Burleigh, whom ſhe fuffer'd to grow grey in her 
Scrvice, hath been much inſiſted on by ſome, I 
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muſt put them in Mind, that ſhe was not aſhamed 
to own herſelf betray*d by a Parcel of vile Ingroſſers, 
nor to correct her Error, as ſoon as ſhe was appriz'd 
of it by her Parliament; for which ſhe expreſs'd her 
thankful Acknowledgments to them, with this can- 
did and ſenſible Obſervation ; © That the Servant; 
* of Princes have too often an Eye to their own 
« Advantage; that their Faults are often conceal'd 
from their Notice; and that they cannot, if they 
„ would, inſpect all Things, when the Weight and 
« Buſineſs of a whole Kingdom lies upon their 
« Shoulders.“ | 

I ſhall conclude this Head with a Story of K. 
William, very appoſite to the preſent Point, as 
related by Sir Richard Steel, in his Political 
Writings ; who ſays, that it is no Reflection on the 
Wiſdom of a Prince, that he is obliged to act by 
the Information of others, which he illuſtrates in the 
following agreeable Manner, 


It I might make an abrupt Digreſſion from great 


Things to ſmall, I ſhould on this Occaſion, mention 
a little Circumſtance, which happen'd to the late K. 
William. He had a French man, who took Care of 
the Gun-Dogs, whoſe Buſineſs it was to charge 
and deliver the Piece to the King, This Miniſter 
forgot to bring out Shot into the Field; but did 


not think fit to let ſo paſſionate a Man and eager 


Sportſman as the King, know his Offence, but gave 
his Majeſty the Gun loaded only with Powder. 
When the King miſs'd his Aim, this impudent Cur 
ſtood chattering, admiring, and commending the 
King's Skill in ſhooting ; and holding up his Hands, 
he had never ſeen ſa Majeſte miſs before in his whole 
Life. This Circumſtance was no Manner of Ar- 
gument to thoſe, who found out the Fellow's Ini 
quity, againſt the King's Reputation for a quick He, 
and ſhooting very finely, 

ſhooting very finely FEY 
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Inſtructions to the CLERGY, 


S you are a Body of Men to whoſe Charge and 
Miniſtration are entruſted the ſpiritual Affairs 

of Mankind, and as to you, ſince thoſe of the ſacred 
Function who officiated in my antient Temples were 
put to Silence, are committed the Oracles of their 
Faith, and therefore have it in your Power to do 
me the greateſt Miſchief, or the greateſt Service, 
you will not wonder that I addreſs you in this 
publick Manner, and preſume to give you ſuch In- 
ſtructions as, if followed, will greatly advance my 
Intereſts in the World. I am truly ſenſible of the 
great Services that many of you are daily doing 
me both by your Lives and Doctrines; but at the 
ſame Time cannot but regret that ſome few of you 
are my moſt inveterate Enemies. It is my moſt 
carneſt Deſire that ALL of you could be brought to 
be of one Mind, ALL ſincerely attach'd to my In- 
tereſts, Nor can it be a Matter of Surprize to you, 
to ſee me ſo very ſollicitous about which Party you 
cloſe with, if you do but conſider what a prodigious 
Influence your Conduct and Behaviour has upon the 
Generality of Mankind, Were every one of you 
diligent in watching over, teaching and inſtructing, 
leading and guiding the Flock over which he is fer, 
vigilant to foreſee, and careful to prevent the Growth 
of Immorality and the Progreſs of Sin ; reſtraining 
and diſcouraging, wherever you have any Influence, 
every evil and licentious Practice; inculcating into 
every one, eſpecially thoſe in your particular Charge, 
with a profound and reverential Awe of the Deity 
manifeſting on all Occaſions an unfeigned Zeal for 
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901 
his Service, and by your Example let others fee; 


that a Study to pleaſe Him, and to do Good to your 
Fellow-creatures, is a moſt delightful Employment; 


inſtilling into their Minds the Principles of Benevo- 


lence towards all, Love towards their Neighbour, 
Charity in judging the Frailties of others, Pity and 
Compaſſion to the Diſtreſs'd, and a Deſire of pro- 
moting the general Good of the Publick, having no 
ſelfiſh or private Views inconſiſtent with the publick 
Welfare ; admoniſhing, both by Precept and Ex- 
ample, to the Practice of Temperance in the Grati- 
fication of their Appetites, and Moderation in their 
Pleaſures and Enjoyments of every Kind; teaching 
them to ſubdue their Paſſions, and to rule them by 
the Precepts and Laws laid down in your great 
Statute Book, the Bible; exhorting them to practiſe 
Honeſty, Sincerity, and Uprightneſs in their Com- 
merce one with another; but above all, exempli- 
fying your Doctrines and Teachings by a con- 
formable Life and Converſation; J ſay, were you 
ALL thus heartily and vigorouſly ergag'd in the 
Performance of your reſpective Lu ties, my Reign 
in this INand would be but of a very ſhort Duration, 
and all my other faithful Servants and Emiſſaries, 
diſappointed in all their Schemes and Projects to 


ſcrve my Intereſts, would either deſert mine to liſt 


under the Banners of my grand Adverſary, or content 
themſelves with barely wiſhing well to the Cauſe 
they had ſo heartily eſpouſed. But, Thanks to my 
good Wits, and the well- laid Stratagems 1 have 
projected, to bring them into my Incloſures, there 
are few to be tound ſo ſtaunchin their Principles, and 
ſo ſtedfaſt in their Maſter's Service as thoſe I have 
jutt deſcribed. Some of you I have inſpired with 
Ambition, ſo that you make it the whole Study and the 


Buſineis of your Lives to ſeek after Promotions and 


Dignitics in the Church, one hunting after a Deana- 
ry 
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F, another lying perdue for the Fall of a Biſhop- 
rick ; for which you haunt the Levees of the Great, 
meanly cringe to Stars and Garters, flatter their 
Foibles, and pay your Court even to their menial 
Servants, To others I have given ſuch a Spirit of 
Covetouſneſs, that the Deſire of Money engrofles 
their whole Souls; they add Living to Living, and 
Benefice to Benefice, are continually gaping after 
Pluralities, Sine Cures, Commendams, Sc. and 
like the inſatiable Horſe-Leach, never ceaſe crying 
give, give! Such of you who are ſo unhappily cir- 
cumſtanced, that you have little or no Proſpect of 
riſing to any Preferment, yet are willing to enjoy 
Life as well as your Betters, hearken to me, and if 
you will follow my Advice, you ſhall paſs your 
Time agreeably enough. To you therefore let me 
recommend the Pleaſures of the Bottle and Glaſs, 
boon Companions, a pretty Charmer, and the re- 
galing your Appetites with the moſt luxurious De- 
licacies. As for you who are juſt beginning to exer- 
ciſe the ſacred Function, it is well known, that 
thro* the indefatigable Pains I have taken during the 
Courſe of your Education, as well at School as at the 
Univerſity, and in private Academies, to bring you 
into my Meaſures, Nineteen out of Twenty turn out 
accompliſh*d Rakes, pedantick Fools, or ſtupid Block- 
heads,— O what a plentiful Harveſt am I like to reap 
from Seeds that thrive ſo well in my Ground! What a 
pleaſing Proſpect have I when J ſurvey this hopeful 
Generation of hopeful Youths, who are intended to 
combate my Wiles and Stratagems in the Decep- 
tion of Mankind, and guide Men in the Way to 
Heaven, who are themſelves in the Broad Road to 
my Dominions! If ſuch be the Shephercs, well 
fare the Flocks committed to their Charge. Little 
Occaſion ſhall J have to invent Ways and Means to 
keep Mankind in Subjection to me, when thoſe who 
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are ſet to be their Teachers and Inſtructors in their 
ſeveral Duties, and to guide them in the Paths of 
Truth and Virtue, revolt to me and promote my 
Intereſts with more Spirit and Vigour than the moſt 
zealous of my profeſſed Friends. Methinks J can- 
not but congratulate myſelf on the wonderful Succeſs 
of my matchleſs Cunning ; nor am I leſs pleas'd to 
ſee my Kingdom enlarg'd, and that of my Adver- 
ſary's not a little diminiſh'd. I could once boaſt 
that the whole Kingdom was, by the Aſſiſtance of 
the holy Brother-hood, held in conſtant Subjection 
to me for the Space of ſome hundred Years, I mean, 
while Popery prevail'd here. Thoſe were glorious 
Times indeed ! when the Prieſts were as much at my 
Devotion as the People. It wou'd be endleſs to re- 
count to you the various Methods theſe good Friends 
of mine took, and {till take, in other Countries, to 
keep the People in Ignorance, to blind their Under- 
ſtanding, and deceive their Judgments in the Things 
that concern their eternal Welfare. But of all their 
Inventions to delude and impoſe on the credulous 
Multitude, none has ſucceeded ſo well as their pom- 
pous Proceſſions. I will divert you with an Ac- 
count of a very odd Adventure that happen'd at 
one that, not many Years ſince, was made by the 
Brotherhood at Marſeilles in France. 

The Monks, in order to celebrate a Proceſſion in 

a very grand Manner, built an Altar in the Street 
to repoſe a Shrine, which was carried thro* the 
Town; they rais'd a Kind of Dome, ſupported 
by Pillars of Wood, and wreath'd with Boughs ; 
under this Dome was form'd the Grotto hung with 
Greens, in which they were to place the Figure of 
St. Mary Magdalen, but that it might have a near 
Reſemblance with the Original, they undreſs'd a 
young Virgin of fifteen Years of Age, and put her 
in a Poſture to repreſent the expiring Saint; ſhe 3 
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Tain on a Bed of graſs Turf, and her Hair was ſo 
artfully diſpos'd, that few Places of her Body were 
left naked and expos'd to the Eye of the Beholder. 
This animated Statue was charged to lie ſtill with- 
out Motion, *till the Ceremony was over. The 
Proceſſion in ſhort defiled before the Altar; but 
when the Biſhop in paſſing by, was going to reſt 
the Relics of this Saint for ſome Moments, the 
Statue forgetting the Part ſhe was to act, and touch'd 
with a Fit of Devotion, ſtarted up and put herſelf 
on her Knees in her Grotto, before the Shrine, Her 
fine long curled Locks which cover'd her Body, tell 
down behind her ; and the Damſel remaining in the 
pure State of Nature, offer'd to the Sight of the 
Spectators, ſuch lively Beauties as appear'd nothing 
like thoſe of a dying Saint. The Bilhop, a truely 
pious Prelate, was really ſcandalized at the Imper- 
tinence and Folly of the Monks, and, to puniſh 
them for having executed ſo ſtupid a Project, inter- 
dicted the Community, and was ſo provok'd at 
what they had acted, that it was a long Time be- 
fore he would reſtore them the Powers he had taken 
from them. 

Thus you ſee what numberleſs Numbers of Mor- 
tals have been, thro* the good Management of their 
ghoſtly Fathers, ſubjected to my imperial Will; and 
I muſt own my Obligations to them are ſo great, 


and the Services ſo important they have done me, 


that I can never make them ſufficient Amends in 
this World, but in that which is to come, I will 
aſſuredly reward them according to their Merits. 
But notwithſtanding theſe Triumphs acquired by 
my Abilities, and the great Influence I have among 
your Order, yet it is with the utmoſt Anxiety I ſee 
io many of you ſo far from being at my Devotion, 
that all the Devices I have been able to practiſe up- 
on them have been to no Manner of Purpoſe ; firm 
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as a Rock they brave all my Aſſaults, and are not 
to he moved either by the Storms of Perſecution, or 
the Troubles and Rebuffs which I throw in their 
Way, for they break the Force of my violent Attacks, 
Nor are they content to ſtand on their Defence, and 
guard themſelves againſt my Batteries, but they in- 
vade my Territories, attack my ſtrongeſt Bulwarks, 
open the Priſons where my Captives are confin'd, 
knock off their Fetters, ſet thoſe at Liberty, in 
ſpite of me, whom I bound down and conſign'd to 
everlaſting Miſery. It enrages me beyond all Pa- 
tience when I behold them uſing all the Powers of 
Rhetorick and Perſuaſion, to rouſe Sinners out of 
their lethargick State, pointing out the extreme 
Danger they are in, and the woeful Conſequence of 
their perſiſting in their preſent Courſe, and the 
lamentable and irremediable Condition that muſt be 
their ſad Portion in the World to come; deſcrib- 
ing and ſhewing to them, the Beauties of Virtue, 
the Comforts of a religious Life, the Serenity of 
Mind that accompanies it, and the unſpeakable 
Happineſs that will be the indubitable Reward of 
it in the next Life: I ſay, when J ſee theſe ſo ſtre- 
nuouſly oppoſing me in all my Enterprizes, it fills 
me with the utmoſt Rage, but alas! my Rage 1s 
impotent; they are furniſh'd with Arms from the 
Magazine of my Grand Adverſary, which I know, 
by dear bought Experience, are irreſiſtible, How- 
ever, I ſhall do my beſt to prevent the reſt of you 
from purſuing the ſame Meaſures; to which Pur- 
poſe I deſire your ſtrict Attention to the Inſtructions 
following. 

Give me Leave then, you Gentlemen of the 
Reverend Order, to addreſs you, in the moſt earneſt 
and pathetick Manner, that you will duely weigh 
and conſider the Arguments I ſhall offer to per- 
ſuade you to take part with me, by joining 0 
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Endeavours to mine in enlarging my Dominion in 
the World, and in adding all you can to the Num- 
ber of my faithful Subjects. 

Such of you then, my Reverend Brethren, who 
have had the good Fortune to be raiſed to Arch- 
biſhopricks, Biſhopricks, &c. no Matter by what 
Means you obtained them, whether by Money, the 
Mediation of great Friends, the Proſtitution of your 
ſacred Character, or Intrigues ar Court. or with the 
Dignify'd among your own Fraternity z I lay, by 
which ever of theſe Ways you got your Preferment, 
when once you are well ſeated, you will have no 
Need of Bridle or Rein; you may then ſer your 
Hearts at Eaſe, live luxuriouſly, look big, and 
trowl it away in your Coaches. Imitate the Eccle- 
ſiaſtick Dignitaries in Popiſh Countries, who make 
it their whole Study to flecce their Sheep and ſtarve 
them both in Soul and Body, loading them with 
Burdens without Number and without Meaſure, of 
which they will not eaſe them with the Help of a 
Finger. Look abroad and ſee how gloriouſly the 
Cardinals, Biſhops, Abbots, Cc. brave it with 
gorgeous Equipages, numerous Attendants, and 
live in their Palaces like petty Kings; it would 
pleaſe me to ſee you, like them, ſtrut about, and 
treat the inferior Clergy, as well as Laity, with 
Scorn and Contempt. Think how much it is be- 
neath ſuch dignified Savers of Souls as you are to 
poor petty 
Parſons into your Preſence. You are to imagine 
yourſelves placed in too high a Sphere to conde- 
ſcend to inſtruct the Poor and Ignorant in their Wa 
to Heaven; let your Subſtitutes and Underlings 
eaſe you of that Fatigue; or rather leave them to 
the Devices of their own Hearts, or to my Care and 
Management, than thus demean the Dignity of your 
high Office. As your Exaltation makes you of 
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ſome Weight in the Government, you will ſtill 
make yourſelves of more Importance, and cut x 
greater Figure in the Eyes of Mankind, if, inſteaq 
of employing yourſelves in examining into the 
Doctrines and Morals of your Clergy, and keeping 
them under due Diſcipline, you ſtudy Politicks, and 
employ all your Learning and great Abilities to ob- 
tain the Character of the ableſt Stateſmen in the 
Kingdom ; and indeed you are bound in Gratitude 
to do thus much; for, as you received your Ho- 
nours from the Prime Miniſter, or thro? his Intereſt, 
is it not reaſonable that you aſſiſt him with all 
your Powers and Faculties in the Promotion of his 
Schemes, and ſupport him with all your Might? 

I muſt indeed confeſs that you labour under one 
particular Hardſhip, which is, that once in fix or 
ſeven Years you are obliged to travel all over your 
Dioceſe, in order to confirm the Youth, However, 
even this you may convert to your own Pleaſure 
and Amuſement, for you will meet with good En- 
tertainment wherever you come; and as for the 
Labour and Trouble you will have in your Progreſs, 
it will be trifling, or you may make it fo, for it 1s 
but ſpreading your Hands upon the Heads of as 
many Boys as you can touch at once, and ſome Ef- 
fluvia may perhaps fly from the Ends of your ſa— 
cred Fingers to others who are neareſt them. Be- 
fore you diſmiſs a Parcel, you may, as it's uſual, ſay 
ſomething to them by Way of Inſtruction, which 
you may mutter over in ſuch a Manner, as Nobody 
can underſtand but yourſelves; the Lads ſhall be 
no ſooner got out of your Sight, but, thro* my In- 
ſtigation, they ſhall make themſelves merry with 
the myſterious Ceremony they had gone through; 
but others of a graver Turn, or who have been 2 
little better taught, will bleſs themſelves upon this 
happy Occaſion, At the News of your approach- 
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ing any Place, I will infuſe ſuch enthuſiaſtick No- 
tions into all Parents round about, that they ſhall 
bleſs Providence for this joyful Opportunity of mak- 
ing their Children happy, and of {ccuring them 
from the Wiles and Snares of the Devil by your 
holy and-emphatical Touch; they ſhall look upon 
and reverence you as an Angel ſent from Heaven 
on purpoſe to ſave their wicked Children, and to 
eſtabliſh the good; and they will be ſo well ſatisfied 
with their having done thus much, that they will 
give themſelves no Trouble afterwards about the 
tuture Conduct of their Children, as imagining that 
in ſending them to be confirmed by the Biſhop they 
have done their Duty, and that nothing more is re- 
quired of them. As to the Youths themſelves, I 
will poſſeſs them with ſuch high Notions of the 
Sanctity and Meritoriouſneſs of the Action, that 
they ſhall think themſelves almoſt incapable of ſin- 
ning again, or at leaſt that their Confirmation takes 
off from the Heinouſneſs of every Crime they ſhall 
be guilty of, However, I mult own, there are 
ſome Parents who have more Penetration than the 
common People, who will take nothing upon Truſt, 
but weigh every Thing in the Balance of Reaſon; 


in ſuch therefore this Ceremony ſhall produce a dif- 


ferent Effect; for when they ſee theſe Luminaries 
of the Church, making ſuch a formal Parade abour 
a Ceremony, which as it is commonly performed, 
they are ſenſible can be of little or no Uſe to 
any, and is a mere Impoſition upon People of 
weak Underſtandings, and little Knowledge; it will 
furniſh them with Weapons againſt Religion itſelf, 
which they will ſuppoſe is all a mere Farce and 
empty Shew, when one of its principal Articles ap- 
pears to be no more than a formal Ceremony. Bur, 
I muſt allow, there are ſome among you, tho' not 


many, who, in the Courſe of their Progreſs, make 
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it their Practice, and taxe a good Deal of Pains to 
encourage Youths to come to their Appartment, 
and in a familiar and eaſy Manner inſtruct them in 
the Grounds and Principles of the Chriſtian Reh- 
gion, enlightening their Minds, rectifying their No- 
tions of Things, explaining ſuch Difficulties in Re- 
ligion at which younger Perſons may ſtumble, re. 
ſolving their Doubts in Points of Faith or Practice, 
preſcribirg Rules for their Behaviour, in the Ob- 
ſervance of which they will gain the Love of al! 
about them, and the Favour and Approbation of 
the Divine Being, and encouraging them to 2 Per- 
ſeverance in what is good; aſſuring them they will 
require an Account of their future Conduct, which 
if it be ſuch as they ſhall approve, they will take 
them into their peculiar Favour, but if not, they 
will never more regard or take Notice of them. 
Such of you who are ſo mighty buſy in keeping in 
order the younger Part of your Flock, I declare to 
be my moſt bitter Enemies, ſhall always regard you 
as ſuch, and ſhall let ſlip no Opportunity of reveng- 
ing myſelf upon you. When you ordain a Prieft or 

eacon, never trouble yourſelves about the moral 
Character of the Perſon, no, not tho' you are in- 
form'd that he is a very bad Liver; if he can an- 
{wer you a few Queſtions, which it is cuſtomary to 
put on ſuch Occaſions, you may admit him into 
Holy Orders without more ado, eſpecially if it con- 
cerns your Intereſt to allow his Pretenſions. 

Take State upon you anſwerable to your exalted 
Dignity ; be inſolent and haughty towards all, and 
make every one ſenſible of your Superiority over 
them; if any one entertains an Opinion in Religion 
different from what you profeis, mark him for 3 
Heretick, and if he is not of your Church, {et 
him down for a Schiſmatick, and let him feel the 
. of your Orthodoxy by the Severity of his 

Uſage; 
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Uſage ; hate, perſecute, torment, oppreſs, and 
even deſtroy, ſo far as it is in your Power, all who 
are not of your Perſuaſion with Regard to the out- 
ward Form of Worſhip. Chriſtianity (O that I had 
never heard the Name!) in its primitive Purity, 
ſuch as it was when inſtituted by its Founder, and 
taught by his Diſciples and Followers; made ſuch 
terrible Havock in my Kingdom, by ſeducing my 
Subjects from their Allegiance, diſperſing that Dark- 
neſs with which 1 had overſpread the World, and 
bringing them into the Light which the Rays of 
the Golpel diffuſed round, ravaging and ſpoiling 
my Dominions, that was exaſperated even to Mad- 
neſs, and infinitely provoked to ſee the Succeſs with 
winch it was propagated, In vain did I plant all 
my Batteries againſt it, and play'd them with the 
utmoit Fury; in vain I employ'd all my Cunning, 
try'd every Stratagem, and practis'd every Art to 
overthrow eit; for the more it was oppreſs'd, the 
more it grew, increas'd and flouriſh'd, But tho? I 
could not prevent its Eſtabliſhment, yet in Time, 
and by Degrees, I in ſome Meafure ſucceeded : For 
by the Help of numerous Agents, well vers'd in 
the Nature of Mankind, I introduc'd among the 
Clergy, Pride and Vanity, a Love of Power, Gran- 
deur and Riches; amongſt the Laity, Ignorance, 
Superſtition and blind Obedience; I put it into the 
Heads of their Paſtors to perſuade their People to 
worſhip Images, and adore the Relicts of Saints, 
and every Thing elſe except the true Object of their 
Worſhip. I perſuaded them to place a Man to be 
Head over them, whom J intended to be my Vice- 
gerent and true Repreſentative here on Earth, and 
gave him ſuch celeſtial Titles and Prerogatives, as 
made him appear, at leaſt in the Eyes of the People, 
but little inferior to the Deity himſelf, And when 
I had work'd up a Spirit of Superſtition in the 
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People, and taught them to be pleas'd with the 
outſide Shew and Pomp of Religion, it was eaſy 
enough to recommend an Obſervance of all Manner 
of Ceremonies how trifling and inſignificant ſoever 
they were, and thus by ſetting them to hunt after 
the Shadow, they ſoon loſt the Subſtance of Reli- 
gion. 

_ Having thus, as I thought, once more brought 
all Mankind into their former Vaſſalage to the, I 
little imagin'd that my grand Adverſary had another 
Deſign to humble me in the Midſt of all my Tri- 
umphs; but ſo it was; and he inſpired ſeveral Men 
with Courage and Reſolution to encounter and op- 
poſe the Errors, falſe Doctrines and Idolatries held, 
practis*'d and eſtabliſn'd by and under the Authori- 
ty of my Vicegerent at Rome. Theſe Men open'd 
the Eyes of a Multitude of People, who, finding 
themſelves ſo groſsly deluded and impos'd upon, 
ſhook off their Obedience both to Rome and me; 
and thus: began the Reformation ; a Revolution, 


which has coſt me an infinite Deal of Trouble and 


Vexation ; for tho? I ſtrove with all my Might, and 
put every Stratagem in ure to ſuppreſs it in its In- 
fancy; tho' I impriſon'd, plagu'd, tortur'd and even 
burnt its Propagators, I could not prevent its taking 
Place both in theſe Kingdoms and ſeveral others. 
However, I prevail'd ſo far with the new Re- 
formers as to retain many of the Corruptions which 
had been before eſtabliſh'd; and glad I was even 
of ſo ſmall a Pittance, tho? I loſt ſo large a Part of 

my Dominions. | 
Thus my dear Friends, you ſee what Streights I 
have been driven to, what Difficulties I have met 
with in endeavouring to keep a little Footing among 
you. And now, after all this, I am again alarmed 
at ſome Attempts which have been made towards 4 
Re form in your Church. But I hope you will have 
| 8 more 
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more Regard to my Intereſt than to admit the leaſt 
Amendment or Alteration in its preſent Conſtitution; 
ſtick faſt by the Church eſtabliſh'd in its fulleſt La- 
titude; permit no Innovations under whatever Colour 
or Pretence they may be recommended; rail at, 
abuſe and vilify thoſe who offer to purge it of its 
Impurities; let me rouze your Indignation againſt 
all ſuch medling Reformers, and with the fiery Zeal 
of true Bigots, rigorouſly maintain every Rite and 
Cuſtom of the Church, how ever trifling, inſigni- 
ficant, or indifferent it be. If the civil Power ſhould 
be at your Command, or durſt not refuſe to co- 
operate with you, (which you mult endeavour by all 
Means to bring to paſs) you will be then at full Li- 
berty to carry your Cauſe with an high Hand, main- 
tain it with Fire and Sword, and by ſuch Arguments 
eſtabliſh the MANNER in which you are reſolv'd to 
have your worſhip perform'd. As you are the Rulers 
of the Church, aſſert your Authority, and courageoully 
maintain the Right you have receiv'd from me 
of ſuffering none to go to Heaven but ſuch as walk 
exactly in the Track which you have mark'd out for 
them; if any ſhould be ſo preſumptuous as to deny 
the Doctrine of the Trinity as contain'd in the Atha- 
naſian Creed, burn 'em alive; ſuffer none to live 
on the Earth who ſhall refuſe to kneel at the Sacra- 
ment; excommunicate thoſe who ſhall be ſo au- 
dacious as come into the Church without putting 
their Hats before their Faces; perſecute and torment 
without Mercy all that will not bow at the Name of 
Jeſus, or turn towards the Faſt, or who diſſent in 
the leaſt Punctilio from the eſtabliſh'd Rules which 
you in your lordly Wiſdoms have preſcribed. Tho? 
I am not at all pleaſed with the little Zeal you ſhew 
in rheſe Matters, yet you gratify me in another 
Reſpect ; that is, by winking at, or taking little or 
no Notice of the Prophaneneſs and Immoralities 

which 
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which are ſo rife among all Parties; and this your 
Indolence and Forbearance to reprove People for 
their irregular and diſorderly Lives, encourage them 
in their Wickedneſs, and to act their Impietics 
openly and without Shame. As to you of the in- 
ferior Clergy, you can't do better than to imitate 
your Superiors, ſo far as your Power and Influence 
will permit; make but little Account of, or but 
ſlightly reprove the moſt notorious Offences againſt 
the Deity, or the moſt abominable Vices within 
your Notice ; but pronounce Anathemas and Exe. 
crations of all Kinds againſt, and conſign over to the 
Pit of Hell, any who ſhall break through the im- 
poſed Rules and Canons of the Church, 

You my dear and reſpected Friends, who are 
happy in the Favour of the Great, whereby you 
have procured yourſelves Benefice upon Benefice, and 
Livings in Abundance, can you, who may live at 
your Eaſe, find in your Hearts to ſubmit yourſelves 
to the Labour and Toil, of preaching in but one of 
thoſe Pulpits, tho” it be but for half an Hour once in 
a Week? Take my Advice; there are Numbers of 
poor Clergymen, who are ready to ſtarve for war: 
of Friends to help them to ſome little Preferment; 
ſome of the pooreſt and meanelt of theſe you may 
make Choice of for your Curates, who will be glad 
of any little Pittance for a Maintenance. But per- 
haps one of greater Worth and Merit, who tor 
Want of Friends to ſollicit his Preferment, is oblig'd 
to the Neceſſity of accepting any Thing that offers; 
if ſuch an one applies to you, you muſt deal witn 
him in the ſame Manner as you do with others who 
have no one good Quality to recommend them ; you 
muſt ſcrew him down to ſuch low Terms, that his 
Income ſhall not be ſufficient to ſupply him with the 
Neceſſaries of Life. 


As 
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As to this laſt Claſs of the Clergy, I have a Word 
more to ſay to them. I know your Situation 1s hard 
enough, and ſo would I have it be; becauſe it will 
cramp your ſprightly Parts and enterprizing Genius, 
in the full Exerciſe of which I have too much Reaſon 


to expect ſome notable Foil; and your neceſſitous Cir- 


cumſtances will not only prevent you from furniſhing 
yourſelves with the Means of Improvement, but 
perhaps force you to do ſuck Things as may be in- 
conſiſtent with your Character. Thus, if you ſhould 
happen to be appointed a Curate to ſome lazy in- 
dolent Incumbent, or procure a ſmall Living to 
yourſelf, it may be ſome Gentleman of your Con- 
gregation may be ſo taken with your Manner of 
preaching, that he will invite you to his Table, and 
make you very welcome; this Man, poſſibly, may 
be a very wicked and debauched Liver; in which 
Caſe you mult be very careful to give no Offence by 
reproving him, or offer to preach againſt thoſe Vices 
of which he is notoriouſly guilty ; for if you do, 
depend upon it, I will take Care that you ſhall 
not only iofe his Favour, but your Curacy too; if 
he is a good Man, it's great Odds, but he has ſome 
peculiar Humours, which however fooliſh or ir con- 


venient they may be, you mult ſtudy to pleaſe and 


fall in with, or the Conſequence to you will be the 
ſame as in the former Caſe, Thus, by my Manage- 
ment, your Virtue and Integrity ſhall be ſo far from 
being of any temporal Service to you, that they 
ſhall be the greateſt Impediment to your Prefermenr, 
and hinder that kind and friendly Entertainment 
which the Sacredneſs of your Character might entitle 
you to among Men of Wealth and Fortune ; for, 


tho' you know your Duty, and are ready and will- 


ing to do it, yet I will ſo contrive the Matter, that 
you ſhall either ſacrifice every honeſt Principle, or 


ſtarve 
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ſtarve with a good Conſcience. Some of you may 
have the good Fortune to be put into a Country 
Vicarage by a Nobleman, Knight, or Squire, in whoſe 
Gift it is, which if you will keep unmoleſted, you 
muſt be content to be the Dupes of your Patrons, 
But if you ſhould happen to be his Chaplain, and if 
he is of a merry and facetious Turn, you muſt ſtoop 
to be the Droll to make Diverſion for him and his 


Jovial Companions, and be the ſtanding Butt for 


their Jeſts and ſarcaſtic Wit; your Reſentment ſhall 
ſignify nothing; and if you preſume to reprove their 
Follies, you ſhall have their Laugh more ſtrongly 
turn'd againſt you, or incur his and my high Dis. 
pleaſure ; rather, if you deſire to enjoy your Living 
in Peace and Quietneſs, you muſt flatter and fawn 
upon him, praiſe his Faults as if they were ſhining 
Virtues, and admire, at leaſt pretend to do fo, his 
very Failings. If you carefully follow theſe Inſtruc. 
tions, and heartily eſpouſe my Caule, it will produce 
the Effect I deſire, and I ſhall ſoon have the Plea- 
ſure of ſeeing the whole Pariſh at my Devotion, 
baniſhing from their Minds all Love of Virtue, and 
extinguiſhing every Spark of it wherever it had 
made any Appearance before; deſtroying every Prin 
ciple of Honeſty, Generoſity, Benevolence and 


Charity ; and ſpreading an univerſal Degeneracy, 


and Diſregard both to Religion and Morality every 
where round about you, to my inexpreſſible Satis 
faction, and the great Increaſe of my Family. But 
if you ſhould prove refractory, and ſo blind to your 
own Intereſt, as not to regard the Rules and In- 
ſtructions I have here given you, you will have the 
Misfortune to be ſtripp'd of your Living, or turn d 
out of your Curacy; and when you find it im- 
practicable to live by your Divinity, turn Orator, 
in Imitation of that precious Diſciple of mine, who 
being baulk'd in his Expectations of ring - 
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Church, has rail'd at the Biſhops ever ſince, and 
ſanctiſies the Sabbath by exhibiting Lectures of Buf— 
foonery every Sunday Evening near I n's Inn; 
a Wretch whoſe Merits, whatever he may boaſt of 
himſelf, could not procure him a Living in the 
Service of his God, and therefore I took him into 
mine, and I muſt own he has employ'd his Talents 
exceeding well in the Support of my Kingdom, 

O ye Tribe of Levi, how ſerviceable may you be 
to my Intereſts, and that without taking much Pains 
about it? I need not tell you that reading Prayers 
and Preaching is your Trade, it is the Means of your 
Subſiſtence, and if it be done, it's enough, it's no 
Matter in what Manner you do it. You may loll 
over your Book with a careleſs Indifference; hurry 


over the Service with as much Haſte as a Schoolboy 


does his Leſſon, not minding the Pauſes where the 
People are to follow you; for the ſooner you get 
to the End of it, the ſooner you will finiſh your 
Taſk. During the Reſponſes, you may loll upon 
one Elbow, take Snuff, and let your Eyes roll over 
the Congregation, not ſo much to ſee whether the 
Worſhip be performed with due Order and De- 
corum, or whether the People obſerve that Re- 
verence that the Solemnity of the Place and Oc- 
caſion requires, but merely to gratify your Curioſity, 
or a worle Paſſion, in viewing the prettieſt Faces, 
Sc. among them; the People ſeeing the Levity of 
your Behaviour, and how little you are affected with 
Devotion, will imagine, that no more is required 
of them than to go thro' the external Forms 
of Religion, When you mount the Pulpit, which 
ſhould be done with a becoming Gravity and Dig- 
nity, inſtead whereof, aſſume you an Air of Pride 
and Stiffneſs. Such of you as are Maſters of more 
Learning, and have acquired a moie extenſive 


Knowledge than the reſt of your Brethren, have a fine 


O Opportunity 
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Opportunity of diſplaying your Abilities in the Puipit ; 


there you may ſhine as Orators of the firſt Claſs, 
and adorn your Sermons with all the Flowers of Rhe- 
torick, which, however, muſt be more in the Fineneſs 
of Language than in the Energy of Perſuaſion ; let 
the Greatneſs of your Learning rather appear in diſ- 
cuſſing Controverſies and Diſputes about the Mean- 
ing of ſome particular Words and Phraſes, the Sig- 
nification of which, if you happen to hit upon the 
right Senſe, is of no Manner of Importance to the 
Hearers z you tell them very gravely, that the 
original Hebrew has it thus, but that in the Septuagint 
you find it cairy a different Senſe, and different {till 
in an Arabic Copy which you have ſeen, and at the 
ſame time reciting the Words or Phraſes as they are 
read in thoſe Languages; and when you have ſo done, 
you may give them your own Opinion, and your 
Reaſons for it, which you think are concluſive. This 
will raiſe in the People a wonderful Idea of your val! 
Erudition ; they will think it impoſſible that a Man 
of ſuch profound Learning, and one ſo well ac- 
quainted with the oriental Tongues, can be wrong 
in any Point of Religion, and will implicitly believe 
every Thing you advance, Then it is that you may 
do me Service ; for if you have any Opinions that 
do not exactly ſquare with the Orthodoxy of the 
Chriſtian Faith, how eaſy is it for you to confirm 
your Notions, by wreſting Texts of Scripture to 
your Purpoſe? Or if you have any favourite Vices 
of your own to palliate or excule, by giving a wrong 
Senſe of ſome Paſſages of Scripture, and torturing 
others till you make them ſpeak your Mind, you 
will not only leflen the Heinouſneſs of your own 
Crimes, but furniſh others with Arguments for com- 
mitting the ſame. As for ſuch of you as are content 
with the common received Notions, and dwell only 
on the Surface of Things, let your Sermons be com- 


poſed 
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poſed of a Heap of dull heavy Stuff, without Senſe 
or Connection, which I would have you read over 


with as little Life and Spirit as there is in your Diſ— 


courſe, and at the End of it you will find one half 
of your Congregation aſleep. 

Once more; I earneſtly entreat you of the Clergy 
who have any Regard for my Intereſt, that you 
will avoid as you would the Plague, and as Perſons 
who are my utter Averſion, ſuch of your Brethren 
as you obſerve employ their whole Time and Study 
to be as ſerviceable as they can to Mankind, both 
in their publick Stations and in their private Capa- 
cities; and in particular, take eſpecial Notice of the 
Character of the Perſon whom you well know by 
the Deſcription | am going to give of him, and 
let your Behaviour and Actions be exactly the Re- 
verſe of his. — Obſerve him while he 1s performing 
the divine Offices, ſee the deep Attention in which 
the People are fix*'d! his graceful and devout De- 
meanour ſtrikes them with Awe and Reverence ; he 
reads the Prayers, or rather prays with ſuch a Deli- 
beration and Fervency as becomes one who is the 
Mouth of the Congregation in their Addreſſes to God, 
and in a Manner ſuitable to the Condition of frail 
Creatures humbling themſelves in the Preſence of 
their Omnipotent Creator; and ſo great is the Ft- 
fect of his pious and unaffected Behaviour on the 
Minds of the People, that they all join him as ic 
were with one Heart and with one Voice, The 
whole Drift and Purport of his Sermons is to warn 
Sinners of their Danger, and the dreadful Con- 
ſequences of continuing in the preſent Courſe of 
their Impieties; to inſtruct the Igaorant in the 
Doctrines of Truth, convince them of their Errors, 
and to lead them in the Way to eternal Life; and 
to confirm the Wavering and Weak in the Choice 
of the moſt ſubſtantial Good, by Motives deduc'd 
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from the Conſideration of their future Happineg. 
His Expreſſions are ſo well choſen, and his Senti— 
ments of ſuch Weight, as to make the deepeſt Im- 
preſſion on the Minds of his Hearers, and he de. 
livers them with ſuch a gracious, and yet majeſtic 
Sweetneſs, that he gains the Favour of his Audience, 
and, as it were, commands their Attention to what- 
ever he ſays; they believe him to be ſincere, and 
that what he offers to their Conſideration proceeds 
from his Heart, and therefore are the more readily 
inclin'd to comply with whatever he recommends 
to them as their Duty; and as his Diſcourſe 1s utter- 
ed with an Energy becoming Truth, and with Ar- 
guments ur conteſtable, it ſtrikes home to the Con- 
ſ:tences of Sinners, nor are Unbelievers able to gain- 
ſay or withſtand the Force of Conviction it carries 
with it. Nor is he barely content with feeding the 
Souls of his People with celeſtial Nouriſhment, but 
has likewiſe a Regard to the Bodies of the Poor 
among them, and acts the Phyſician to thoſe among 
whom he lives, who cannot afford to pay for a te- 

gular one, | 
Such is his known Integrity, that People of all 
Parties and Denominations are willing to refer their 
Differences and Diſputes to his Determination, which 
he decides with the greateſt Equity, and generally 
to the Satisfaction of all concern'd; even the Oi- 
fenders themſelves, convinc'd of their Errors, con- 
feſs the Juſtice of his Sentence. Whenever he hears 
of any Jars or Quarrels among his Pariſhioners, he 
is indefatigable *till he can bring them to a Recon- 
ciliation, and by every good Office he can do, 
ſpreads Peace throughout the Pariſh, and endeavours 
to unite all in one general Friendſhip. Nothing 
aFords him a greater Pleaſure than when he has an 
Opportunity of ſaving a Family from Ruin, either 
by wholeſome Advice, or lending them Money K 
terelt- 
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tereſt· free, and thereby enabling them to follow 
their Buſineſs with Credit. His Charity is ſo exten- 
five, and Benevolence ſo univerſal, that nothing 
but Prudence and a neceſſary Regard to his own Fa- 
mily, ſets Bounds to his Good-will, His eaſy and 
chearful Temper, and affable Behaviour find him 
an agreeable Reception wherever he comes, and he 
is reſpected and beloved by all who have the Hap- 
pineſs of his Acquaintance z even the Libertine and 
noiſy Reprobate, ſhrink back into themſelves, and 
are ſo over-aw*d by his Preſence, that they durſt not 
utter any Thing offenſive to his Ears. Malice itſelf, 
however buſy in maligning and aſperſing the Cha- 
racers of others, can find no Room for Defamation 
in him. Theſe are the Out-lines of that deteſted 
Character, the Reverſe of which it is my Deſire you 
ſhould imitate. FLO 

I have a few Admonitions full left for the Mini- 
ſters of thoſe Sects and Parties which ſeparate from 
the eſtabliſh*'d Church. As you are well acquainted 
with the Hiſtory of the Revolutions that have hap- 
pen'd in this Kingdom, both in Church and State, 
you mult inſtil ſuch Notions as theſe into the Minds 
of your People; namely, that when their Forefathers 
left the Church of England, that then all Truth, 
Honeſty, Religion and Goodneſs forſook it like- 
wiſe; that true Godlineſs is no where to be found 
but among them alone, and that hey are the People 
peculiarly beloved of the Moſt High; thus being 
puff'd up with a vain Conceit of their own Holineſs, 
they will the more eaſily fall into the Snares which I 
lay for them, Teach them an irreconcilable Aver- 


ion to ſuch as are of a different Opinion, not for any 


Crime that can be charg'd upon them, or that they 
are guilty of any groſs Immoralities, but becauſe 
they go to Church, or have other Notions in reſpect 
to Ceremonies and Manner of Worſhip than what 


you 
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you profeſs, or becauſe they bow at the Name of 
Jeſus, or receive the Sacrament on their Knees, are 
pleas'd with the Muſick gf an Organ, or think it is 
proper the Service ſhould be read over the Dead. 
As you profeſs a more than ordinary Sanctity, it is 
neceſſary that you appear externally extreme formal 
and preciſe z but when you are got behind the Cur- 
tain, or in Company with your Aſſociates or Inti- 
mates, throw off the Diſguiſe, and give yourſelves 
up to thoſe Liverties which the carnal Man is fond 
of. Let your publick Worſhip be drawn out to 
as great a Length as you poſſibly can make it, to 
convince Mankind of the great Pains you take in 
the Salvation of Souls; from whence I ſhall rea 

this Advantage, that it will make every Body elle 
weary of Divine Worſhip. In your Prayers imitate the 
Example of my old Friends and Allies the Phariſees, 
let your Petitions and Repetitions be as numerous as 
you can make them; thus the younger Part of your 
Congregation will be lull'd aſleep, and the reſt be 
farced to employ their Eyes and their Thoughts on 
ſome other Objects, in order to cure themſelves 
of that Drowſineſs which your tedious Devotions 
bring upon them. You won't be much at a Loſs 
for Materials to protract your Prayers to what 
Length you pleaſe, it is but your frequently repeat- 
ing ſome particular ſignificant Phrales and Expreſ- 
ſions with a little Variation; thus they who place 
their Religion in the extatic Notions of it, will be 
continued in the Cheat, and Perſons of a more dil- 
cerning Judgment will take Offence, and entirely 
quit your Houſe of Worſhip, where they are ſo 
little edified; and this Way will my Intereſt be like- 
wiſe much promoted. In your Preachments, let 
your Sermons be uttered in a whining Tone, laying 
the Streſs of your. Accent on ſome particular Words 


and Phraſes, which you mult pronounce with 2 bo 
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cial Loudneſs or Vociferation. Bawl out your Ex- 
clamations againſt Sin with all the Strength your 
Lungs will allow you. O the Loathſomeneſs of Sin | 
The eternal and fiery Torments that will be the Puniſh- 
ment of Sin! And ſo you may proceed in the ſame 
Strain thro* your whole Diſcourſe, but add not a 
Word of Inſtruction how Men are to perform their 
ſeveral Duties in their reſpective Stations and Rela- 
tions, ſo as to entitle them to the Favour of Hea- 


ven and the Applauſe of all good Men, Tell them 


they muſt reſiſt Temptations with all their Might 
but be ſure not to explore the ſecret and unheeded 
Ways by which I train them into thoſe Tempta- 
tions, and at length force them to comply ; nor 
muſt you diſcloſe to them the Original and Pro- 
greſs of vicious Habits, for in ſo doing you will put 
them upon their Guard, and fo render the Stra- 
tagems I lay to enſnare them ineffectual and uſeleſs, 
and draw them out of my Snares before I have in- 
cloſed them; it would inſtruct them in the Means 
of ſtifling every Inclination to Sin in its firſt Ap- 
pearance, and teach them to watch every Motion 
of their Hearts, and every Deſire I can invent for 
their Deception; this would be laying the Ax to 
the very Root, and the moſt effectual Method to 
deſtroy my Dominion over Mankind. You may 
likewiſe fill your Sermons with InveCtives againſt all 
other Parties and Denominations of Chriſtians what- 
ſoever, but exalt your own to the higheſt Degree, 
and aſſert it as an unconteſtable Truth, that no Sal- 
vation can be obtain'd out of the Pale of your par- 
ticular Church; the ſame Prejudices you ſhould in- 
[tl into your young Hearers, who very probably 
will preſerve thoſe narrow Principles as long as they 
live. By ſuch Methods as thele it is, that with 
Pleafure I behold this Nation ſplit into ſuch a Num- 


ber of Factions, Sets and Parties, which I take 
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particular Care to keep alive by fomenting Ani. 
moſities between them, and ſtirring up Quarrels 
among them avout Things of but ſmall Concern 
either to their ſpiritual or temporal Welfare. The 
Ghurch (hail pour out her Anathemas againſt all 
who are not of her Communion, calling them He- 
reticks, Schiſmaticks, and Enemies to the true Ca- 
tholick Religion, and therefore not to be tolerated, 
as being manifeſtly Enemies to Chriſt the Head of 
the Church. The Preſbyterians ſhall ſpit their Ve- 
nom againſt all Church-Authority and Government; 
ſhall rail and rave againſt Archbiſhops, Biſhops, 
Deans, Prebends, and other Dignitaries of the 
Church, declaring that thoſe Diſtinctions are con- 
trary to the Deſign and Inſtitution of Chriſt and his 
Apoſtles, and that thoſe who join with them can- 
not be in the Road to eternal Life. The Baptiſts 

ronounce all ſuch in a loſt Condition who were 
only ſprinkled with Water in Baptiſm, or neglect 
to be baptized when they come to Years of Matu- 
rity. The Quakers ſhall ſtop up the Road to Hea- 
ven againſt all who don't wear a ſlouch'd Hat, or 
have a ſuperfluous Button on their Coat, or who 
cannot ſhew ſome Evidence of the Working of the 
Spirit within them. The Trinitarians, out of their 
abundant Zeal, ſhall pronounce thoſe to be of a 
very unſound Faith who do not believe the God- 
head of J7eſus Chriſt, nay, ſhall conſign over ſuch 
to everlaſting Puniſhment who hold the contrary 
Doctrine: Their Antagoniſts, no leſs furious in their 
Zeal, ſhall affirm, that there is no Place in Heaven 
allowed to thoſe who are fo preſumptuous as to 
think that Chriſt is equal to the Father. The Me- 
thodiſts ſnall bar the Way to the Paradiſe of Heaven 
to all thoſe, who do not firmly believe that the Blood 
of Chriſt is alone ſufficient to waſh away all their 


Sins, and make them holy, and confidently declare 
thoſe 
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thoſe to be in an unregenerate, and conſequently 
in a damnable State, who ſet the leaſt Value upon 
good Works. Thus while each Party is violent in 
the Defence of its peculiar Notions, and fiercely 
contends about Words and Faith, I will flily ſteal 
away from them the very Subſtance of Religion, 
and leave them nothing of all that 1s Praiſe-worthy 
in Chriſtianity ; nor will I ever interrupt them in 
their Quarrels and Contentions about the Shadow 
of it, 

You who are the Leaders and Founders of the 
Sect laſt-mentioned, you need not be afraid of any 
Interruption from me ; don't imagine that I ſhall 
be in the leaſt offended with you, ſo long as I ſee 
you ſo immoderately zealous in propagating your 
religious Opinions, or ſo long as your Zeal is en- 
thuſiaſtic. I give you free Leave to ſtrike the Paſ- 
ſions of your Hearers, ſo long as you make no Ap- 
plication to their Underſtandings, nor endeavour 
to rectify their Judgments by rational Arguments, 
nor puriſy their Affections by ſetting before them 
the Deformities of Vice. There is a great deal 
depends on modelling your Voices to a proper 
Pitch; let them be ſtrong, and you mult raiſe 
them by due Degrees, as you ſee the People af- 
fected ; let your Sermons be ſtuff'd with rapturous 
Expreſſions and O's in abundance; let Chriſt! the 
Love of Chrijt ! the Riches of Chriſt ! be the conſtant 
Burden of your Diſcourſe, and be frequently re- 
peated with a peculiar Emphaſis; you know by 
Experience what a ſurprizing Effect it will produce 
in the Minds of the attentive Audience; and as 
you perceive their Affections riſing, elevate your 
Voice ſtill higher, at the fame Time throwing out 
your Hands, with other Agitations of your Body, 
you will gradually wind up their Paſſions to the 
higheft Pitch of Tranſport; in which Poſition you 

3 muſt 
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muſt ſtrive to keep them till their Spirits, no longer 
able to ſupport ſo high a Strain, flag at once and 
ſink down in a Groan, which, by Sympathy runs 
thro' the whole Aſſembly; like Thunder, which 
rattles, cracks and breaks on every Side of you, 
*till it rolls away with the Clouds in a diſtant 
Grumble. In your Exhortations you muſt be very 
urgent in preſſing upon them the Neceſſity of feel- 
ing the irreſiſtible Workings of the Spirit within 
them, and the powerful Operations of regenerating 
Grace in their Hearts, without the moſt ſenſible 
Demonſtrations of which, they are in the high Road 
to Damnation; which Workings of the Spirit 
muſt be patiently waited for and duely attended to; 
but that thoſe who have theſe Aſſurances, and can 
give ſuch Teſtimonies of the awakening and enliven- 
ing Effects of the Spirit, have the certain Tokens 
that their Names are regiſter'd in the Book of Life, 
and have an indiſputable Title to the heavenly In- 
heritance: The Conſequence of theſe your bold Af- 
firmations will be, that ſuch of your Followers as 
are of a weakly Conſtitution, or of a melancholy 
Turn, and unable to bear the ſtrong Impreſſions which 
the Vehemence and Earneſtneſs of your Diſcourſe 
makes upon their Minds, will fall into Deſpair ; as 
imagining, from their Inability of producing fuch 
Evidences of their Regeneration, that they are 
deſtin'd by the Omnipotent to everlaſting Miſery, 
and that whatever they do to obtain his Favour will 
be to no manner of Purpoſe. On the other Hand, 
thoſe whoſe Imaginations are more lively and alert, 
and whoſe Conceptions are more eaſily fill'd with 
bright Ideas, will readily interpret thoſe Agitations 
they fee} in their Minds, while they are hearing ſuch 
bleſſed Words flowing from your Mouths, to be 
the Efect of heavenly Light Garting into their 
Souls ; thus being fully perſuaded that they are . 
the 
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the Number of the Elect, and that they are the pecu- 
liar Favourites of Heaven, they ſecretly ſcorn and 
deſpiſe all the World beſides; theſe are the Perſons 
who, notwithſtanding their great Pretences to Ho- 
lineſs, I play my Arts upon with Advantage, eſpe- 
cially thoſe of the Female Sex, who make up the 
far greater Part of your Aſſemblies, and who being 
more eaſily captivated with the Specioulnels of your 
Doctrine, I deceive them with Viſions, Dreams and 
ſtrong Deluſions, filling their Minds with Pride and 
Self-conceit, making them ill-natured, mean, ſelfiſh 
and indolent, inſpiring them with Notions of your 
high Worth, and that they cannot be too liberal to 
Men who were the Initruments of Heaven in bring- 
ing them into ſo happy a Condition, tho' they mult 
know, that at the ſame Time they are thus bounti— 
ful to you, they are robbing and ruining their own 
Families, if they have any; if they have not, they 
are ruining themſelves, partly by that, and partly by 
loſing ſo large a Portion of their Time, in long 
Viſits to pious Friends, in ſpiritual Confabulations, 
attending private Societies, in Faſting, Prayer, Sing- 
ing, &c. Such Sort of Meetings I adviſe you to 
encourage all you can, for they contribute very 
much to the promoting of my Intereſt ; for while 
they are thus ſpending their Time in what they 
imagine to be the higheſt Acts of Devotion, they 
neglect the moſt neceſſary Duties and moſt important 
Concerns of Life, Another Conſequence of Ad- 
vantage to me 1s, that People of a vain and Judi- 
crous Humour, take Occaſion from hence to ſcoff 
at and ridicule all Religion without Exception ; and 
thoſe of a more ſerious Turn, are diſguſted, when 
they ſee you and your Followers making ſuch a ſo- 
lemn Farce of it, and are nauſeated with the mean 
Phraſes and familiar and coarſe Compariſons which 
I often put into their Mouths, as well in their ſpiri- 
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tual Confabulations together, as in their more ſo- 
lemn Addreſſes to the Deity. Now I appeal to 
your own Judgments, unbiaſs'd by Prejudice or In- 
tereſt, whether you really think an indifferent Per— 
ſon would ſooner be induced to renounce the Princi- 
ples of Chriſtianity, and give himſelf up to a licen- 
tious Life, by hearing a prophane Blaſphemer af- 
firm, that there is no God, nor a future State; or 
by hearing a profeſſed holy Devotee crying out in 
a rapturous Extacy, O ſweet Jeſus] how I could 
bug thee in theſe Arms! how I could roll in thy Bo- 
ſom! thy Kiſſes are ſweeter than Honey or the Honey- 
comb ? In the former Cafe, he will naturally be put 
upon exerciſing his Reaſon, and will reviſe thoſe 
Arguments that are uſually produc'd to prove the 
Exiſtence of a Deity, but the latter will be ſure to 
give him a Surfeit, I have no Objection therefore 
to your Proceeding in the Courſe you are in, de- 
ceiving and being deceived ; for by thus intoxicating 
your Admirers with ſuch viſionary Dreams, you 
lay them the more open to my Attempts. You 
may indeed frighten ſome out of their Sins, yet 
you will drive more out of their Senſes, and upon 
ballancing the Account, I believe the Advantage 
will be on my Side, 

Thus, my good Friends, the Clergy of every De- 
nomination, who are willing to promote my Intereſt, 
you know how many Ways you can be ſerviceable to 
me, if you will but be hearty in the Cauſe ; and the 
more vigoroully you exert yourſelves in employing, 
all your Powers and Faculties in ſuch laudable Pur- 
ſuits, the greater ſhall your Rewards be when you 
come into my infernal Kingdom. I will prepare 
you Seats, or rather Thrones, which ſhall thine 
like burning Carbuncles, near my own, in my fiery 
Palace, where the Light of the Sun ſhall no more 
interrupt your nocturnal Revels, and dar nds 
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Flames ſhall be ſpread as a Carpet under your Feet; 
your Cup ſhall be fill'd with the ſame cordial Draug his 
which 1 drink of myſelf, you ſhall carouſe at my 
Banquet, and be attended by the politeſt of my Fu- 
ries; your Beds ſhall be warm'd with the hotteſt 
Coals that Hell can produce; you ſhall be guarded 
and ſerv'd by the ſtouteſt of my Demons, and be 
eternally the Companions of me and my Angels, 
Thus, gentle Reader, I have open'd my whole 
Scheme to thee, I have told thee in plain Terms 
what I would have thee to do, have made the Road 
that leads to my Kingdom eaſy and delightiul, and 
have ſet the Gates wide open for thy Admiſſion in- 
to thoſe Manſions, in which thou ſhalt enjoy the Re- 
wards of thy Fidelity to me during thy Stay upon 
Earth.

Uſe that Freedom you are born to, and if your Pa- 
rents Commands are diſagreeable to your Fancy or 
Humour, make no Scruple to diſobey them, and if 
they oblige you to it by Force or Correction, be as 
ſullen and dogged as you can. Let Vanity, that 
ruling Paſſion of your Sex, be the moſt prevalent in 
your Breaſts, and ſhew itſelf in all your Words and 
Actions.

gayeſt Apparel that your Fancy can be pleas'd with. 
Flatteries will be offer'd to you in Abundance, which 
you muſt be ſo far from giving a Check to, that 
you mult cheriſh and encourage them, and even be- 
lieve that thoſe who are the moſt laviſh of them are 
your beſt Friends. FLaTTERY! O the charming 
Sound, the rapturous Pleaſure it conveys! How 
are your Hearts tickled with Delight, when a ſpruce 
young Fellow, in order to diſplay his Wit, or re- 
commend himſelf ro your Favour, extols your Beau- 
ty to the Skies, has a Compliment for your ſpark- 
ling Eyes, another for your roly Checks, mon 
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for your ruby Lips; is in Raptures with your fine 
Neck, ſwelling Breaſt, ſlender Waiſt; is in an Ex- 
tacy when he kiſſes your lily white Hand; is laviſh 
in the Praiſes of your fine ſhaped Leg, tho' he 
don't know but it may be as crooked as a Ram's- 
horn; and as to your Foot, nothing in Nature was 
ever ſo pretty, and then the Symmetry and juſt 
Proportion which every Part bears to the other, 
ſhews Art and Nature join'd in forming the mott 
beautiful Structure that ever gain'd the Admiration 
of Mankind; but above all, the rare and unexcep- 
tionable Accompliſhments of your Mind, O! how 
delighted are your Ears with ſuch Muſick! Delicious 
Food for your Vanity! Thus we may eaſily account 
for the Pride with which you are puffed up, and 
your ſcornful and contemptuous Treatment of thoſe 
whom you judge your Interiors in Beauty or Fortune 
thus will you become an caſier Prey to thoſe who

This Picture Adam drew of Woman when there 
was but one in the World; but he drew it when 
he was in a Paſſion, and therefore it may be thought 
he has aggravated the Features a little too ſtrongly; 
but was he now to riſe from the Grave, and take a 
View of Eve's fair Progeny, I believe he would ſay 
ſhe was the true Mother of them all. But I ſhall 
illuſtrate this Matter a little farther yet, and ſhew 
that Women are as capable of being as ſubſervient 
to the Deligns of my great Maſter, and can, when 
they pleaſe, propagate his Intereſts with as much 
Spirit as the Men.

buted to their real Felicity, I leave you to judge 
from the Sequel. But I would caution you from 
running. away with a Notion that I am going to 
furniſh you with one of the many Inſtances that 
may be given of the capricious Wantonneſs of the 
Sex, for I aſſure you, if you advert to the Chain of 
Cauſes, which led theſe Ladies into that vicious 
Turn of Mind, you will find, that the Courſe they 
followed was far from being the Reſult of the Prin- 
ciples of the natural Woman, and that if they had 
not been unhappy in ſome Circumſtances, abſolute- 
ly independant on their own Wills, they might 
have been as wuch an Ornament to their Sex as their 
Conduct has given Scandal to the virtuous Fair; but 
to proceed.

Siſters, Daughters to a Gentleman of ſome Eminence, 
in the County of Salop, who was poſſeſſed of a fair 
Eſtate in that Country, and deſervedly eſteemed by 
all his Neighbours, His Lady was of a reputable 
Family in the ſame Neighbourhood, and poſſeſſed of 
every Qualification that could render Woman aml- 
able, or the Marriage State happy. They had but 
one Son, and the three Daughters we are now treat- 
ing of; and while they lived, ſpared no Colt nor 
Pains to improve their natural Talents, and to diſ- 
poſe their Minds to an early Love of Virtue, But 

un- 
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unhappy for the Family, they both died, at a Time 
of Life when their Children moſt wanted their 
Countenance, to confirm into a Habit thoſe Princt- 
ples, their Years only permitted them to underſtand 
as a Precept.

* inſulted.” Miſs, replied the Landlady, had the

ce thou ſhalt ſoon be a Woman, and hit in our ho- 
* nourable Society, you ſhall be Preſident of the 
&« Female Side of the Court.” Miſs Betty was thun- 
derſtruck at ſuch a Speech in ſuch Company, and 
from one who ought to have cut the Throat of any 
other Man who ſhould have uſed her in the ſame 
Manner; and daſh'd to the laſt Degree by the Ap-

impertinent Ribaldry, as to inform him of the true 
Grounds of the Quarrel betwixt her and her Land- 
lady; both he and her Brother approv'd her Spirit,

Love.“ I hope, replied Miſs Beit, burſting into 
Tears, that you only entertain me with this DiC. 
courſe, to try my Virtue, and expoſe me to theſe In- 
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ſults to experience my Conſtancy, It is impoſſible 
that the Brother of that dear chaſte Woman that 
bore me, one oblig'd by all the Ties of Religion,

I know two or three 
luſty young Fellows, not ſuch puny Citts as *Squire 
Rattle; no, they are Men every Inch of them, and 
can hold you Tug, who have {worn to beat up your 
Quarters one of theſe Days: Think of receiving 
them as you ought ; let's have none of your pulling 
and hauling Whimperings. She was about to repiy, 
bat he call'd in his Man, and the was oblig'd to re- 
tire to her Apartment, jull of ominous Preſages of 
what ſoon happened to the Ruin of her Virtue and 
Reputation.

and aſſumed every Air and Feature peculiar to the

In vain have I endeavour'd to blaſt her good Name, 
becauſe Nobody will believe, that one who extends 
her Goodneſs and Benevolence to all about her, can 
be guilty of any Errors, and hardly ſubje& to 
human Frailties. Thus all my Arrows of Malice 
are blunted, and rebound againſt my own Head, 
without doing the leaſt Execution upon the Object 

at which I threw them, 
How am I ftung to the Quick when I ſee her 
retiring to her Cloſet, and there paying her De- 
votions to the Author of her Being in the moſt 
pious and humble Strains, and beſeeching the Al- 
mighty not only for the Continuance of his Good- 
neſs to kerſelf, but for the whole Race of Mankind, 
but eſpecially for thoſe who ſtand in moſt need of 
his Affiſtance; and entreating an Enlargement of 
her own Abilities, that ſhe may be yet more exten- 
ſively uſeful than ſhe has hitherto been, in pro- 
moting the Honour of God and the Welfare of 
Mankind.

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Mankind. Is not this ſufficiently provoking to a 
Spirit of my Malignity, to whom nothing can be a 
greater Torment, than to ſee Virtue and Religion 
practiſed with ſuch unfeigned Sincerity ? To honour 
God is co diſhonour me, and to act in Conformity 
to his Laws, is to deſtroy and evacuate my Au— 
thority, which I take ſo much Pains to eſtabliſh in 
the World.

her; and ſhould any one tell her, that all che dia- 
bolical Spirits of Hell had join'd in a Conſpiracy 
againſt her, ſhe would hear the News with the 
utmoſt Compoſure, conſcious of her own Innocence, 


and 
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and aſſured of the Protection of Heaven. In vain 
do I wrack and torture my Wits to find ſome new 
Way to plague her, Should I give her one of my own 
Retinue for a Huſband, he might indeed give her 
a good deal of Trouble, and put her virtuous Re- 
ſolutions to the Proof ; but I have found by Ex- 
perience, upon ſuch Trials, that I oftner loſe a Sub- 
ject than gain one; for 'tis much greater Odds that 
he becomes a Proſelyte to her Perſuaſion, than that 
ſhe will be perverted to his.
